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PREFACE.  • 


The  General  Conference  of  1862,  at  its  session  of  May  20, 
passed  the  following  resolution,  (Journal  of  General  Confer- 
ence, 1852,  page  62,)  :— 

^  Raolved^  That  the  Book-agents  at  New- York  be,  and 
they  hereby  are  directed  to  publish  the  Journals  of  the 
General  Conferences  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church, 
from  1800  to  1836  inclusive/' 

And  on  a  subsequent  day  (May  25,  Journal  page  81)  the 
conference  passed  the  following : — 

^'Resolvedj  That  the  conference  order  the  Book-agents  to 
prefix  to  the  volume  of  Minutes  of  the  General  Conference 
aU  the  extant  minutes  firom  the  organization  of  the  Church 
up  to  1800." 

The  first  resolution  is  fiiUy  obeyed  in  the  present  volume, 
which  contains  the  Minutes  of  all  the  General  Conferences 
from  1796  to  1836  inclusive. 

The  second  resolution  is  understood  to  apply  to  Minutes 
of  the  General  Conferences  only.  Up  to  the  year  1792 
the  Church  business  had  been  conducted  in  the  annual 
conferences,  the  minutes  of  which  are  printed  in  the  bound 
minutes,  (so  called)  always  kept  on  sale  at  200  Mulberry- 
stxeet.    The  Christmas  Conference  of  1784,  at  which  the 
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Church  was  fully  organized,  may  indeed  be  considered  as  a 
General  Conference,  but  I  can  find  no  minutes  of  its  session 
except  those  printed  in  the  set  above  mentioned  (Vol.  1, 
page  21)  as  part  of  the  "Minutes  of  the  Annual  Conference 
for  1785."  A  full  account  of  the  doings  of  the  conference, 
with  the  Discipline  ordamed  by  it,  may  be  found  in  Bangs' 
"History  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,"  (vol  1,  pp. 
151  218.) 

The  Minutes  of  the  General  Conference  for'1792  were 
never  printed  to  my  knowledge,  nor  can  I  find  the  original 
copy.  Those  of  1796  were  published  in  a  compendium 
form  which  is  now  reprinted.

ESfUneiM  is  our  ahn ;  ana  we  pay  no  regard  to  numbm,'Dui 
in  proportion  as  they  possess  the  genume  principles  of  vital 


re  think  we  have  been  as  cautious  as  the  nature  of  our 
ease  will  admit,  to  prevent  hasty  famovations.  We  have, 
tharefore,  on  a  former  occasion,  confined  solely  to  the  Gen- 
eral Conference  the  work  of  revising  our  form  of  discipline, 
reserving  for  the  yearly  conferences  the  conmion  business 
of  the  connexion,  as  directed  by  the  form.  Our  General 
Conference  is  held  once  only  in  four  years,  and  it  is  open 
to  every  preacher  m  full  connexion.  Every  such  preacner 
has,  tiierdfore,  ample  time  to  weigh  ever^  subject  of  im- 
portance, to  consult  upon  it  with  all  his  mends,  and  to  be 
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^j^  present  at  the  General  Conference,  to  give  his  vote,  as  wdl 
as  declare  his  sentiments  at  large.  Ch  he  may  deliver  his 
thoughts,  m  confidence,  to  one  or  more  of  his  brethren,  who 
mtend  to  be  present.  For  in  our  General  Conference  we 
have,  in  some  degree,  a  representation  of  our  ministry  in 
ev^  state. 

We  have  no  view,  brethren,  in  anything  we  do,  but  your 
spiritual  and  eternal  happiness,  and  the  enlargement  of  the 
kmgdom  of  God.  But  we  are  very  fallible  creatures,  liable 
continually  to  err ;  and  tiierefore  we  want,  and  earnestly 
entreat  you  to  grant  us,  your  frequent  and  fervent  prayers, 
that  the  Lord,  by  his  divine  grace,  may  keep  us  from  error; 
or  when  we  do  err,  ma^,  by  his  providence  and  almi^h^ 
power,  prevent  those  evils  which  our  mistakes  might  ouier- 
wise  produce.

we  stiD  remember  you  in  love,  and  have  your  peace  and 
prosperity  greatly  at  heart. 

When  we  consider  the  Church  of  Christ  as  one  body, 
composed  of  true  believers  over  the  whole  earth,  animated 
by  one  spirit,  and  hastening  to  one  glorious  kingdom,  to 
spend  eternity  together,  we  cannot  but  lament  the  discord 
and  divisions  which  have  been  made  by  means  of  the  god 
of  this  world  among  the  professors  of  Christianity.

1.  The  ]few-Bngland  ConfereDce— under  the  do^tion  ^JSSJStfc^ 
of  irliich  shi^  be  the  afiGsurs  of  our  Church  m  New-Ei^land» 

and  in  that  part  of  the  State  of  New- York  which  lies  on  the 
east  aide  of  Hudson's  Riyer:  PraMed,  That  if  the  bishops 
see  it  necessary,  a  confetenoe  may  be  held  m  the  Pronnce 
of  Maine. 

2.  The  i^oladeli^ua  Conference,  for  the  direction  ci  our 
eeneems  in  the  remaiader  of  the  State  of  New-Toik,  in 
New-Jersey,  in  all  that  part  of  Pennsylvania  which  lies  on 
1^  east  side  of  the  Susquehanna  Bifer,  the  State  of  Dela- 
ware, and  all  the  rest  of  the  peninsula. 

3.  The  Baltimore  Conference,  for  the  remainder  of  Penn* 

Shania,  the  remainder  of  Maryland,  and  the  Northern 
eck  of  Vngmia. 

4.  The  Yn^ginia  Conference,  for  all  that  part  of  Yirfrinia 
whidi  lies  on  ^e  south  side  of  the  Rappahannock  River, 
and  for  all  that  part  of  North  Carolina  which  lies  on  the 
north,  side  of  Cape  Fear  River,  including  also  the  cfaxniits 
whkh  are  situated  cm  the  branches  of  the  Tadkin. 

5.  The  South  Carolina  Conference,  for  South  Carolina, 
Gkorm,  and  the  remainder  of  N<»rth  Carolina. 

6.  The  Western  Conference,  for  the  States  of  Kentucky 
and  Tennessee:  Provided,  That  the  bishops  shall  have 
authority  to  appoint  other  yearly  conferences  in  the  interval 
of  the  General  Conference,  if  a  sufficiency  of  new  circuits 
be  anywhere  formed  for  that  purpose. 

N.  B.  For  several  years  the  annual  conferences  were 
very  small,  consisting  only  of  the  preachers  of  a  single  dis- 
trict, or  of  two  or  th^  very  small  ones.  This  was  attend- 
ed with  many  inconveniences: — 1.  There  were  but  few  of 
the  senior  preachers  whose  years  and  experience  had  ma- 
tared  tiieir  judgments,  who  could  be  present  at  any  one 
conference.  2.  The  conferraces  wanted  that  di^^nity  winch 
every  rel^ious  synod  should  possess,  and  which  ^l^^avs 
accompanies  a  lar^e  assembly  of  gospel  ministers.  8.  The 
plan  was  exceedingly  cramped,  from  the  difficulty 
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^j^  of  remoying  preachers  from  one  district  to  another.  All 
these  inconyeniences  will,  we  trust,  be  removed  on  the 
present  plan ;  and  at  the  same  time  the  conferences  are  so 
arranged  that  all  the  members  respectively  may  attend  with 
little  difficulty. 

To  all  which  may  be  added,  that  the  active,  zealous,  un- 
married preachers  may  move  on  a  larger  scale,  and  preach 
the  ever-blessed  gospel  far  more  extensively  through  the 
sixteen  states,  and  other  parts  of  the  continent;  while  the 
married  preachers,  whose  circumstances  require  them,  in 
many  instances,  to  be  more  located  than  the  single  men, 
will  have  a  considerable  field  of  action  opened  to  them; 
and  also  the  bishops  will  be  able  to  attend  the  conferences 
with  greater  ease,  and  without  injury  to  their  health.

N.  B.  Thb  regulation  is  made  that  our  societiea  and 
conffregations  may  be  supplied  with  preaching  during  the 
conferences.  We  would  Uierefore  wish  to  have  a  few  of 
the  travelling  preachers  among  our  dear  flocks  at  those 
times.  But  as  we  desire  to  make  the  conferences  as 
respectable  and  weighty  as  possible,  we  can  spare  none  at 
those  important  seasons,  except  the  preachers  upon  triaL 
They  also  will  be  absent  from  the  yearly  conferences  only 
for  one  year,  as  they  must  be  present  on  the  second  to  be 
admitted  into  fuU  connexion.

In  the 
s1x>ye  plan  of  settlement  we  have  given  to  the  trustees  an 
anUionfy  and  security  they  never  possessed  by  virtue  of 
our  fcHrmer  deeds,  namely,  the  power  of  mortgage  or 
seDinff  the  premises  in  the  cases  and  manner  above  men- 
tiened.  By  which  we  madfest  to  the  whole  world,  that 
the  property  ci  the  preaching  houses  will  not  be  mvested 
in  the  General  Con^rence.  But  the  preservation  of  our 
union,  and  the  progress  of  the  work  of  God,  indispensaUy 
reqiare  that  the  bSe  and  full  use  of  the  pulpit  ^ouldbe  in 
the  hands  of  the  General  Conference  aiKl  the  yearly  con- 
ferences authorised  by  them.  Of  course,  the  travelling 
preachers  who  are  in  full  connexion,  assembled  in  their 
conferences,  are  the  patrons  of  the  pulpits  of  our  churches. 
And  this  was  absc^tely  necesaaiy  to  give  a  clear,  le«d 
specification  in  the  deed.  If  the  lod^  preachers,  stewaras, 
md  leaders,  (who  have  an  undoubted  right  to  preach,  meet 
their  cksses,  4c.,  in  the  preaching  houses  at  due  time,  ao*> 
cording  to  the  form  of  disciplme,)  were  specified,  it  would 
be  necessary  to  add  a  description  of  their  orders;  wUch 
would  throw  such  obscurity  upon  the  whole,  that  a  court

\j^  of  justice  would  either  reject  the  deed,  or  he  at  a  Iosb  to 
determine  concerning  the  UtUe  peculiarities  of  our  form  of 
discipline.  But  we  do  herehy  puhlicly  declare,  that  we 
have  no  design  of  limiting  in  the  least  degree  the  privile^ 
of  any  of  the  public  officers  of  eur  society,  but  by  tnis 
deed  solely  intend  to  presenre  the  property  of  our  Church 
by  such  a  clear,  simple  specificatioa  as  shall  be  fully  and 
easily  cognizable  by  the  kws. 

Ques,  4.  What  shall  be  the  time  of  probation  of  a 
travelling  deacon  for  the  office  of  an  elder  ? 

Am.  Every  travdling  deaeon  shall  exercise  that  office  for 

"%  ord«n.  two  years,  before  he  Ixi  eligible  to  the  office  of  an  elder; 
except  in  the  case  of  missions,  when  the  yearly  conferences 
shaU  have  authority  to  elect  for  the  elder's  office  sooner,  if 
they  judge  it  expedient. 

K  B.  We  would  wish  to  show  the  utmost  attention  to 
the  order  of  elders,  and  to  have  the  fullest  proof  of  the 
abilities,  ^^''ace,  and  usefulness  of  tiiose  who  shall  be  from 
time  to  tune  proposed  for  so  important  an  office  as  that  of 
a  presbyter  in  the  Church  of  God.  And  we  judge  that 
the  man  who  has  proved  himself  a  worthy  member  of  our 
society,  and  a  useful  class-leader,  exhorter,  and  looal 
preacher,  who  has  been  approved  of  for  two  years  as  a 
travelling  preacher  on  trial,  and  has  faithfully  served  in  the 
(Moe  of  a  travelling  deacon  for  at  least  two  years  more, 
has  offered  such  proofs  ci  fidelity  and  piety  as  must  satisfy 
every  reasonable  mind.  But  as  this  continent  is  exceed- 
ingly lai^^,  and  will  continually  open  to  our  conferences 
new  missions  for  the  spread  of  the  gospel,  (perhaps  for 
ages  to  come,)  we  have  in  the  case  of  missions  given  a  dis- 
cretionaiy  power  to  the  yearly  conferences. 

Quei.  6.  In  what  manner  shall  the  account  <^  the  gen- 
eral book-steward  be  examined? 

Aw.  The  Philadelphia  Conference  shall,  from  year  to 
Aadtiiig  oom-  year,  appoint  a  committee,  who  shall  examine  quarteriy  his 
«raibook-rtlnr-  receipts  and  disbursements,  and  other  accounts. 
M^tMmnu,        ^;^.  e.    What  mode  shall  be  struck  out  for  the  re- 
covery of  bad  or  suspected  book-debts  ? 

Ans.  1.  Let  every  yearly  conference  appomt  a  com- 
mittee or  committees  for  the  examination  of  the  accounts 
of  the  travelling  book-stewards  in  ihenr  respective  dis- 
tricts. 

2.  Let  evcoy  presiding  elder,  and  ev^  preacher  who 
has  the  oversight  of  a  drcuit,  do  ever^ihinff  in  their  power 
to  recover  all  the  debts  in  their  circut  or  district,  and  also 
all  books  ^^ch  may  remain  in  the  hands  of  persons  who 
shall  have  resigned,  or  been  withdrawn  fh»n  the  office  of 
a  travelling  book-steward.  ' 

Que9.  1.  Shall  any  drafts  be  made  on  the  book-fund 
brfore  all  its  debts  aire  dischaiged? 
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Am.  There  shall  be  none  till  the  debts  are  disohaiged* 
except  in  the  cases  of  distressed  travelling  preachers. 

Ques.  8.  What  directions  shall  be  giren  oonoeming  the 
regulatipo  of  our  press  ? 

Am.  The  ^neral  book-steward  shall  print  no  books  or 
tracts  of  any  kind  without  the  consent  of  a  bishop  and  two- 
thirds  of  the  Philadelphia  Conference. 

Ques,  9.  Will  the  Conference  recommend,  and  eng^ 
to  promote  the  publication  of  a  magazine  entitled  The 
Methodist  Magazine,  which  shall  consist  of  compilatioqs 
from  the  British  magazines,  and  oi  original  accounts  of  the 
experiences  of  pious  persons,  and  shall  be  published  in 
monthly  numbers? 

An».  The  Conference  will  recommend  such  a  magazine, 
and  desire  that  it  may  be  pnnted. 

N.  B.  The  propagation  of  religious  knowledge  by  the 
means  of  the  press  is  next  in  importance  to  the  preaching 
of  the  gospel.  To  supply  the  people  therefore  with  the 
most  pious  and  useful  books,  in  order  that  they  may  fill  up 
their  kism^  hours  in  the  most  profitable  ways,  is  an  object 
worthy  the  deepest  attention  of  their  pastors.  On  this  ac- 
count we  are  determined  to  move  in  the  most  cautious  man- 
ner  in  respect  to  our  publications.  We  have  a  groat  esteem 
for  our  general  book-steward,  and  are  much  oUiged  to  him 
kx  his  fidelity  and  usefulness  in  his  important  office ;  but 
we  shall  in  future  submit  our  publications  to  the  judgment 
tA  no  single  person.  The  books  of  infidelity  and  profone- 
sess  with  which  the  States  at  present  abound  demand  our 
strongest  exertions  to  counteract  their  pernicious  influence : 
and  every  step  shall  be  taken,  which  is  consistent  with  our 
finances,  to  furnish  our  friends  from  time  to  time  with  the 
most  useful  treatises  on  every  branch  of  religious  knowledge. 
And  the  consideration,  that  all  the  profits  shall  be  lodged 
in  our  chartered  fund  for  the  benefit  of  the  distressed 
preachers,  both  travellmg  and  superannuated,  will,  we  trust, 
pro?e  a  considerable  additional  inducement  to  our  brethren; 
to  purchase  our  books.

The  first  object  we  recommend  is  to  form  the  muids  of 
tke  youth,  through  divine  aid,  to  wisdom  and  holiness; 
instiiliiig  into  their  tender  minds  the  prineiples  of  true  re*

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^^  ligkm,  speculative,  eiperimenta],  and  practical,  and  traintng 
them  in  the  ancient  way,  that  they  tnaj  be  rational,  Scrip- 
tural Christians.  For  this  purpose  we  recommend  that  not 
only  the  masters,  but  also  our  elders,  deacons,  and  preach- 
ers, embrace  eveiy  opportuni^  <^  instructing  the  students 
in  the  great  branches  of  the  Christian  religion. 

It  is  also  our  particular  desire,  that  all  who  shall  be  edu- 
cated in  Methodist  seminaries,  be  kept  at  the  utmost  dis- 
tance as  irom  vice  in  general,  so  in  particular  from  softness 
and  effemmacy  of  manners. 

The  masters,  therefore,  should  inflexibly  insist  on  their 
rising  early  m  the  morning;  and  we  are  convmced  by  con- 
stant observation  and  experience,  that  this  is  of  vast  im- 
portance both  to  body  and  mind.  It  is  of  admirable  use, 
either  for  preserving  a  good  or  improving  a  bad  constitu- 
tion. It  is  of  peculiar  service  in  all  nervotis  complaints, 
both  in  preventing  and  removing  them.  And  by  thus 
strengthening  the  various  organs  of  the  body,  it  enables 
the  mind  to  put  forth  its  utmost  exertions. 

On  the  same  principle  the  masters  should  prohibit  play 
in  the  strongest  terms ;  and  in  this  we  have  the  two  great- 
est writers  on  the  subject  that  perhaps  any  age  has  pro- 
duced— ^Mr.  Locke  and  M.  Rousseau— of  our  senthnents ; 
for  though  the  latter  was  essentially  mistaken  in  his  relig- 
ious system,  yet  his  wisdom  in  other  respects,  and  extensive 
genius,  are  indisputably  acknowledged.  The  employpients^ 
which  we  would  recommend  for  the  recreation  of  the  stu-' 
dents,  are  such  as  are  of  the  greatest  public  utility,  agrictd' 
ture  and  architecture — studies  more  especially  necessary 
for  a  new-settled  country;  and,  of  consequence,  the  in- 
structing of  youth  in  all  the  practical  branches  of  those 
important  arts  wUl  be  an  eflectual  method  of  rendering 
them  more  useful  to  thdr  country.  Agreeably  to  this  idea, 
the  greatest  statesman  that  perhaps  ever  shone  in  the  an- 
nals of  histoiy,  Peter,  the  Russian  emperor,  who  was  de- 
servedly styled  the  Great,  disdamed  not  to  stoop  to  the 
employment  <^  a  ship-carpenter.  Nor  was  it  rare,  during 
the  purest  times  of  the  Roman  republic,  to  see  the  con- 
querors of  nations  and  deliverers  of  their  country  return 
with  all  simplieity  and  cheerfulness  to  the  exercise  of  the 
plough.  In  conformity  to  this  sentiment,  one  of  the  com- 
pletest  poetic  pieces  of  antiquity  (the  Georgm  of  Virgih 
is  written  on  th^  subject  of  husbandry ;  by  the  perusal  ot 
which,  and  submission  to  the  above  regulations,  the  students 
may  delightfully  unite  the  theory  and  the  practice  together. 
We  say  delightfully,  for  we  are  far  from  wbhing  that  these 
employments  shoidd  be  turned  into  drudgery  or  slav^, 
but  into  pleasinff  recreations  for  the  mind  and  body. 

In  teaching  the  languages,  care  should  be  taken  to  read 
those  authors,  and  those  <mly,  who  join  together  the  purity. 
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die  streDgth,  and  the  elegance  of  their  several  tongues.        ^^ 
And  the  utmost  caution  should  be  used  that  nothing  im- 
modest should  be  found  m  any  of  their  books. 

But  this  is  not  all  We  should  take  care  that  the  books 
he  not  only  inoffensive,  but  useful;  that  they  contain  as 
much  strong  senses,  and  as  much  genuine  morality  as  possi- 
ble. As  far,  therefore,  as  is  consistent  with  the  foregoing 
observations,  a  choice  and  universal  library  should  be  pro- 
vided for  the  use  of  the  students,  according  to  their  finances : 
and  on  this  plan  we  trust  that  our  seminaries  of  learning  will, 
in  time,  sena  forth  men  who  will  be  blessings  to  their  country 
in  every  laudable  office  and  employment  of  life,  thereby 
uniting  the  two  greatest  ornaments  of  intelligent  bem^, 
which  are  too  often  separated — deep  teaming  and  genuine 
rdigion. 

"[Hie  rules  and  regulations  with  which  you  are  here  pre- 
sented have  been  weighed  and  digested  in  our  conferences, 
but  we  also  submit  them  to  your  judgment : —

1.  The  Students  shall  rise  at  five  o'clock  m  the  morning,  ^JJ^^jLJJjl*

9.  At  seven  ^re  shall  be  public  prayer. 

10.  From  evening  prayer  till  bedtime,  they  shall  be 
aDowed  recreation. 

II.  They  shall  all  be  in  bed  at  nme  o'clock,  without  fail. 
12.  Their  recreations  sh^  be  ffardenmg,  walkmg,  ridmg, 

and  bathing,  without  doors ;  and  the  carpenter's,  joiner's, 
calnnet-maker's,  or  turner's  business,  withm  doors. 

18.  A  large  plot  of  land  shall  be  appropriated  for  a  gar- 
den, and  a  person  skilled  in  gardening  be  appointed  to  over- 
look the  students  when  employed  in  that  recreation. 

14.  A  convenient  bath  shall  be  made  for  bathing. 

15.  A  master,  or  some  proper  person  by  him  appointed, 
sbaU  be  always  present  at  the  time  of  batliing.    Only  one 
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*^  sball  bathe  at  a  time ;  and  no  one  shall  remain  in  the  water 
above  a  minute. 

16.  No  student  shall  be  allowed  to  bathe  in  the  river. 

lY.  A  tahema  liffnaria  (place  for  working  in  wood) 
shall  be  provided  on  the  premises,  with  all  proper  instru- 
ments and  materials,  and  a  skilful  person  be  employed  to 
overlook  the  students  at  this  recreation. 

18.  The  students  shall  be  indulged  with  nothing  which 
the  world  calls  play.  Let  this  rule  be .  observed  with  the 
strictest  nicety ;  for  those  who  play  when  they  are  young, 
will  play  when  they  are  old. 

19.  Each  student  shall  have  a  bed  to  himself,  wherever 
he  boards. 

20.  The  students  shall  lie  on  matresses,  not  on  feather- 
beds,  because  we  believe  the  matresses  to  be  more  healthy. 

21.  The  masters  shall  strictlv  examine,  from  time  to 
time,  whether  those  who  board  the  students  (if  they  board 
out  of  the  seminary)  comply  with  these  rules  as  far  as  they 
concern  them. 

22.  A  skilful  physician  shall  be  engaged  to  attend  the 
students  on  every  emergency,  that  the  parents  may  be 
fully  assured  that  proper  care  shall  be  taken  of  the  health 
of  their  children. 

23.  The  bbhops  shall  examine,  by  themselves  or  tbdr 
delegates,  into  the  progress  of  all  the  students  in  learning, 
every  half  year,  or  oftener  if  possible. 

24.  The  elders,  deacons,  and  preachers,  as  often  as  they 
visit  the  seminaries  respectively,  shall  examine  the  studenta 
concerning  their  knowledge  of  God  and  religion. 

25.  The  students  shall  be  divided  into  proper  classes  for 
that  purpose. 

26.  A  pupil  who  has  a  total  incapacity  to  attain  leamiDg, 
shall,  after  sufficient  trial,  be  returned  to  his  parents. 

27.  K  a  student  be  convicted  of  any  open  sin,  he  shall, 
for  the  first  offence,  be  reproved  in  private ;  for  the  second 
offence,  he  shall  be  reproved  in  public ;  and  for  the  third 
offence,  he  shall  be  pumshed  at  the  discretion  of  the 
master. 

28.  Idleness,  or  any  other  fault,  may  be  punished  with 
eonfinement,  according  to  the  discretion  of  the  master.

^hfteiSd  ^       -^^-  '^«''6  shall  be  a  chartered  fund,  to  be  supported 
Fand.  by  the  Voluntary  contributions  of  our  friends ;  the  principal 

stock  of  whiieh  shall  be  funded  under  the  direction  of  tros- 
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tees,  and  the  interest  applied,  under  tlie  direction  of  the         ^^ 
Ckneral  Conference,  accordinir  to  the  followm£c  recrula- 
tions,vi£.:-  ^a2S«^ 

1.  That  no  sum,  exceeding  sixty-four  dollars,  shall  in    Pond, 
any  one  year  be  applied  to  the  use  of  an  itinerant,  super- 
annuated, or  worn-out  single  preacher. 

2.  That  no  sum  exceeding  one  hundred  and  twenty-eight 
dollars,  in  any  one  year,  shall  be  applied  to  the  use  of  any 
itinerant,  superannuated,  or  worn-out  married  preacher. 

3.  That  no  sum  exceeding  sixty-four  dollars,  in  any  one 
year,  shall  be  applied  for  the  use  of  each  widow  of  itinerant, 
superannuated,  or  worn-out  preachers. 

4.  That  no  sum  exceeding  sixteen  dollars  shall  be  ap- 
plied, in  any  one  year,  for  the  use  of  each  child  or  orphan 
of  itinerant,  superannuated,  or  worn-out  preachers. 

5.  That  the  elders,  and  those  who  have  the  oversight  of 
circuits,  shall  be  the  collectors  and  receivers  of  subscrip- 
tions, &c„  for  this  fund. 

6.  T^ie  money  shall,  if  possible,  be  conveyed  by  bills  of 
exchange,  through  the  means  of  the  post,  to  John  Dickins, 
our  general  book-steward,  in  Philadelphia,  who  shall  pay  it 
to  the  trustees'  of  the  fund ;  otherwise  it  shall  be  brought 
to  the  ensuing  yearly  conference. 

7.  There  shall  be  no  money  drawn  out  of  the  fund  till 
the  first  day  of  Au^t,  1798. 

8.  The  interest  wall  then  be  divided  into  six  parts,  and 
each  of  the  yearly  conferences  shall  have  authority  to  draw 
that  sixth  part  out  of  the  fund,  according  to  the  regulations 
before  prescribed.  And  if  in  one  or  more  conferences  a 
part  less  than  one-sixth  be  drawn  out  of  the  fund  in  any 
given  year,  then,  in  such  case  or  cases,  the  other  yearly 
conferences  held  in  the  same  year  shall  have  authonty,  if 
they  judge  it  necessary,  to  draw  out  of  the  fund,  according 
to  the  above  regulations,  such  surplus  of  the  interest,  which 
bas  not  been  applied  by  the  former  conferences.  And  the 
bbhops  shall  brin^  the  necessary  mformation  of  the  state 
of  the  interest  of  me  fund,  respectmg  the  year  in  question, 
from  conference  to  conference. 

9.  The  present  stock  of  the  preachers'  fund  qball  be 
thrown  into  the  chartered  fund. 

10.  The  produce  of  the  sale  of  our  books,  after  the  book- 
debts  are  paid,  and  a  sufficient  capital  is  provided  for  carry- 
ing on  the  business,  shall  be  regularly  paid  into  the  char- 
tered fund. 

11.  But  the  annud  subscriptions  of  the  travelling  preach- 
ers, to  the  preachers'  fund,  shall  be  reserved  for  extraor- 
dinary cases,  which  the  chartered  fund  may  not  reach. 
And  no  travelling  preacher  shall  have  a  vote  in  the  disposal 
of  the  travelling  preachers'  annual  subscription,  unless  he 
be  himself  an  annual  subscriber. 
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^^'  12.  The  money  sabeoribed  for  the  chartered  fund  may 

be  lodged,  on  proper  securities,  in  the  states  respectively  in 
which  it  has  been  subscribed,  under  the  direction  of  depu- 
ties living  in  such  states  respectively:  Provided,  such 
securities  and  such  deputies  be  propel,  as  shall  be  ap- 
proved of  by  the  trustees  in  Philadelphia ;  and  the  stock 
m  which  it  is  proposed  to  lodge  the  money  be  sufficiently 
productive  to  give  satisfaction  to  the  trustees. 

N.  B.  We  need  not  be  urgent  on  our  benevolent  friends 
to  promote  this  mat  charity.  Their  own  feelings,  we  well 
know,  will  sufficiently  preyail  when  proper  light  is  given 
them  on  the  subject.  Our  brethren  who  have  laboured  on 
the  mountams,  on  the  western  waters,  and  in, the  poorer 
circuits  in  general,  have  suffered  unspeakable  hardships, 
merely  for  the  want  of  some  estabUshea  fund,  in  which  the 
competent  members  of  our  society  might  safely  lodge  what 
their  benevolent  hearts  would  rejoice  to  give  for  the  spread 
of  the  gospel.  On  the  same  account,  many  of  our  worn- 
out  preachers,  some  of  whom  quickly  consumed  their 
strength  by  their  great  exertions  for  the  salvation  of  souls, 
have  been  brought  mto  deep  distress ;  and  the  widows  and 
orphans  of  our  preachers  have  been  sometimes  reduced  to 
extreme  necessity,  who  might  have  lived  in  comfort,  if  not 
in  affluence,  enjoying  the  sweets  of  domestic  life,  if  the 

Ereachers,  who  were  the  husbands  on  one  hand,  and  the 
ithers  on  the  other,  had  not  loved  their  Redeemer  better 
than  wife  or  chQdren,  or  life  itself.  And  it  is  to  be  la- 
mented, if  possible,  with  tears  of  blood,  that  we  have  lost 
scores  of  our  most  able  married  ministers — men  who,  like 
good  householders,  could,  upon  all  occasions,  bring  things 
new  and  old  out  of  their  treasury,  but  were  obliged  to  retire 
from  the  general  work,  because  they  saw  nothing  before 
them  for  their  wives  and  children,  if  they  continued  itiner- 
ants, but  misery  and  ruin.  But  the  present  instituti<Hi  will, 
we  trust,  under  the  blessing  of  God,  greatly  relieve  us  in, 
if  not  entirely  deliver  us  from,  these  mighty  evils.  For  we 
have  full  confidence  that  the  hearts  o(  our  friends  will  be 
engaged,  and  their  hands  stretched  forth  on  this  important 
occasion;  and  a  provision  will  be  made  sufficient  to  pre- 
serve the  objects  of  the  charity  from  want,  which  is  all 
that  IB  aimed  at  or  desired. 
BniiB  tmftti^  Ques.  12.  What  r^ulations  shall  be  made  for  the  extir- 
tngsiftTvrj.       pation  of  the  crying  enl  of  African  shivery? 

Ans,  1.  We  declare,  that  we  are  more  than  ever  con- 
vinced of  the  great  evil  of  the  African  slavery  which  still 
exists  m  these  United  States;  and  do  most  earnestly 
recommend  to  the  yearly  conferences,  quarterly  meeting, 
and  to  those  who  have  the  oversight  of  districts  and  cir- 
cuits, to  be  exceedingly  cautious  what  persons  they  admit 
to  official  stations  in  our  Church ;  and,  in  the  case  of  future

adnusebn  to  official  stations,  to  require  such  security  of  ^^^ 
tbose  who  hold  slaves,  for  the  emancipation  of  them,  imme* 
uiately  or  gcadually,  as  the  laws  of  the  states  respectively, 
and  the  circumstances  of  the  case  will  admit.  And  we  do 
folly  authorize  all  the  yearly  conferences  to  make  whatever 
regulations  they  judge  proper,  in  the  present  case,  respect- 
ing the  admission  of  persons  to  official  stations  in  our 
Church. 

2.  No  skve-holder  shall  be  received  into  society,  till  the 
preacher  who  has  the  oversight  of  the  circuit  has  spoken 
to  hun  freely  and  faithfully  on  the  subject  of  slavery. 

3.  Every  member  of  the  society  who  sells  a  slave  shall 
immediately,  after  full  proof,  be  excluded  the  society.  And 
if  any  member  of  our  society  purchase  a  slave,  the  ensuing 
quarterly  meeting  shall  determine  on  the  number  of  years 
in  which  the  slave  so  purchased  would  work  out  the  price 
of  his  purchase.  And  the  person  so  purchasing  shall,  im- 
mediately after  such  determmation,  execute  a  legal  instru- 
ment ioT  the  manumission  of  such  slave,  at  the  eipiratioB 
of  Uie  term  determined  by  the  quarterly  meeting.  And  in 
default  of  his  executing  such  instrument  <^  manumission, 
or  on  his  refusal  to  submit  his  case  to  the  judgment  of  the 
quarterly  meeting,  such  member  shall  be  excluded  the 
Bode^.  Pnmded  also.  That  in  the  case  of  a  female  slave, 
it  shall  be  inserted  in  the  aforesaid  mstrument  of  manumis- 
sion, that  all  her  children  which  shall  be  bom  during  the 
yean  of  her  servitude,  shall  be  free  at  the  following  times, 
namely,  every  female  child  at  the  age  of  twenty-one,  and 
every  male  cmld  at  the  age  of  twenty-five.  Netferthdess, 
if  the  member  <^  our  society,  executing  the  said  instrument 
of  manumission,  judge  it  proper,  he  may  fix  the  times  of 
manumission  of  the  children  of  the  female  slaves  before 
mentioDed,  at  an  earlier  age  than  that  which  is  prescribed 
above. 

4.  The  preachers  and  other  members  of  our  society  are 
requested  to  consider  the  subject  of  negro  slavery  with  deep 
attrition,  till  the  ensumg  General  Conference;  and  that 
they  nnpart  to  the'Gen^  Conference,  through  the  me- 
dhmi  of  the  yearly  conferences  or  otherwise,  any  important 
thoughts  upon  the  subject,  that  the  conference  mfty  have 
full  h^t,  m  order  to  t^e  further  steps  toward  the  eradi- 
catmg  this  ^ormous  evil  from  that  p«rt  of  (he  Church  of 
Qod  to  which  they  are  united. 

Ques.  13.  As  our  beloved  and  re^>ected  British  breth- 
ren have  favoured  us  with  an  address,  what  return  shall 
we  make? 

Ans.  Let  a  copy  of  the  following  address  be  sent  to  the 
next  British  Conference  by  tli^  hands  of  Dr.  Coke,  signed 
by  the  bishops,  viz. :

enc?**  ^6  f"^l  ourselves  highly  gratified  by  your  kind  remem- 

brance of  OS,  and  -with  great  satisjfaction  embrace  the 
present  opportonity,  by  Dr.  Coke,  of  returning  you  our 
atneere  thanks  for  your  welcome  address,  and  of  assuring 
you  of  our  unfeigned  esteem  and  afifeoUon  for  you.  Though 
a  vast  ocean  divides  us,  we  are  intimately  one  with  you  in 
spirit,  and  frequently  with  much  delight  remember  you  m 
our  prayers.  We  doubt  not  but  we  are  remembered  in 
yours,  and  we  entreat  also,  through  you,  the  fervent  peti- 
tions of  your  dear  flocks  to  the  throne  of  grace  in  our 
behalf. 

With  you,  beloved  brethren,  we  deeply  lament  the  in- 
crease of  infidelity  in  the  world.  But  it  is  no  more  than 
we  have  reason  to  expect  from  the  sure  word  of  "prophecy. 
And  we  have  full  confidence,  Uiat  through  the  exercise  of 
one  great  prero^tive  of  the  Head  of  the  Church,  abun- 
dance of  good  will  be  brought  out  of  this  greatest  of  evils. 
The  faithful  will  be  made  manifest,  the  reign  of  antichrist 
be  put  down  by  the  infidels,  who  are  the  fittest  instrumenta 
for  the  work,  and  the  Church  of  God  will  eminently  be- 
come the  city  set  upon  a  hill — ^the  salt  of  the  earth,  the 
fight  of  the  world. 

There  certainly  is,  as  you  observe,  brethren,  a  liberal 
spirit  gone  forth  into  the  Christian  world,  and  bigotry  and 
party  rage  daily  lose  ground.  But  the  carelessness,  and 
the  contempt  of  the  sacred  writings,  which  more  and  more 
prevail,  are  perhaps  as  dangerous  to  individuals  as  the 
former.  May  we  be  able  to  steer  between  the  rocks  oa 
both  ddes  under  the  guidance  of  our  heavenly  Master ! 

We  admire  with  you  the  method  God  is  taking  to  beat 
down  the  pride  of  philosophy,  even  by  choosing  the  foolish 
things  of  the  world  to  confound  the  Vise,  and  the  weak 
things  of  the  world  to  confound  the  things,  that  are 
mighty ;  and  this  is  agreeable  to  the  method  <S  God's  pro- 
eeedmgs  in  the  purest  times  of  Christianity.  At  the  same 
time  the  Lord  has  not  left  us  without  men,  who,  when 
necessary,  are  able  to  contend  against  that  vain  philowphy 
with  its  own  weapons  of  logical  arguments,  and  with  suc- 
cess; though  we  are  sensible  how  far  we  are  inferior  to 
you,  our  elder  brethren,  in  this  respect. 

We  Mess  God  that  both  we  and  our  people  highly 
esteem  all  the  branches  of  the  Methodist  discipline;  nor 
can  we  possibly  be  too  thankful  to  our  adorable  Lord  for 
that  highly  honoi^ed  instrument  of  his  grace,  your  and  our 
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late  father  in  the  gospel,  the  Rev.  John  Wesley.    We  do        f^ 
trust,  brethren,  we  shall  with  you  persevere  to  walk  by  the 
same  rules,  and  mind  the  same  things. 

We  candidly  confess  to  you,  that  we  were  very  fearful 
when  the  Lord  took  that  eminent  man  to  his  reward,  that 
divisions  would  take  place  among  you  from  the  delicate 
drcumstances  in  which  you  were  placed.  To  us  in  general 
he  was  personally  unknown,  and  acted  only  by  his  dele- 
gates. But  you  were  honoured  with  his  constant  residence 
and  useful  labours.  Among  you  he  superintended  for  half 
a  century,  to  the  admiration,  we  had  almost  said,  of  the 
whole  civilized  world.  But  our  God  is  infinitely  kind  to  us 
alL  He  has  preserved  both  you  and  us  in  a  wonderful 
manner.  We  rejoice  in  your  union;  and  can  bless  God 
that  we  were  never  moce  united  than  at  present.  A  few 
indeed,  who  were  as  great  enemies  to  the  civil  government 
under  which  they  lived  as  to  our  discipline,  have  left  us ; 
and  we  have  now  not  a  jarring  string  among  us.  God  has 
abundantly  owned  our  feeble  labours  during  this  present 
conference  to  the  people  of  Baltunore ;  and  we  trust  it  is 
in  earnest  of  a  glorious  gospel-harvest  through  this  ccHiti- 
nent  in  the  ensuing  and  future  years.  At  present  you  have 
the  largest  field  of  action  in  respect  to  the  number  of  souls, 
hot  we  are  humbly  endeavouring  to  sow  those  seeds  of 
grace,  which  may  grow  up  and  spread  in  this  immense 
aountey,  which  in  ages  to  come  will  probably  be  the  habit- 
aiion  of  hundreds  of  millions. 

We  trust  we  shall  never  forget  your  kind  advice,  but 
shall  always  remember  that  the  Methodist  societies  through 
the  world  are  eminently  called  to  be  one  body,  and  to  be 
actuated  by  one  spirit ;  and  that  we  have  but  one  faith,  one 
Lord,  and  one  baptism. 

To  your  and  our  God  we  humbly  recommend  yon,  fathers 
sad  IveUiren.  Hay  his  everlasting  arms  be  ever  beneath 
and  around  you ;  may  his  blessed  Spirit  overshadow  you  in 
aU  your  conferences  and  in  all  your  labours ;  and  may  that 
krre  which  we  mutuaHy  feel  toward  each  oiher  increase  a 
hundred-fold,  till  we  all  meet  in  those  realms  of  bliss  where 
we  shall  see  each  other  eye  to  eye,  and,  with  the  children 
God  hath  given  us,  live  together  m  the  completest  union 
forever.

An»,  1.   No  local  preaoher  shall  receive  a  license  to 
preach  till  he  has  been  examined  and  approved  ai  the 
1^  quarterly  meeting  of  his  circuit,  which  license  shall    be 
drawn  up  in  the  following  words,  viz. : — 

"  N.  M.  has  applied  to  us  for  liberty  to  preach  as  a  local 
preacher  in  our  circuit;  and  after  due  inquiry  concerning 
his  gifts,  mce,  and  usefulness,  we  judge  he  is  a  proper 
person  to  be  licensed  for  this  purpose ;  and  we  accordingly 
authorize  him  to  preach. 

"  Signed  in  behalf  of  the  quarterly  meeting 

"NrM./'(™.,the 
President,  Elder,  or  the  Preacher  who  has 
the  oversight  of  the  circuit.) 

2.  Before  any  person  shall  be  licensed  as  a  local  preacher 
by  a  quarterly  meetmg,  he  shall  brinff  a  recommendation 
from  the  society  of  which  he  is  a  member. 

8.  A  local  preacher  shall  be  eligible  to  the  ofiSce  of  a 
deacon  after  he  has  preached  for  four  years  from  the  time 
he  received  a  regular  license^  and  has  obtained  the  testi- 
monial, which  is  directed  in  the  fourth  section  of  thf  first 
chapter  of  the  form  of  discipline. 

Que$,  15.  Shall  any  regulations  be  made  in  respect  to 
allowing  a  recompense  to  local  preachers  for  their  work  in 
given  cases? 

Ans.  1.  Whenever  a  local  preacher  fills  the  place  of  a 
travelling  preacher,  he  shall  be  paid  for  his  trouble  a  sum 
^portionable  to  the  salary  of  a  travellmg  preacher ;  which 
sum  shall  be  paid  by  the  drcuit  at  the  next  quarterly  meet- 
ing, if  the  travelling  preacher  whose  place  he  filled  up  was 
eiuer  sick  or  necessarily  absent ;  or,  in  other  cases,  out  of 
the  salary  of  the  travelling  preacher  himself. 

2.  If  a  local  preacher  be  distressed  in  his  temporal  cir- 
cumstances on  account  of  his  service  in  the  circuit,  he  may 
apply  to  the  quarterly  meeting,  who  may  mve  him  what 
rehef  they  judge  proper,  after  the  salaries  of  the  travelling 
preachers,  and  of  their  wives,  and  all  other  regular  allow- 
ances to  the  travelling  preachers,  be  discharged. 

Qw8,  17.  What  direcUons  shall  be  given  concerning  the 
trial  of  local  preachers,  local  deacons,  or  local  elders  ? 

Atu,  If  a  char^  be  brought  against  a  local  preacher,  or 
local  desLCon  or  elder,  the  preachy  who  has  the  oversight 
of  the  circuit  shall  summon  three  or  more  local  preachers 
of  the  neighbourhood,  or,  for  want  of  local  preachers,  so 
many  leaders  or  exhorters.  And  if  they,  or  a  nuijority  of 
them,  on  due  examination,  judge  that  the  local  preacher, 
deacon,  or  elder  aforesaid,  has  l^n  guilty  of  such  a  crime, 
or  has  preached  such  false  doctrines  as  require  his  suspen- 
sbn  from  all  public  offices  in  our  Church  till  the  ensuing 
quarterly  meeting,  the  preacher  who  has  the  oversight  of 
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the  circuit,  shall  aocordingly  suspend  him  from  all  public        ^^' 
offices  till  the  ensuing  quarterly  meeting. 

And  in  sucli  case,  and  in  every  case  where  a  meeting,  '^j^j^  i^ooai 
assembled  as  above  described,  shall  deem  the  said  local  ^'^^^^^^ 
preacher,  deacon,  or  elder,  culpable,  the  next  quarterly 
meeting  shall  proceed  upon  his  trial,  and  shall  have  au- 
thority to  clear,  censure,  suspend,  or  expel  him,  according 
to  their  judgment.  And  the  president  elder,  or  the  preacher 
who  has  the  oversight  of  tne  circuit,  shall,  at  the  com- 
mencement of  the  trial,  appoint  a  secretary,  who  shall  take 
down  regular  minutes  of  the  evidence  and  proceedings  of 
the  trial,  which  minutes,  when  read  and  approved,  shall  be 
signed  by  the  said  president  elder,  or  preacher,  and  also  by 
the  members  of  the  said  quarterly  meeting,  or  by  the  ma- 
jority of  them. 

Ajdd  in  case  of  condemnation,  the  local  preacher,  deacon,  ^p^  ^  ^^ 
or  elder;  condemned,  shall  be  allowed  an  appeal  to  the  next  ^J^***^^*"**** 
yearly  conference,  provided  that  he  signify  to  the  said  quar- 
terly meeting  his  determination  to  appeal ;  in  which  case 
the  said  president  elder,  or  preacher  who  has  the  oversight 
o(  the  circuit,  shaU  lay  the  minutes  of  the  trial  above  men- 
tioned before  the  said  yearly  conference,  at  which  the  local 
preacher,  deacon,  or  elder,  so  appealing,  may  appear ;  and 
the  said  yearly  conference  shall  judge  and  finallv  deter- 
mine from  ihe  minutes  of  the  said  trial,  so  laid  before 
them. 

N.  B.  By  this  mode  of  trial  we  are  desirous  of  showing 
the  most  tender  regard  toward  our  local  brethren.  We 
are  all  but  m^.  The  best  of  us  may  fall  into  sin,  or  be 
drawn  into  dangerous  and  pernicious  errors ;  and  it  is  some- 
times necessary  to  stop  the  plague  by  an  immediate  stroke 
of  discipline.  But  we  woula  not  have  so  important  a  char- 
acter as  that  of  one  of  our  local  brethren  even  touchy  to 
its  disadvantage,  by  only  one  preacher,  who  possibly  might 
he  younger  than  the  accused.  We  have  therefore  provided 
that  a  small  meeting  of  respectable  persons  shall  be  held 
before  a  single  step  be  taken  m  the  busmess.  The  trial 
will  then  come  before  the  most  wdghty  assembly  m  the 
circuit. 

We  have  directed  the  yearly  conference,  upon  an  appeal, 
to  determine  upon  the  merits  of  the  cause  from  the  memo- 
rial of  the  quarterly  meeting,  on  account  of  the  difficulty, 
if  not  impossibility,  of  brinmng  the  necessary  witnesses  per- 
haps thirty,  fift^,  or  a  hundrea  miles  from  their  home.  Nor 
hare  we  any  r^ht  or  authority  to  lay  such  a  burden  on 
any  of  our  people.  In  short,  we  have  done  the  best  we 
can,  according  to  the  nature  of  the  circumstances  in  which 
we  are  placed. 

Ques,  18.  Many  of  pur  people  complain  that  our  rules 
for  the  settling  of  differences,  and  for  the  preventing  or  pun- 
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ishing  dishonest  insolvencies  and  other  frauds,  are  not  suffi- 
cient :  can  any  addition  be  made  to  them  T 

Ane,  If,  after  the  judgment  of  an  arbitration  be  given, 
according  to  the  regulation  made  in  the  10th  article  of  the 
10th  section  of  the  first  chapter  of  the  form  of  discipline, 
and  one  of  the  parties  be  aissatisfied  with  the  judgment 
nven,  such  party  may  apply  to  the  ensuing  quarterly  meet- 
mg  of  the  circuit  for  allowance  to  have  a  eecond  arbitration 
appointed;  and  if  the  quarterly  meeting  see  sufficient  reason, 
they  shall  grant  a  second  arbitration ;  in  which  case  each 
party  shall  choose  two  arbiters,  and  the  four  arbiters  shall 
choose  a  fifth,  the  judgment  of  the  majorities  of  whom  shall 
be  final ;  and  any  party  refusing  to  abide  by  such  judgment 
shall  be  excluded  the  society. 

2.  The  preachers  who  have  the  oversight  of  circuits  are 
requh^  to  execute  all  our  rules  fully  and  strenuously 
against  all  frauds,  and  particularly  against  dishonest  insol- 
vencies ;  suffering  none  to  remain  in  our  society  on  any  ac- 
count who  are  found  guilty  of  any  fraud. 

Ques.  19.  An  explication  is  desired  by  many  in  respect 
to  our  rule  against  the  members  of  our  society  marrying  un- 
awakenedpersons.     What  further  explication  shall  we  give  ? 

Ans.  We  do  not  prohibit  our  people  from  marrying  per- 
sons who  are  not  of  our  society,  provided  such  persons 
have  the  form,  and  are  seeking  the  power  of  godliness ;  but 
if  they  marry  persons  who  do  not  come  up  to  this  descrip- 
tion, we  shall  be  obliged  to  purge  our  society  of  them.  And 
even  in  a  doubt^il  case,  the  member  of  our  society  shall  be 
put  back  upon  trial. 

N.  B.  We  are  well  assured,  that  few  things  have  been 
more  pernicious  to  the  work  of  God  than  the  marriage  of 
the  children  of  God  with  the  children  of  this  world.  We 
therefore  think  ourselves  obliged  to  bear  our  testimony, 
both  in  doctrine  and  dbcipline,  against  so  great  an  evil. 
But  as  our  former  minute  on  this  subject  was  not  clear,  we 
have  added  this  explication,  hoping  that  thereby  the 
preachers  who  have  the  oversight  of  circuits  will  be  easily 
enabled  to  determine  on  every  point  which  may  come  be- 
fore them,  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  truly  pious,  and  to  the 
prevention  of  a  practice  so  exceedingly  mjurious  to  vital 
religion. 

Ques.  20.  What  directions  shall  be  given  concerning  the 
sale  and  use  of  spirituous  liquora  ? 

Ans.  If  any  member  of  our  society  retail  or  give  spiritu- 
ous liquors,  and-  anything  disorderly  be  transacted  under 
his  roof  on  this  acc6unt,  the  preacher  who  has  the  oversight 
of  the  circuit  shall  proceed  against  him  as  in  the  case  of 
other  immoralities ;  and  the  person  accused  shall  be  cleared, 
censured,  suspended  or  excluded,  according  to  his  conduct> 
as  on  other  charges  of  immorality. 
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N.  B.  Far  be  it  from  us  to  wish  or  endeavour  to  intrude  ^^* 
upon  the  proper  religions  or  civil  liberty  of  any  of  our 
people ;  but  the  retailing  of  spirituous  liquors,  and  giving 
drams  to  customers,  when  they  call  at  the  stores,  are  such 
prevalent  customs  at  present,  and  are  productive  of  so  many 
evils,  that  we  jud^e  it  our  indispensable  duty  to  form  a 
regulatbn  against  Uiem.  The  cause  of  God,  which  we  pre- 
fer to  every  other  consideration  under  heaven,  absolutely 
requires  us  to  step  forth  with  humble  boldness  in  their 
respect. 

Ques.  21.  What  directions  shall  be  giftn  concerning  the 
sahuies  of  the  wives  of  travelling  preachers  ? 

An».  The  wife  of  every  travemng  preacher  shall  have  the  *Jj[Jj^^' 
same  claim  to  a  yearly  salary  of  sixty-four  dollars  as  a  trav-  '"" 

elling  preacher. 

Ques,  22.  When  and  where  shall  our  next  General  Con- 
ference be  held  ? 

Ana.  In  Baltimore,  cm  ihe  20th  oi  October,  in  the  year  Tfane  or  nwt 
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AddKss  of  Brit- 
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TUESDAY,  MAT  6. 

Aftbb  the  opening  of  the  Conference,  Dr.  Coke  read  the 
address  from  the  British  Conference,  and  expired  the 
parts  that  related  to  himself  respectmg  his  return  to  Eu- 
rope. He  said  that  the  address  was  not  hb  own,  and  that 
be  was  not  consulted  concerning  it :  he  would  now  place 
the  decinon  of  the  case  entirely  with  the  General  Confer* 
ence,  as  he  viewed  himself  as  our  servant. 

The  following  rules  were  agreed  upon  for  the  order  of 
the  Conference : — 

1.  Any  person  speaking  shall  not  be  interrupted,  except  BaiMofCoDiv- 
by  the  presidents,  when  they  judge  that  he  deviates  too    "***• 
much  from  the  point;  nevertheless,  an  appeal  may  be  made 

to  the  Conference  by  any  two  members  from  the  presidents ; 
but  neither  the  Conference  nor  the  presidents  shall  speak  to 
the  pdnt,  but  simply  take  the  vote. 

2.  No  perso^  shall  have  hberty  to  spe^  above  a  quarter 
of  an  hour  at  a  time,  except  with  the  permission  of  the  Con- 
ference; but  still  the  Conference  shall  grant  or  prohibit 
without  debate. 

3.  K  any  person  thinks  himself  misrepresented  by  a 
speaker  he  shall  have  a  right  to  explain,  in  as  few  words  as 
possible  after  the  speaker  has  done. 

4.  No  person  shall  speak  oftener  than  three  tunes  on  any 
ques^n. 

5.  The  sittings  of  Conference  shall  be  from  nme  to 
twelve  m  the  morning,  and  from  three  to  six  m  the  after- 
noon. 

6.  No  question  shall  be  proposed  on  a  different  subject 
from  that  under  debate,  until  the  question  debated  be  de- 
cided or  postponed. 

7.  A  secretary  shall  be  chosen  by  the  Conference^  who 
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M>j  &  shall  keep  a  regular  journal  of  all  Uie  proceedings  of  the 
Conference ;  which  journal  shall  be  signed  by  the  presi- 
dents, and  countersigned  by  the  secretary  at  the  close  of 
the  Conference. 

8.  Nicholas  Snethen  is  elected  Secretary. 

9.  No  motion  shall  be  put,  except  by  the  pre»dents,^ 
unless  it  be  first  delivered  at  the  table  in  writing,  after 
being  read  by  the  mover  and  seconded. 

10.  No  old  rule  shall  be  abolished,  except  by  a  majority 
of  two-thirds. 

11.  No  member  of  the  Conference  shall  leave  the  city 
of  Baltimore  until  the  Conference  adjourn,  without  first  ob- 
taining leave  of  absence. 

12.  No  member  shall  leave  the  room  to  go  into  the  city 
without  leav^. 

18.  The  bishops  are  requested  to  arrange,  and,  from  time, 
to  lay  before  the  Conference  such  business  as  they  may 
judge  expedient ;  provided  the  above  regulation  does  not 
a£fect  the  ninth  rule. 

14.  Any  member  shall  have  liberty  to  copy,  at  pleasure, 
any  motion  laid  upon  the  table.

Dr.  ^^'^'^I^T^  Brother  M'Cladiey  moved,  thai  in  compliance  with  the 
turntoBUQiM.  ^i^^gg  ^f  ^^  British  Conference,  and  request  to  us  to  let 
Dr.  Coke  return  to  Europe,  this  General  Conference  ooq- 
•ent  and  agree  to  his  return,  upon  condition  that  he  come 
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back  to  America  as  soon  as  his  business  will  allow,  but  cer- 
tainly by  the  next  General  Conference.  Made  the  order 
of  the  day  for  this  afternoon.  < 

A  request  being  made  that  Mr.  Asbury  should  let  the 
Conference  know  what  he  had  determined  to  do  in  future, 
he  intimated  that  he  did  not  know  whether  this  General 
Conference  were  satisfied  with  his  former  services.  A  mem- 
ber proposed  that  a  vote  should  be  taken.  The  vote  was 
objected  to  until  a  reason  should  be  assigned  for  such  sus- 
picion. Mr.  Asbury  then  rose,  he  said,  to  speak  m  his  own 
behalf.  His  affliction,  since  the  last  General  Conference, 
had  been  such  that  he  had  been  under  the  necessity  of 
having  a  colleague  to  travel  with  him ;  that  his  great  de- 
bflity  had  obliged  him  to  locate  several  times,  and  that  he 
could  only  travel  in  a  carriage;  and  he  did  not  know 
whether  this  General  Conference,  as  a  body,  were  satisfied 
with  such  parts  of  his  conduct.  Whereupon  a  motion  was 
made  by  brother  Ezek.  Cooper,  That  this  General  Confer- 
ence do  resolve  that  they  consider  themselves  under  many 
and  great  obUgations  to  Mr.  Asbury,  for  the  many  and  great 
services  he  has  rendered  to  this  connexion.

quires, that  the  General  Conference  do  inquire  whether 
any  help  ought  to  be  afforded  Mr.  Asbury,  and  if  any, 
what  that  help  shall  be. 

Brother  Bruce  presented  a  package  from  the  trustees  of 
the  Chartered  Fund,  containing  a  letter  to  the  bishops  and 
preachers  in  General  Conference  at  Baltimore,  extracts 
from  the  mmutes  of  the  proceedings  of  the  trustees  of  the 
Chartered  Fund,  held  by  adjournment  in  Philadelphia, 
April  18,  1800 — and  general  statements  and  accounts  of 
the  said  fund.

The  Conference  proceeded  to  the  Section  of  a  Wshop ; 
the  first  poll  being  a  tie,  and  supposed '  defective.  Upon 
the  second  there  were  fifty-nine  votes  for  brother  Richard 
Whatcoat,  fifty-five  for  brother  Jesse  Lee,  and  one  blank ; 
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the  whole  number  of  voters  being  one  hundred  and  fifteen : 
whereupon  brother  Richard  Whiatcoat  was  declared  duly 
elected. 

Brother  Ormond  moved,  that  whereas  the  laws  now  in 
force  m  two  or  more  of  the  United  States  pointedly  prohibit 
the  emandpation  of  slaves,  and  the  third  clause  of  the 
ninth  section  of  the  Discipline  forbids  the  selling  of  slaves, 
it  is  evident  that  the  members  of  the  Methodist  societies 
who  own  slaves,  and  remove  themselves  and  families  to 
another  state,  or  to  distant  parts  of  the  same  state,  and 
leave  a  husband  or  a  wife  behind*  held  in  bondage  by  an- 
other person,  part  man  and  wife,  which  is  a  violation  of  the 
righteous  laws  of  God,  and  contrary  to  the  peace  and  hap- 
piness of  families. 

And  whereas,  it  is  further  observed  that  the  rule  now 
existing  among  us  prevents  our  members  increasing  the 
number  of  their  slaves  by  purchase,  and  tolerates  an  in- 
crease of  number  by  birth,  which  children  are  often  given 
to  the  enemies  of  the  Methodists. 

My  mind  being  seriously  impresBed  with  these  and  seve- 
ral other  consderations,  I  move. 

That  this  General  Conference  take  the  momentous  sub- 
ject of  slavery  into  consideration,  and  make  such  alterations 
in  the  old  rule  as  may  be  thought  proper. 

Brother  Folleson  moved,  that  that  part  of  the  ninth  sec- 
tion of  the  Discipli^B  which  reqmres  the  preachers  to  give 
an  account  of  the  moneys  received  as  marriage  fees  be  left 
out  of  the  form  of  Discipline.    N^;atived. 

Brother  Snethen  moved,  that  the  General  Conference  de- 
termine what  shall  be  allowed  for  marriage  fees.  Voted 
out. 

Brother  Bostwick  moved,  that  the  words,  "marriage 
fees"  be  struck  out,  and  the  words  "for  performmg  the 
service  of  matrimony  "  be  inserted.    Agreed  to. 

Brother  Ward  moved,  that  this  ccmference  determine 
what  standing  children  are  in  in  our  Church  by  baptism ;

ment of  emancipation  for  all  his  slaves ;  and  the  quarterly 
meeting  conference  shall  determine  on  the  time  the  slave 
shall  serve,  if  the  laws  oi  the  state  do  not  expressly  pro- 
hibit their  emancipation.  Negatived. 
.  Brother  Cooper  moved,  that  a  committee  be  appointed

1.  Let  every  preacher,  when  first  admitted  into  full  con- 
iiexi<»i,  pay  two  dollars  and  sixty-seven  cents  at  the  yearly 
conference. 

2.  Let  every  other  pi-e«cher  in  full  connexion  contribute 
two  dollars  every  year  at  the  yearly  conference. 

3.  Let  the  moneys  that  are  brought  to  the  conferences 
for  marriages  be  also  given  in. 

4.  Let  every  preacher,  who  has  the  char^  of  a  circuit, 
earnestly  recommend  to  every  class  or  society  to  raise  a 
quarterly  or  annual  collection  by  voluntary  contributicm,  or 
m  such  other  way  and  manner  as  they  may  judge  most  ex- 
pedient, from  time  to  time,  and  the  moneys  so  collected 
be  lodged  with  the  steward  or  stewards  of  the  cutsuit,  to  be 
brought  or  sent  to  tho  annual  conference,  with  a  regular 
account  of  the  sums  raised  for  this  purpose  in  the  classes  or 
societies  respectively.

No  travellmg  preacher  shall  print  or  circulate  any  books 
Or  pamphlets,  without  the  consent  of  the  annual  conference 
to  which  he  belongs,  except  at  an  agent  of  the  general 
book-steward. 
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Brokers  Lee,  Cooper,  and  Bruce,  were  appomted  as  a       ifajiA. 
eommittee  to  prepare  a  section  for  the  books,  kc. 

Moved,  that  the  African  brethren  in  New- York  be  de- 
sired to  applj  for  k  charter  simHar  to  that  of  our  African 
society  in  Philadelphia;  but  if  that  cannot  be  obtained, 
that  ihey  apply  for  such  a  charter  as  is  granted  to  the 
white  brethi^en  in  New- York,  under  the  title  of  the  "Afri- 
can Methodist  Episcopal  Church ;"  but  if  the  above-men- 
tioned title  be  not  admissible,  it  shall  be  left  to  the  New- 
York  Conference  to  determine  the  title,  and  all  other  par- 
ticulars respecting  the  business. 

A  motion  was  made  that  the  words  "shall  be  ezpell^  ** 
be  left  out,  and  the  words  "  be  suspended  for  six  months, 
and  deprived  of  the  privilege  of  the  sacrament,"  be  inserted 
in  the  rule  respecting  unlawful  marriages.

Brother  Cooper  moved,  that  in  case  of  the  death,  resig- 
nation, or  expulsion  from  society,  of  one  or  more  of  the 
trustees  of  the  Chartered  Fund  in  the  recess  of  the  General 
Conference,  that  the  Philadelphia  Conference  be  authorised 
to  elect  one  or  more  trustees  to  fill  the  place  or  places  of 
the  person  or  persons  until  the  next  conference.   Agreed  to. 

jiesolved.  That  brothers  Roberts  and  Snethen  be  re- 
quested to  draw  up  an  answer  to  James  0*Kelly*s  book, 
and  that  brother  Morrell  assist  them  with  his  judgment  in 
the  process  of  the  work. 

In  answer  to  tlie  second  question,  ''Where  shall  the 
bishops  receive  their  quarterage  ?*'  it  was 

Besolved,  That  each  annual  conference  shall  examme  into 
the  accounts  of  the  expenses  and  quarterage  of  the  bishopB, 
and  shall  pay  a  proportionable  part  of  said  expenses  and 
quarterage,  according  to  the  money  brought  into  the  con- 
ference for  the  support  of  the  gospel. 

Brother  Mansfield  moved,  that  the  words  after  the  word 
"by,"  in  the  N.  B.  in  the  fourth  section,  be  left  out,  and 
the  following  be  inserted :  "  one  travellinff  preacher,  one 
travelling  elder,  and  one  travelling  deacon.

Brother  Cooper  moved,  ^aat  the  N.  B.  in  the  fourth  sec- 
tion be  amended  thus :  "  by  nine  travelling  preachers,  three 
of  whom  shall  be  elders,  three  others  deacons  or  elders,  and 
the  other  three  preachers,  deacons,  or  elders."    Agreed  to. 

Moved,*  that  when  any  of  our  travelling  preachers  be- 
come owners  of  a  slave  or  slaves  by  any  means,  they  shall 
forfeit  their  ministerial  chamcter  in  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church,  unless  they  execute,  if  it  be  practicable,  a  legal 
emancipation  of  such  slave  or  slaves,  agreeably  to  the  laws 
oi  the  state  wherein  they  live.    Agreed  to. 

A  regulation  respecting  the  ordination  of  coloured  people 
to  the  office  of  deacons : — 

The  bishops  have  obtained  leave,  by  the  suffrages  of  this 
General  Conference,  to  ordain  local  deacons  oi  our  African 
brethren,  m  places  where  they  have  built  a  house  or  houses 
for  the  worship  of  God:  Provided,  they  have  a  person 
among  them  qualified  for  that  office,  and  he  can  obtain  an 
election  of  two-thirds  of  the  male  members  of  the  society 
to  which  he  belongs,  and  a  recommendation  from  the  min- 
ister who  has  the  charge,  and  his  fellow-labourers  in  the 
city  or  circuit. 

Of  the  printing  and  circulating  of  books,  and  the  profits 
arisbg  therefrom : — 

^  This  motion  was  originally  offered  by  brother  Timmons,  and  was 
oonceived,  bj  the  secretary,  to  have  been  superseded  hy  the  process 
of  the  business  upon  slavery.  But  the  conference  voted  that  they 
would  act  upon  it,  with  the  amendments,  the  same  as  a  new  motion. 
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1.  Esddel  Cooper  is  appointed  bj  die  General  Confer- 
lee  the  saperintendent  of  the  book  bnsinesa.    The  supw- 

iBtendeni  shall  have  power  to  regulate  the  publications,  and 
all  oiher'oonc^ms  of*  the  business,  according  to  the  state  of 
the  finaoees  from  time  to  time :  it  shall  be  nis  duty  to  com- 
plain to  the  annual  conferences  if  any  of  the  preachers  or 
members  n^lect  to  make  due  payment:  he  may  publish 
any  books  or  tracts  which  at  any  jtime  may  be  approved  of 
or  reoommeaded  by  the  majority  of  an  annual  conference, 
provided  the  same  be  approved  of  by  the  book  committee, 
which  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Philadelphia  Conference : 
he  may  republish  any  books  heretofore  approved  and  pub- 
lished by  us,  when  in  his  judgment  the  same  ought  to  be 
reprinted. 

The  superintendent  shall  be  allowed  for  his  services  two 
hundred  imd  fifty  dollars  annually,  clear  of  all  expenses,  or 
deductions  for  board,  house-rent,  <kc.,  and  eighty  dollars 
for  a  boy,  ^ 

2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  presiding  elder,  where 
DO  book-steward  is  appointed,  to  see  that  his  district  be 
duly  supplied  with  books :  he  is  to  request  the  superin- 
tendent to  send  such  books  as  are  wanted,  and  give  direc- 
tion to  whose  care  the  same  are  to  be  sent ;  and  he  is  to 
take  the  oversight  of  all  the  books  sent  to  his  district,  and 
to  account  with  the  superintendent  for  the  same :  he  is  to 
have  the  Ixx^  distributed  among  the  several  circuits  in  his 
district,  in  such  quantities  and  in  such  a  manner  as  he  jnay 
JBdge  proper  from  his  own  information,  and  keep  an  account 
with  eaeh  preacher,  who  receives  and  sells  the  books :  he  is 
to  receive  the  money  and  forward  it  to  the  superintendent. 

,  When  a  presiding  elder  is  removed,  he  is  to  make  a  full 
settlement  with  the  superintendent  for  all  the  books  sold 
(m  his  district,  and  make  a  transfer  to  his  successor  of  all 
the  books  and  accounts  left  with  the  preachers  in  the  dis- 
trictr  the  amount  of  which  shall  go  to  his  credit,  and  pass 
to  ihe  debit  of  hb  successor.  Let  a  certificate  of  the 
amount  of  such  transfer  be  sent  to  the  superintendent. 

8.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  preacher,  who  has  the 
charge  of  a  cht^uit,  to  see  that  his  circuit  be  duly  supplied 
with  books,  and  to  take  charge  of  all  the  books  sent  to,  or 
that  may  be  in  his  circuit,  and  account  with  the  presiding 
elder  for  the  same.  When  a  preacher  leaves  his  circuit, 
he  must  settle  with  the  presiduig  elder  for  all  the  books  he 
has  disposed  of,  and  make  out  an  inventory  of  all  that  are 
rsmaimng  unsold,  which  must  be  collected  at  one  place, 
the  amount  of  which  shall  ^o  to  his  credit  and  be  trans- 
ferred to  his  successor,  who  is  to  take  charge  of  ihe  same. 
In  case  the  preacher  who  has  the  charge  of  a  circuit  be 
negligent  in  disposing  of  books,  let  the  presiding  elder  com- 
nut  the  charge  of  the  books  to  another. 
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4.  1^6  preachers  shAll  be  allowed  for  their  trouble  not 
less  than  fifteen,  nor  more  than  twentj-five  per  cent.,  upon 
the  wholesale  price  for  all  the  books  they  sell ;  but  the 
per  cent  shall  oe  regulated  as  in  the  judgment  of  the  an- 
perintendent  the  different  impressions  will  afford,  one-third 
of  which  the  presiding  elder  shall  have  for  his  trouble,  and 
the  other  two-thirds  ^all  be  allowed  to  the  preachers  who 
sell  them  in  their  differeqL  circuits. 

5.  The  superintendent  may,  from  time  to  time,  supply 
the  preachers  with  books  in  those  circuits  adjacent  to  Phil- 
adelphia, and  keep  his  accounts  and  settle  with  them  for 
the  same :  in  such  cases  the  regulation  respecting  presiding 
elders  does  not  apply. 

6.  In  all  cases  where  books  are  sent  to  distant  places,  the 
presiding  elders  or  preachers  shall  be  allowed  to  put  a 
small  additional  price  on  such  books  as  will  best  bear  it,  in 
order  to  pay  the  expense  of  freight  or  carriage ;  but  the 
addition  must  not  be  more  than  will  pay  such  expense. 

7.  Let  every  annual  conference  appomt  a  committee,  or 
committees,  to  examine  the  accounts  of  the  presiding  elders, 
preachers,  or  book-stewards,  in  their  respective  districts  or 
circuits.  Let  every  presiding  elder  and  every  preacher  do 
aU  in  their  power  to  recover  all  debts  due  to  uie  concern, 
which  may  remain  in  the  hands  of  any  person  within  their 
districts  or  circuits.  Let  every  preacher  or  member  in- 
debted to  the  Book  Concern,  who  refuses  to  make  payment, 
or  to.  come  to  a  just  settlement,  be  dealt  with  for  a  breach  of 
trust,  and  some  effectual  measures  be  adopted  to  recover  such 
debts  agreeably  to  the  direction  of  the  annual  conference. 

8.  There  shall  be  no  draft  made  upon  the  Book  Con- 
cern, until  its  debts  are  discharged  and  a  suffident  capital 
provided  for  carrying  on  the  business,  after  whiph  the 
profits  arising  from  the  books  shall  be  regularly  paid  to  the 
Chartered  Fund,  and  the  said  profits  applied,  with  the 
annual  income  of  the  funded  stock,  to  the  support  of  the 
distressed  travelling  preachers  and  their  families,  the  wid- 
ows and  orphans  of  preachers,  Sso, 

9.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  preacher  who  travels  with 
either  of  the  bishops,  if  he  bp  authorized  by  the  superin- 
tendent, to  act  as  his  agent  in  the  settlement  of  accounts, 
or  in  tri^acting  any  business  belonging  to  the  Concern. 

10.  In  case  of  the  death,  dismission,  or  resignation  of 
the  superintendent,  in  the  recess  of  the  General  Confer- 
ence, the  Philadelphia  Conference  shall  have  power  to  ap- 
point another  superintendent,  UAtil  the  next  General  Con- 
ference.    Agreed  to.

Rsmylved^  That  in  the  opinion  of  this  conference  they  are 
not  eligible  to  the  office  of  trustees  a^preeably  to  the  act  of 
incorporation  and  rules  of  our  Disciphne.

Carried. 

Read,  the  report  of  the  committee  on  slavery — ^which, 
with  amendments,  was  adopted  by  conference,  and  forms 
section  nine,  "  Of  Slavery." 

1.  We  declare,  that  we  are  as  much  as  ever  convinced 
of  the  great  evil  of  slavery,  and  do  most  earnestly  recom* 
mend  to  the  yearly  conferences,  quarterly-meeting  confer- 
ences, and  to  those  who  have  the  oversight  of  districts,  cb- 
cuits,  and  stations,  to  be  exceedingly  cautious  what  pm-sons 
they  admit  to  official  stations  m  our  Church ;  and  in  the 
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ease  of  firtnre  admission  to  official  stations,  to  require  such        MaytL 
security  of  those  who  hold  slaves,  for  the  emancipation  of  ^^Vf^  «»  8k^ 
them,  immediately  or  gradually,  as  the  laws  of  the  states  re-    ^*^' 
speetiTely  and  the  ciroomstances  of  the  case  will  admit ;  and 
we  do  fully  authorize  all  the  yearly  conferences  to  make 
whaterer  r^rulations  they  judge  proper  in  the  present  case 
respecting  the  admission  of  persons  to  official  stations  in  our 
Church. 

2.  When  any  travelling  preacher  becomes  the  owner  of 
a  slave,  or  slaves,  by  any  means,  he  shall  forfeit  his  minis- 
terial character  in  our  Church,  unless  he  execute,  if  it  be 
practicable,  a  legal  emancipation  of  such  slaves,  conforma- 
bly to  the  laws  of  the  state  m  which  he  lives. 

8.  No  slaveholder  shall  be  received  into  full  membership 
in  oar  society,  till  the  preacher  who  has  the  oversight  of 
the  circuit  or  station  has  spoken  to  him  fully  and  faithfully 
on  the  subject  of  slavery. 

4.  Every  member  of  our  society  who  sells  a  slave,  except 
at  the  request  of  the  slave,  in  cases  of  mercy  or  humanity, 
agreeably  to  the  judgment  of  a  committee  of  three  male 
members  of  the  society,  appointed  by  the  preacher  who  has 
the  charge  of  the  circuit  or  station,  shall,  immediately  after 
fidl  proof,  be  excluded  the  society ;  and  if  any  members  of 
our  society  purchase  a  slave,  the  ensuing  quarterly-meeting 
conference  shall  determrae  on  the  number  of  years  which 
the  slave  so  purchased  should  serve  to  work  out  the  price 
of  his  purchase ;  and  the  person  so  purchasing  shall,  imme^ 
diately  after  such  determination,  execute  a  legal  instrument 
for  the  manumission  of  such  slave  at  the  expiration  of  the 
term  determined  by  the  quarterly-meeting  conference ;  and 
in  default  of  his  executing  such  instrument  of  manumission, 
or  on  his  refusal  to  submit  his  case  to  the  judgment  of  the 
quarterly-meeting  conference,  such  member  shall  be  exclu- 
ded the  society:  Provided,  that  in  the  case  of  a  female

The  conference  proceeded  to  the  election  of  William  t*. 
Chandler  as  secretary,  and  Francis  Ward  assistant  secretary. 

The  judgment  of  conference  was  called  for  respecting  the 
membership.  It  was  voted  that  no  preacher  has  a  right  to 
a  seat  in  this  conference  who  has  not  travelled,  under  the 
direction  of  the  yearly  conference,  four  full  years. 

Upon  a  selection  of  the  conference,  Sylvester  Hill  and 
Robert  Burch  (present  in  conference)  were  accepted. 

The  conference,  for  the  better  regulation  of  their  body,

9.  No  motion  shall  be  pat,  except  by  the  president,  un- 
less it  be  first  delivered  at  the  table  in  writing,  after  being 
read  by  the  mover  and  seconded. 

10.  No  old  rule  shall  be  abolished^  except  by  a  majority 
of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present 

11.  No  member  of  conference  shall  leave  the  city  of 
Baltimore  until  the  conference  adjourns,  without  first  ob- 
taining leave  of  absence. 

12.  No  person  shall  leave  the  buaneas  without  first  ob- 
taining permission. 

.  18.  Any  member  shall  have  liberty  to  copy  at  pleasure 
every  motion  that  is  laid  upon  the  table. 

Moved  by  E.  Cooper,  and  seconded  by  T.  Ware,  that 
a  committee  of  correspondence  consisting  of  three  members 
be  appointed.

Gouffe,  in  the  place  of  Burton  Wallace ;  Samuel  Harvey 
and  Lambert  Wilmer,  in  the  place  of  Josiah  Lusby ;  Wil- 
liam Lowber  and  John  Hood,  in  the  place  of  Charles  Cav- 
ender;  whose  seats  had  become  vacant  by  their  removal 
from  membership  in  the  Church.    Upon  counting  the  votes 
it  was  found  that  Joseph  L.  Inglis,  Samuel  Harvey,  and 
William  Lowber  were  unanimously  elected,  to  fill  the  va- 
cancy of  Burton  Wallace,  Josiah  Lusby,  and  Charles  Cav- 
ender.

Beeolved,  That  we  retain  a  grateful  remembrance  of 
the  services  and  labours  of  Dr.  Uoke  among  us,  and  the 
thanks  of  this  conference  are  hereby  acknowledged  to  him, 
yid  to  God,  for  all  his  labours  of  love  toward  us,  from  the 
time  he  first  left  his  native  country  to  serve  us.

Agreeably  to  the  call  of  ther  conference  this  morning, 
brother  William  P.  Chandler  gave  a  relation  of  the  Acco- 
mac persecution. 

The  conference  called  for  a  relation  of  the  difficulties  in 
Charleston,  S.  C,  which  was  given  by  brother  Lewis 
Myers.

local  preachers,  together  with  upward  of  one  hundred  and 
forty  thousand  members ;  these,  with  our  numerous  con-

^SStoSoaof  ^^^>  ^"^"^  ^^ government,  and  general  rules  of  the  United 
Uie6«Dena       States  societies  in  America  be  preserved  sacred  and  in- 
violable; 

And  whereas  every  prudent  measure  should  be  taken  to 
preserve,  strengthen,  and  perpetuate  the  imion  of  the  con- 
nexion ; 

Therefore,  your  committee,  upon  the  maturest  delibera- 
tion, have  thought  it  advisable  that  the  third  section  of  the 
form  of  Disciphne  shall  be  as  follows,  viz.  :i —

Section  III, — 0/  the  General  Conference, 

1st.  The  General  Conference  shall  be  composed  of  del- 
egates from  the  annual  conferences. 

2d.  The  delegates  shall  be  chosen  by  ballot,  without  de- 
bate, in  the  annual  conferences  respectively,  in' the  last  meet- 
ing of  conference  previous  to  the  meeting  of  the  General 
Conference. 

8d.  Each  annual  conference  respectively  shall  have  a 
right  to  send  seven  elders,  members  of  their  conference,  as 
delegates  to  the  General  Conference. 

4th.  Each  annual  conference  shall  have  a  right  to  send 
one  delegate,  in  addition  to  the  seven,  for  every  ten  mem- 
bers belonging  to  such  conference  over  and  above  fifty :  so 
that  if  there  be  sixty  members,  they  shall  send  eight ;  if 
seventy,  they  shall  send  nine ;  and  so  on  in  proportion. 

6  th.  The  General  Conference  shall  meet  on  the  first  day 
of  May,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  eighteen  hundred  and 
twelve ;  and  thenceforward  on  the  first  day  of  May  once  in 
four  years  perpetually,  at  such  place  or  places  as  shall  be 
fixed  on  by  the  General  Conference  from  time  to  time. 

6th.  At  all  times,  when  the  General  Conference  is  met, 
it  shall  take  two-thirds  of  the  whole  number  of  delegates 
Co  form  a  quorum. 

7th.  One  of  the  original  superintendents  shall  preside  in

**  Tour  Committee  of  Review,  having  progressed  in  ex- 
amining the  manuscript  hymns  laid  before  us,  so  far  as  to 
satisfy  our  own  minds,  report  to  the  conference — 

**  First.  That  notwiUistanding  there  are  some  terms  which 
might  be  altered  for  the  better,  and  some  hymns  that  are 
iniured  by  not  retaining  more  of  the  original,  yet,  upon  the 
whole,  the  hymns,  in  the  judgment  of  the  committee,  are 
good,  and  would  be  of  considerable  advantage  to  our  people 
if  published  in  a  separate  volume,  that  those  of  them  who 
have  the  former  may  be  supphed  with  the  latter,  and  that 
in  future  both  may  be  united  in  one. 

"  Second.  Your  committee  report  further,  that  they  do 
not  think  it  would  be  for  the  interest  of  the  Book  Concern 
to  publish  the  book  of  letters  in  the  mass,  yet  that  a 
selection  from  the  whole  might  be  made  that  would  be 
useful. 

"Third.  Thej  report  further,  that  they  conceive  it  would 
be  proper  for  us  to  improve  and  be  uniform  in  our  singing, 
hut,  at  the  same  time,  they  think  that  it  would  not  be 
proper  to  take  Mr.  Evans*s,  or  any  other  man's  music-book 
under  our  patronage ;  yet,  if  the  compiler  thinks  proper  to 
publish  the  proposed  collection  of  tunes  at  his  own  risk,  we 
would  recommend  it  to  our  societies  in  general  as  a  work 
of  merit,  so  far  as  we  judge  from  the  specimen. 

"  Fourth.  Your  committee  further  report,  that  th^  have 
taken  a  cursoiy  view  of  a  manuscript  entitled  '  A  History 
of  the  Methodists  in  the  United  States  of  America ;'  but  as 
the  work  appears,  in  their  view,  more  like  a  simple  and 
crude  narrative  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Methodists  than 
a  history,  they  think  it  wotdd  be  improper  to  publish  it. 

"Your  committee  recommend  to  your  serious  consider- 
aUon  the  propriety  of  introducinff  some  rule  to  prevent  im- 
proper publications  in  future,  and  to  avoid,  if  possible,  that 
contempt  which  is  poured  upon  us  as  a  people  on  account 
of  improper  publications,  which  are  viewed  by  the  public 
as  under  our  patronage.    Therefore, ' 

"  Fifth.  Resolved,  That  no  travelling  preacher  shall  publish 
any  pamphlet,  hymns,  or  spiritual  songs,  either  of  his  own 
or  others  composing,  in  their  individual  or  joint  capacity ; 
but  all  our  own  publications  shall  come  through  the  chan- 
nel of  our  general  Book  Concern."

General  Conference,  tlwt  the  trust  and  confidence  which 
they  have  reposed  in  me,  as  their  editor  and  general  book- 
steward,  in  the  superintendence  of  their  Book  Concern,  have 
and  do  most  seriously  and  deeply  afiect  my  sensibility,  so 
as  to  excite  thankfulness  to  my  brethren  and  a  great  rever- 
ence and  humiliation  before  God,  that  I  have  been  accounted 
capable  and  qualified  to  fill  the  station,  and  have  been  con- 
sidered as  worthy  of  trust  and  confidence  in  so  important 
and  interesting  a  department  And  it  is  a  matter  of  inex- 
pressible delight  that  I  can  ingenuously  declare  to  you, 
that  I  have,  with  conscientious  rectitude,  served  the  in-, 
terests  of  the  connexion  with  persevering  integrity  and 
fidelity,  to  the  best  of  my  ability ;  and  as  our  report  to  you 
will  show,  from  a  view  of  the  stock  account  now  rendered, 
I  have  served  your  interests  successfully.  And  may  I 
flatter  myself  that  I  have  served  you  with  acceptance,  so 
far  as  to  meet  the  testimony  of  your  approbation  ?  than 
which  I  do  not  know  any  temporary  consideration  that  is 
capable  of  giving  me  a  greater  satisfaction  and  gratification. 
When  I  engaged  in  this  Concern  in  the  spring  of  1790, 
the  whole  amount  of  the  clear  capital  stock,  including  debts 
and  all  manner  of  property,  was  not  worth  more  ihanfottr 
ikou9and  dollan,  and  I  had  not  a  single  dollar  of  cash  in 
hand,  belonging  to  the  connexion,  to  carry  on  the  work,  or 
to  procure  materials,  or  to  pay  a  single  demand  against  the 
Concern,  which  at  that  time  was  near  three  ihotuand  doUars 
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mdebt    Under  these  oircumstances,  and*  thus  situated,  I        m^jM. 
engaged  in  the  business  with  reluctance,  fear,  and  trembling.  ^J^'g^JI  ^ 
I  maintaiiied  and  established  the  credit  of  the  Concern  by 
mj  own  personal  responsibility  for  contracts  made,  and  the 
credit  that  I  had  in  the  confidence  of  those  for  whom  I  did 
business.    Thus,  with  cautious  steps  and  prudent  fore- 
thought and  calculations  in  business,  I  had  to  struggle  and 
go  on.  by  night  and  day ;  and  had,  in  certain  cases,  to  ad- 
vance my  own  cash  to  meet  some  of  the  demands  against       ^ 
the  Concern.    In  the  course  of  the  first  year  I  got  the 
bttuness  tolerably  well  under  way,  and  by  intense  applica- 
tion, and  great  fatigue,  got  released  from  some  embarrass- 
ments and  perplexities;  and  the  business  appeared  in  a 
state  of  liberal  prosperity. 

At  the  General  Conference  in  1804,  the  Concern  had  so 
far  prospered  that  I  could  show  a  capital  of  about  twenty- 
seven  thousand  dollars,  which  was  clearing  for  the  con- 
nexion about  twenty-three  thousand  dollars  in  five  years, 
from  a  capita)  of  about  four  thousand,  which  was,  when  I 
received  it,  in  a  precarious  and  scattered  situation.  During 
which  time  of  five  years  I  had  no  help  allowed  me  by  the 
connexion,  further  than  a  small  consideration  of  three  hun- 
dred and  thirty  dollars  and  my  board  per  year. 

Four  years  ago,  in  1804,  the  General  Conference  ap- 
pointed brother  John  Wilson  to  assist  in  the  business;  since 
which  time  we  have  progressed  Aipon  the  capital  of  about 
twenty-seven  thousand  dollars  till  thb  time,  and  now  we  * 

show  a  capital  of  about  forty-five  thousand  dollars,  accord- 
ing to  the  report  on  your  table.  So  that  since  the  time  I 
first  engaged  m  the  busmess,  in  1709,  till  thk  time,  being 
mne  years,  the  capital  stock  has  increased  about  eleven- 
fold, which  is  more  than  a  hundred  per  cent,  per  annum, 
or  about  eleven  hundred  per  cent  in  nine  years,  upon  the 
original  capital  and  stock  of  about  four  thousand  dollars, 
bendes  the  various  appropriations  to  the  conference  and 
(^er  purposes,  as  our  ledger  and  day-book  will  show  for. 

And  now,  dear  brethren,  wishing  all  success  to  the  con- 
nexion, and  to  the  Book  Concern,  I  hereby  give  you  notice 
that  it  is  my  wish  and  purpose  to  be  released  from  the 
agency  in  the  Book  Concern,  and  to  retire  from  the  respon- 
mOkj  and  perplexities  of  the  business.  Therefore  I  de- 
ch'ne  being  considered  as  a  candidate  for  the  editor  or  stew- 
ardship, wishing  you  may  never  have  an  agent  to  do  you 
less  service,  nor  to  serve  you  with  less  acceptance,  than  I 
have  done. 

With  great  consideration,  I  am,  dear  brethren,  in  senti- 
ments of  good  will,  and  ministerial  afiection,  and  Christian 
love.

security,  or  if  any,  should  be  given,  to  secure  the  paynMOt; 
and,  in  case  the  debtor  should  refuse  to  comply,  he  i^all  be 
expelled,  but  in  such  case  shall  have  the  privilege  of  ap- 
pealing to  the  quarterly  meetmg  conference,  who  shall  de- 
cide on  the  case,  and  their  decision  shall  be  final.  And  in 
case  the  creditor  shall  complain  that  justice  is  not  done  him, 
he  shall  have  the  privilege  of  laying  his  firrievanoe  before 
the  quarterly  meetin|^  conference,  who  shaU  decide  on  tbe 
case,  and  the  decision  shall  be  final;  and  in  case  the 
creditor  refuse  to  comply,  he  shall  be  expelled. 

On  motion  of  Wm.  M.  Kennedy,  the  General  Conferenoe 
directed  the  secretair  to  procure  a  convenient  trunk  in

and  it  was  confirmed.  The  whole  report  of  the  ciMnmittee 
was  read  and  approyed,  as  follows : — 
Bwort  of  Com-  The  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  consideratioa 
^^^tteeoDBook  ^£  ^^  £^^  Concem,  haying  had  that  subject  mider  con- 
sideration, beg  leaye  to  report : — 

1.  That  the  subject  of  brother  Elijah  B.  Sabm's  letter, 
relatiye  to  a  difference  between  his  account  and  that  of  the 
book-agent,  <fec.,  properly  belongs  to  the  New-£nglamd 
Conference  to  adjust  and  settle,  where  we  recommend  the 
reference  of  the  whole  business. 

2.  Tour  committee  haye  had  the  book-ag^it's  report  and 
irregular  statements,  together  with  his  explanations,  under 
consideration.  But,  as  the  agent  has  not  settled  up  his 
book,  nor  closed  the  yarious  accounts,  so  as  to  ascertain  the 
precise  state  of  the  Concern,  and  at  present  he  cannot  at- 
tend to  it,  and  your  committee  haye  not  tune,  if  it  were 
withm  the  proyince  of  thehr  duty,  to  go  through  the  ac- 
counts, <Src.,  <Scc. ;  therefore  they  cannot  yenture  any  opm- 
ion  upon  the  real  amount  that  the  Concern  is  worth.  'Abj 
haye  so  far  examined  the  aggregate  statements  and  got  in- 
formation as  to  items,  yaluations,  ^itries,  <fec.,  from  the 
agent,  as  to  be  of  the  opinion  that  the  Concern,  in  its  real 
yaloe,  will  fall  short  of  the  amount  stated.  The  agent  is 
also  satisfied  as  to  this,  and  that  the  error  is  owing  to  an 
oyer^ht  in  the  yaluation  of  some  of  the  stock,  and  a  mis- 
take in  some  entries,  dec.  The  agent  may  be  disposed  to 
explain  on  this  head ;  howeyer,  your  committee  are  of  opin- 
ion that  the  Book  Concern  is  in  a  state  of  prosperity. 

8.  The  committee  are  of  opinion  that  the  book-agent 
should  not  print  any  book  or  books  on  his  own  priyate  ao- 
oount,  nor  follow  any  other  temporal  business  than  what 
the  interests  and  benefit  of  the  Bode  Concern  call  for. 

4.  Your  committee  are  of  opmion  that  the  present  mode 
of  allowing  a  profit  for  selling  books  at  the  discretion  or 
option  of  the  agent  occasions  considerable  perplexities  in 
calculating  the  various  rates  of  per  cent  on  the  different 
books,  particularly  in  the  dimion  of  profits  between  the 
presiding  elders,  preachers,  ^. ;  besiaes,  the  present  al- 
lowances are  so  yarious,  in  proportion  to  the  yaluation  of 
the  books,  that  it  has  a  tendency  to  produce  dissatisfsctioa 
as  well  as  perplexity.  Therefore  your  committee  recom- 
mend, that  there  be  a  standing,  uniform  allowance  to  the 
preachers  of  eighteen  per  cent,  discount  from  the  retail 
prices  in  all  books  sold  by  them ;  that  is,  out  of  eyery  hun- 
dred cents  or  dollar's  worth  sold,  the  seller  to  haye  e^hteen 
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aod  the  Book  Oonoern  eighi^-two»  and  bo  m  pioportioii,  iMMM^on^tu 
ware  or  less ;  one-third  of  wmch  allowanee,  being  six  per    Book  Ooooen. 
oe&i,  to  belong  to  the  presiding  elder  for  his  trouble  and 
rasponsibility,  and  two-tnirds,  bSng  twelve  per  cent,  to  be* 
long  to  the  preachers  who  sdl  the  books. 

5.  Your  committee  are  of  opinion  that  it  will  be  an  ad- 
TSDtage  to  the  Concern  if  the  affent  be  authorised  to  sell  for 
otth  snj*  of  our  books  to  booksellers  at  such  discount  as, 
at  his  discretion,  he  maj  find  to  be  proper  and  to  the  bene* 
fit  of  the  Concern,  provided  he  shall  not  aUow  a  greater 
diKount  than  is  usual  among  booksellers ;  and  in  case  of 
different  orders  for  books  that  are  scarce,  or  in  high  demand, 
the  preachers'  orders  shal]  have  the  preference. 

6.  Your  committee  recommend  that  the  book-agent  be 
directed  to  resume  the  publication  of  the  Methodist  Maga^' 
aoe,  two  volumes  being  published ;  to  commence  publish- 
ing the  third  volume,  at  furthest,  by  January  next.

queot  weakness  of  body,  desenre  not  only  our  approbation, 
but  our  sincere  tbanks  to  God  and  them.  There  is  not 
anything  which  has  appeared  to  your  committee  that  at  all 
deseires  censure ;  but  they  are  of  opinion  that  the  govern- 
ment of  our  Church,  so  far  as  depended  on  the  superin- 
tendents, has  been  admmistered  witn  as  much  firmness  and 
impartiality  as  could  be  reasonably  expected.

meeting  conference  shall  appoint  one  for  that  purpose. 
Ordered  to  lie  on  the  table. 

Asa  Shinn  moved,  that  the  following  words  be  added  to 
our  Discipline,  part  second,  section  fourth,  page  one  hun- 
dred and  ninety-three,  at  the  end  of  the  seventh  article : — 

*'  Nevertheless  each  annual  conference,  after  examining 
into  the  temporal  circtunstances  and  resources  of  their  super- 
numerary and  superannuated  preachers,  or  those  of  their 
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widows  and  orphaDs,  shall  have  authority  to  abridge  their        Ma^is. 
allowaDce  as  far  as  they  may  judge  necessary."

The  report  of  the  Committee  of  Ways  and  Means  on  the 
sixth  resolution,  recommitted  to  them,  and  which  had  been 
ordered  to  lie  on  the  table,  was  called  up.  A  motion  was 
made  to  postpone  it  indefinitely.     Lost. 

N.  Bangs  moved,  that  it  lie  on  the  table.     Withdrawn. 

Nathan  Bangs  moved,  that  all  the  other  motions  now 
before  us  lie  on  the  table,  in  order  to  reconsider  the  sixth 
resolution  as  originally  reported.     Carried. 

The  original  resolution  was  then  taken  under  considera- 
tion. 

John  Sharply  moved,  that  the  resolution  be  amended  bj 
striking  out  the  word  '*  steward  "  and  inserting  the  word

The  resolution  was  then  ordered  before  the  conference. 
The  previous  question  was  called  for  by  a  majority,  was 
put,  and  the  resolution  adopted. 

The  whole  report  of  the  Committee  of  Ways  and  Means, 
therefore,  as  amended  and  confirmed,  now  reads  thus : — 

**  The  Committee  of  Ways  and  Means,  appointed  to  pro- 
vide a  more  ample  support  for  the  ministry  among  us,  to 
prevent  locations  and  the  admission  of  improper  persons 
mto  the  itinerancy,  have  taken  the  subject  comnutted  to 
them  under  serious  consideration.  They  have  found,  with 
serious  concern  and  deep  regret,  that  in  the  present  state 
of  things  there  exist  many  evils  which  threaten  to  under- 
mine that  system  of  itinerating  preaching  which,  under  the 
blessing  of  God,  has  been  so  successfiu  in  spreading  the 
gospel  of  Jesus  Christ. 

'*  1.  The  small  pittance  allowed  to  our  preachers,  and,  m 
many  places,  the  insufficient  means  used  to  insure  even  that, 
we  conceive  to  be  one  reason  why  so  many  of  our  useful 
ministers  are  induced  to  locate.  Groaning  under  the  press- 
ure of  poverty  now,  and  looking  forward  to  a  superannuated 
state  without  adequate  means  afforded  them  for  a  comfort- 
able support  in  the  decline  of  life,  they  sink  under  the 
melancholy  praspect  and  reluctantly  retire  from  the  field, 
that  they  may  provide  a  morsel  of  bread  for  themselves^ 
their  wives,  and  children. 

"  2.  The  many  locations,  from  these  and  other  causes,  have 
a  manifest  tendency  to  weaken  and  embarrass  the  itinerancy 
by  obliging  us  to  fill  up  the  vacancies  with  persons  not  com- 
petent to  the  work  assigned  them,  and  to  commit  the  ad- 
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ministration,  in  some  of  its  important  branches,  tp  the  hands        M«y  la 
of  young  and  inexperienced  men.  ^SSId.     **" 

"  3.  To  the  same  causes  may  be  attributed  the  many  par- 
tial locations ;  that  is,  families  of  travelling  preachers  which 
are  immovably  fixed.  Their  scanty  allowance  furnishes  an 
excuse,  whether  justifiable  or  not  your  committee  presume 
not  to  determine,  for  combining  mrming,  mercantile  busi- 
ness,  <kc.,  with  the  ministrations  of  God's  word.  This  prac- 
tice, in  the  opinion  of  your  committee,  e.xceedingly  embar- 
Tasaes  the  general  superintendency  in  the  frequent  changes 
which  in  the  discharge  of  its  duty  are  unavoidable.  In 
consequence  of  this,  either  those  whose  families  are  thus 
located  must  be  subject  to  distant  removals  from  their  fami- 
lies,  or  others  must  be  exposed  to  the  inconvenience  of  fre- 
quent and  distant  removab,  to  make  way  for  those  who  are 
in  this  psfftially  located  state. 

"  4.  We  perceive  a  manifest  defect  among  us,  occasioned, 
in  some  measure,  by  the  multiplicity  of  locations  in  regard 
to  mmisterial  qualifications.  Although  a  collegiate  educa- 
tion is  not,  by  your  committee,  deemed  essential  to  a  gospel 
ministry,  yet  it  appears  absolutely  necessary  for  every 
minister  of  the  gospel  to  study  to  show  himself  approved 
mito  God,  a  workman  that  needeth  not  to  be  ashamed. 
Every  one,  therefore,  who  would  be  useful  as  a  minister  in 
the  Church,  to  a  sincere  piety  and  laudable  zeal  for  the 
salvation  of  souls  should  add  an  ardent  desire  for  useful 
knowled^.  He  should  strive  by  every  lawful  means  to 
imbue  his  mind  with  every  science  which  is  intimately  con- 
nected with  the  doctrine  of  salvation  by  Jesus  Christ,  and 
which  will  enable  him  to  understand  and  illustrate  the 
sacred  Scriptures.  But  the  early  departure  from  the  work 
of  the  ministry  of  many  of  those  among  us  whose  piety, 
zeal,  talent,  and  mental  improvement  justified  the  expecta- 
tion of  their  exten«ve  usefulness  in  the  Church.,  and  the 
manifest  indifference  of  some  who  remain  with  us  to  this 
important  branch  of  ministerial  duty,  thus  stripping  the 
Church  of  some  of  its  brightest  ornaments,  not  only  exposes 
her  nakedness,  but  loudly  calls  for  the  prompt  and  vigour- 
ons  interference  of  General  Conference. 

''To  obviate  these  evils,  and  to  secure  to  the  Church  a 
succession  of  holy,  zealous,  and  useful  ministers,  becomes,  at 
tills  time,  in  the  humble  opinion  of  your  committee,  the  im- 
perious duty  of  this  conference.  To  accomplish  these  very 
desirable  objects  your  committee  beg  leave  to  recommend 
the  following  resolutions,  viz. : — 

"Raolved,  Ist.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  presid-  First  rowtotfon. 
mff  elders  and  preachers  to  use  their  influence  to  carry  the 
rmes  of  Discipline  relating  to  building  and  renting  houses 
for  the  accommodation  of  preachers  and  families  into  effect. 
In  order  to  this,  each  quarterly  meeting  conference  shall 
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appoint  a  committee,  unless  other  meanl  have  been  adopted, 
who,  with  the  aid  and  advice  of  the  preachers  and  presid- 
ing elders,  shall  derise  such  means  as  shall  seem  fit  to  raise 
moneys  for  that  purpose.  .  And  we  furthermore  recoia- 
mend  to  each  annual  conference  to  make  special  inquiiy  of 
its  members  respecting  this  part  of  their  duty. 

**Besolv€d,  2.  That  those  preachers  who  refuse  to  occupy 
the  houses  which  may  be  provided  for  them  on  the  stations 
and  circuits  where  they  are  from  time  to  time  appointed, 
shall  be  allowed  nothing  for  house-rent,  nor  receive  any- 
thing more  than  their  simple  quarterage  for  themselves, 
wives,  and  children,  and  their  travelling  expenses.  Never- 
theless, this  rule  shall  not  apply  to  those  preachers  whose 
families  are  either  established  within  the  bounds  of  their 
circuits  or  stations,  or  are  so  situated  that,  in  the  judgrment 
of  the  stewards  or  the  above-mentioned  committee,  it  is  not 
necessary  for  the  benefit  of  the  circuit  to  remove  them. 

"  Resolved,  3.  That  that  part  of  the  Discipline  which  re* 
lates  to  the  temporal  economy  of  our  Church  be  so  altered 
as  to  make  the  annual  allowance  of  preachers  $100,  and 
then:  wives  and  widows  $100. 

**Re9olved,  4.  That  there  be  a  committee  apiM>inted  by 
the  quarterly  meeting  conference  of  every  circuit  and  sta- 
tion, consistmg  of  members  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  make  an  estimate  of  the 
amount  necessary  to  furnish  fuel  and  table  expenses  of  the 
family  or  families  of  the  preachers  stationed  with  them ;  and 
that  the  stewards  shall  provide,  by  such  means  as  they  may 
devise,  to  meet  such  expenses,  by  money  or  otherwise,  pro- 
vided that  the  quarterly  allowance  of  the  preachers  snaU 
first  be  paid  by  the  stewards. 

''Resolved,  5.  That  there  be  a  meeting  on  every  district 
of  one  stewfiu-d  from  each  station  and  circuit,  to  be  selected 
from  among  the  stewards  by  the  quarterly  conference, 
whose  duty  it  shall  be,  by  and  with  the  advice  of  the  pre- 
siding elders  who  shall  preside  m  such  meeting,  to  take  mto 
consideration  the  general  state  of  the  district  in  r^;ard  to 
temporalities,  and  to  furnish  a  house  and  provision  for  the 
presiding  elders' families,  m  conformity  to  the  first  and  fourth 
resolutions  of  this  report. 

**  In  order  the  more  e£fectually  to  provide  for  the  distress- 
ed travelling,  superannuated,  and  supernumerary  preachers, 
their  wives,  widows,  and  children,  your  committee  earnestly 
recommend, 

"Resolved,  6.  That  each  annual  conference,  in  such  way 
and  manner  as  they  may  think  proper,  raise  a  fund  for  these 
purposes,  accordii^  to  the  sixtn  article  of  the  fifth  section 
of  the  temporal  economy  of  our  Church. 

"Thinkmg  the  Discipline  sufficiently  explicit  on  those 
parts  which  relate  to  the  Christian  experience,  practice^  ^., 
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of  pretohera,  your  committee  deem  it  needless  to  add  any-        Mit  is. 
thing  on  these  subjects;  but  they  beg  leave  to  recom- 
mend— 

**Be$olved,  1.  That  it  be  the  duty  of  the  bishop  or  bish-  ^ej«th  rwoia- 
ops,  or  a  committee  which  they  may  appomt  m  each  annual 
eooference,  to  point  out  a  course  of  reading  and  study  proper 
to  be  pursuea  by  candidates  for  ^e  ministry ;  and  the 
presiding  elders,  whenever  a  person  is  presented  as  a  can- 
didate for  the  ministry,  shall  direct  him  to  thoee  studies 
which  have  been  thus  recommended ;  and  before  any  such 
Modidate  shall  be  received  into  full  connexion,  he  shall  give 
satiBfectory  evidence  respecting  his  knowledge  of  those  par- 
ticolar  subjects  which  have  been  recommended  to  his  con- 
consideration." 

The  committee  appointed  to  confer  with  Messrs  Black  ^•^L^  "*• 
and  Bennett,  delegated  by  the  London  Methodist  Missionary    Minted  to  con^ 
Society  to  make  an  amicable  adjustment  of  certain  diflRer-    ^^J^J^'**^ 
ences  between  our  Church  and  the  British  connexion  rela- 
tive to  Upper  and  Lower  Canada,  obtained  liberty  to  make 
their  repoit»  which  was  read  and  confirmed,  as  fellows: — 

"The  committee  appointed  by  the  G^ieral  Conference 
to  confer  with  Messrs  Black  and  Bennett,  delegates  appointed 
by  the  London  Methodist  Missionary  Society  to  represent 
the  British  connexion  to  this  conference,  and,  if  possible, 
to  make  an  amicable  adjustment  of  certain  differences  be- 
tween our  Church  and  the  British  connexion,  relative  to 
Upper  and  Lower  Canada,  beg  leave  to  submit  the  folbw- 
ing  report,  viz. : — 

"1.  Your  oonMnittee  have  had  several  friendly  mterviews 
with  the  above-mentioned  delegates  on  these  subjects,  and 
they  are  happy  to  state  that  there  appears  to  be  an  earnest 
denre  to  have  all  existuig  difficulties  terminated  to  the  peace 
and  mutual  satisfaction  of  both  parties,  and  to  perpetuate 
te  Christian  union  aad  good  understanding  whicn  have 
hitherto  existed. 

"  2.  It  appears,  froia.  written  communicationa  as  well  as 
frtND  verbal  testimony,  that  unhappy  dissensions  have  taken 
plaoe  in  Montreal  between  certain  missionaries,  sent,  at  the 
retjoest  of  a  few  official  members  of  the  society  in  that  place 
in  thne  of  the  last  war,  by  the  London  Missionary  Society, 
*ad  some  American  preacherft,  which  have  terminated  m 
the  division  of  that  society. 

/*d.  Although  the  late  hoetilities  between  the  two  coun- 
tries separated  for  some  time  those  provinces  from  the  im- 
mliate  superintendency  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Chureh 
in  America,  yet  all  the  cmmits,  except  Quebec,  were  as  • 
'^vkirly  supplied  as  circumstances  would  admit  of  with 
American  preachers. 

"4.  It  furthermore  appears,  from  written  and  verbal 
^onmumcataons,  that  it  is  the  desire  of  the  great  majority 
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of  the  people  in  Upper  and  Lower  Canada  to  be  supplied, 
as  heretofore,  with  preachers  from  the  United  States. 

"5.  In  the  two  provinces  there  are  twelve  circuits  and 
one  station,  (Montreal,)  which  have  eleven  meeting-houses 
which  have  been  hitherto  supplied  by  American  preachers. 
These  things  being  duly  considered,  together  with  the  coii- 
tijzuity  of  those  provinces  to  the  western  and  northern  parte 
oT  t^e  United  States,  your  committee  respectfully  sixbmit 
the  following  resolutions : — 

"Resolvedl  by  the  del^ates  of  the  annual  conferences  of 
the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  in  General  Conference  as- 
sembled, 1.  That  we  cannot,  consistently  with  our  duty  to  the 
societies  of  our  charge  in  the  Canadas,  give  up  any  part  of 
them,  or  any  of  our  chapels  in  those  provinces,  to  the  super- 
intendence of  the  British  connexion. 

"  2.  That  a  respectful  letter  be  addressed  to  the  Lon- 
don Methodist  Missionary  Society,  explaining  the  reasons 
for  the  above  resolution.'' 

John  Emory  moved,  that  a  committee  be  appointed  to 
draft  an  address  to  the  London  Methodist  Missionary  So- 
ciety on  the  subject  of  their  request  relative  to  Montreal, 
&c.  Carried.  !Nathan  Bangs,  John  Emory,  and  Thomas 
L.  Douglass  were  appointed  for  that  purpose. 

Conference  adjourned  until  three  o  clock  P.  M.

Conference   met»  according   to  adjournment 
Roberts  in  the  chair. 

A  letter  from  James  Easibum  was  presented  and  referred 
to  the  Committee  on  the  Book  Concern. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Chartered  Fond 
was  called  up,  and  the  resolution  was  confirmed  as  fol- 
lows : — 

**  Your  committee,  which  you  honoured  with  the  bufflneas 
of  the  Charter  Fund,  having  examined  the  documents  which 
came  to  hand  from  the  trustees  of  said  fund,  as  laid  before 
the  General  Conference  of  1812  and  1816,  are  of  o|Hnioa 
that  the  strictest  attention  has  been  given  to  that  interest 
by  the  worthy  trustees  of  that  fund.  They  have  riven  a 
full  statement  and  inventory  of  the  Idnd  of  stock  of  which 
it  is  composed,  and  also  of  the  amount  and  its  annual  pro- 
duction, which  does  not  appear  to  your  committee  so  pro- 
fitable as  it  might  have  been  if  the  request  of  the  trustees 
had  been  granted  by  the  conference  of  1812.  The  income 
of  the  fund  is  about  six  per  cent  per  annum.  The  remit- 
tances to  the  several  annual  conferences  are  fairly  exhibited 
from  May,  1812,  to  May,  1816,  from  which  it  appears  the 
balance  of  interest  still  to  be  remitted  is  $1l5  89. 

**  The  amount  of  capital  at  present  is  $20,652  56.  The 
trustees  having  again  petitioned  this  conference  to  empower 
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them  to  change  the  stock  as  thej  may  judge  most  to  the 
adTancement  of  that  interest,  your  committee  judge  it  would 
be  a  worthy  act,  and  that  such  a  grant  might  greatly  pro- 
mote the  income.  Your  committee  have  the  greatest  con- 
fidence in  the  fidelity  and  econoniy  of  these  gentlemen. 
Tour  committee,  therefore,  humbly  submit  the  following 
iwohition : — 

"Re8olved,  by  the  delates  of  the  annual  conferences 
of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  m  General  Conference 
assembled.  That  the  trustees  of  the  Chartered  Fund  of  the 
said  Church  be,  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  and  em- 
powered, whenever,  in  their  judgment,  the  capital  and  in- 
terests of  the  fund  would  be  better  secured  or  advanced 
thereby,  to  sell  and  dis})ose  of  any  of  the  stocks  or  other 
property  beJongmg  thereto,  and  the  net  proceeds  thereof  to 
rdnvest  as  soon  as  may  be  in  such  other  stock  or  property 
in  then-  corporated  name  as,  in  their  opinion,  would  better 
combine  the  security  of  the  capital  with  the  increase  of  the 
annual  income  thereof." 

A  letter  addressed  to  the  trustees  of  the  Charter  Fund 
was  read  and  approved. 

Thomas  Ware  moved,  that  in  case  of  the  sale  of  stock  to 
an  amount  not  exceeding  $5,000,  the  General  Conference 
authorize  the  trustees  of  said  fund  to  loan  the'  same  to  the 
Methodist  Book  Concern  at  lawful  interest  until  next  Gen- 
eral Conference.     Ordered  to  lie  on  the  table. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Temporal  Economy  was 
called  up,  and  the  ninth,  tenth,  and  eleventh  answers  to  the 
first  question  were  considered,  amended,  and  approved. 

The  report  amended  reads  as  follows : — 

"The  Committee  on  Temporal  Economy,  to  whom  the 
first  section  in  the  temporal  economy  of  our  Church  and 
eertam  parts  of  the  bi«iope'  addresses  were  referred,  beg 
leave  to  report  as  follows,  viz. : — 

"Besdvedy  by  the  delegates  of  the  annual  conferences  in 
Oeneral  Conference  assembled.  That  the  first  section  in  the 
temporal  economy  of  our  Church  be  amended  so  as  to  read 
thus,  viz.: — 

SicnoN  I. 

''^est,  1.  What  are  the  boundaries  of  the  annual  con- 
ferences ? 

**AvB,  1.  The  Ohio  Conference  shall  include  Ohio,  Mus- 
kingum, Scioto,  Miami,  and  Kentucky  Districts. 

"Ans.  2.  The  Missouri  Conference  shall  be  bounded  by 
the  Ohio  Conference  on  the  north,  by  the  Ohio  and  Missis- 
sippi Rivers  on  the  east,  and  by  the  Arkansas  lUver  on  the 
south. 

**Ang.  3.  The  Tennessee  Conference  shall  include  Salt 
River,  Green  River,  Cumberland,  Nashville,  and  Holstein 
Districts. 
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"Jim.  4.  The  Mississippi  Conference  shall  include  ail  the 
state  of  Louisiana  south  of  the  Arkansas,  and  all  the  Mis- 
sissippi Territory  south  of  the  Tennessee  River. 

**An9.  5.  The  South  Carolina  Conference  shall  indade 
Georgia,  South  Carolina,  and  that  part  of  North  Oarolinft 
not  included  in  the  Vir^nia  and  Tennessee 'Conferences. 

**Jrw.  6.  The  Virginia  Conference  shall  include  the  cir- 
cuits situated  on  the  branches  of  the  Yadkin  River,  iind 
that  part  of  North  Carolina  north  of  Cape  Fear  River  except 
Wilmington,  and  that  part  of  Virginia  on  the  south  dde  of 
Rappahannock  and  east  of  the  Blue  Ridge  except  Fred- 
ericksburgh. 

"Jiu.  7.  The  Baltimore  Conference  shall  include  the  re- 
maining part  of  Virginia  not  included  in  the  Tennessee  azid 
Virginia  Conferences,  the  western  shore  of  Maryland,  and 
that  part  of  Pennsylvania  east  of  the  Ohio  River  and  west 
of  Susquehanna  not  included  in  Genesee  Conference. 

"Ans,  8.  The  Philadelphia  Conference  shall  include  the 
whole  of  the  peninsula  between  the  Chesapeake  and  D^- 
ware  bays,  and  all  that  part  of  Pennsylvania  lying  between 
the  Delaware  and  Susquehanna  Rirers,  except  what  is  in- 
cluded in  the  Genesee  Conference;  and  all  the  state  of  New- 
Jersey,  with  Staten  Island  and  so  much  of  the  state  of 
New- York  as  now  is  or  may  at  any  time  be  attached  to  the 
Bergen  and  Hamburgh  Cu'cuits. 

**An8.  9.  The  New- York  Conference  shall  mclude  all  the 
state  of  New- York  not  included  in  the  Genesee  and  Phila- 
delphia Conferences,  and  those  parts  of  Connecticut  and 
Massachusetts  west  of  Connecticut  River ;  also  that  part  of 
Vermont  lying  west  of  the  Green  Mountains,  with  that  part 
of  Lower  Canada  between  Lakes  Champlain  and  Ma- 
gog- 

"Aim.  10.  The  New-England  Conference  shall  include 
the  remaining  part  of  Vermont  and  aU  the  New-England 
states  east  of  the  Connecticut  River,  and  that  part  of  Lower 
Canada  east  of  Lake  Magog. 

**AiM,  11.  The  Genesee  Ccmference  shall  include  all 
within  the  bounds  of  Susquehanna,  Oneida,  Genesee,  Che- 
nango, and  Upper  and  Lower  Canada  Districts. 

''Provided^  nevertheless,  that  the  bishops  shall  have  au- 
thority to  appomt  other  annual  conferences  in  the  uiterval 
of  General  Conference  if  the  munber  of  circuits  should  in- 
crease so  as  in  their  judgment  to  require  it. 

"  Quett.  2.  How  are  the  districts  to  be  formed  ? 

**An8,  2.  According  to  the  judgment  of  the  bishops.  In 
case  there  be  no  bishops  to  travel  through  the  districts  and 
exercise  the  episcopal  office,  on  account  of  death  or  other- 
wise, the  districts  shall  be  regulated  in  every  respect  by 
the  yearly  conferences  and  the  presiding  elders  in  the  inter- 
val of  General  Conference,  ordmation  only  excepted. 
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'*  Each  annual  conference  is  to  pay  its  jMroportioiiable  part       Maria 
toward  the  allowance  of  the  bishops." 
Conference  adjourned  until  Monday,  eight  o'clock  A.  M. 

MONDAY,  MAY  20. 

Conference  met  at  eight  o'clock,  according  to  adjourn- 
ment.   Bishop  M'Kendbree  in  the  chair. 

It  was  proposed  that  the  sum  of  $100  be  presented  to 
Messrs.  Black  and  Bennett.  The  proposition  was  approved 
of,  and  S.  G.  Roszel  and  Oliver  Beale  were  appomted  to 
wait  upon  them,  and  make  a  tender  of  it  to  their  acceptance. 

8.  G.  Roszel  moved,  that  we  reconsider  the  fourth  reso- 
lution of  the  report  of  the  Committee  of  Ways  and  Means. 
Carried. 

S.  G.  Roszel  moved,  that  the  words  "  consbting  of  mem* 
bers  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  "  be  inserted  after 
the  word  "  station,"  and  the  word  "  steward  "  shall  be  in- 
serted after  the  words  "  with  them  and."    Carried. 

Solomon  Sias  moved,  that  the  following  provisionary 
clause  be  added  to  the  fourth  resolution,  viz. : — 

"  Provided  the  stewards  shall  not  appropriate  the  mon- 
eys collected  for  the  regular  quarterly  allowances  of  the 
preachers  to  the  payment  of  family  expenses."    Carried. 

T.  L.  Douglass  moved,  that  the  report  of  the  Committee 
of  Ways  and  Means,  as  amended  and  approved,  be  referred 
to  the  same  conmiittee,  to  be  properly  incorporated  in  the 
Discipline,  as  it  shall  appear  in  print.     Carried. 

John  Emory  was  appointed  to  fill  the  place  of  R.  R. 
Roberts,  in  the  Committee  of  Ways  and  Means. 

The  letter  addressed  to  the  London  Methodist  Missionary 
Society  was  read.  D.  Ostrander  moved  to  reconmiit  the 
letter,  hi  order  to  be  transcribed.     Carried. 

Bishop  Roberts  in  the  chair. 

The  Committee  of  Safety,  to  whom  the  fourth  resolution 
▼SB  referred,  made  then:  report,  and,  after  some  debate  on 
the  subject,  George  Pickering  moved  to  strike  out  the 
words  **  and  our  preachers,"  Ac.     Carried. 

The  resolution  was  th^i  approved,  as  amended,  and 
reads  as  follows,  viz. : — 

"Report  of  the  Committee  cf  Safety^  app(Mnted  to  take 
into  consideration  those  parts  of  the  addresses  of  Bishops. 
Asbory  and  M'Kendree  which  relate  to  the  duty  of  preach- 
08,  Ac. 

''After  due  examination,  your  conmiittee  are  of  opinion 
tbat,  m  some  parts  of  the  connexion,  doctrines  contrary  to 
our  established  articles  of  faith,  and  of  dangerous  tendency, 
have  made  their  appearance  among  us,  especially  the  an- 
cient doctrines  of  Arianism,  Soeinicmisni,  and  Felagiarmmt 
uider  certam  new  and  obscure  modifications ;  that,  in  too 
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Mxf  Ml  many  instances,  nice  and  metaphysical  investigetions  have 
^JSJd.  ^^^  taken  place  with  a  design  to  reconcile  those  truths  which 
are  founded  on  the  authority  of  divine  revelation  with  the 
limited  and  ohscure  views  of  human  reason ;  that  by  such 
investigation  the  minds  of  the  simple  h^ve  been  led  into 
perplexity  and  doubt,  and  the  simplicity  and  glory  of  the 
gospel  plan  of  salvation,  through  faith  in  a  Mediator,  greatly 
obscured ;  and  that  there  has  been  too  great  a  departure 
from  the  doctrines  of  the  Reformation,  as  defended  by 
Wesley,  especially  the  doctrine  of  human  depravity,  of  the 
necessity  of  preventing  grace,  of  justification  by  faith  alone, 
of  the  direct  witness  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  and  of  holiness  of 
heart  and  life,  or  gospel  sanctification. 

"  Your  committee  regret  that  they  are  under  the  pain- 
ful necessity  of  announcing  to  you  that  their  examina- 
tions authorize  them  to  fear  that  the  Discipline  has  not 
been  uniformly,  faithfully,  and  impartially  enforced  in  all 
parts  of  the  work.  There  appears  evidenqe  too  strong  to 
admit  of  dispute,  that  some  of  the  preachers  to  whom  the 
administration  of  discipline  has  been  committed  have  too 
much  yielded  to  the  influence  of  popular  prejudices  in 
matters  where  the  vital  interests  of  our  connexion  are  con- 
cerned. In  some  instances  great  inattention  has  been 
manifested  to  the  security  of  our  houses  of  worship  wbere 
they  have  been  built  on  the  principles  of  our  economy ; 
and  in  other  cases  the  rules  of  our  charter  have  been 
totally  dispensed  with,  and  houses  erected  with  pews, 
which  pews  have  been  sold,  either  at  public  or  private 
sales,  so  as  to  make  bouses  of  worship  private  property, 
and,  consequently,  to  destroy  all  our  claim  to  the  use  of 
them,  except  such  as  may  be  founded  on  the  will  of  the 
pew-holders. 

"  In  some  instances,  where  such  houses  have  been  built, 
our  societies  and  congregations,  availing  themselves  of  the 
constituted  civil  authority,  have  abandoned  our  system  of 
temporal  support,  and  had  recourse  to  legal  assessments  on 
private  property  to  realize  the  annual  salaries  of  the  preach- 
ers stationed  with  them. 

"  Your  committee  are  apprehensive  that  the  rule  on  dress 
has,  in  many  instances,  been  almost  dispensed  with,  and  m 
others  very  partially  administered,  so  as  to  afford  unwar- 
rantable indulgences  to  the  rich ;  and  that  our  love-feasts, 
society  and  class-meetings,  have  not  been  observed,  in  all  , 
parts  of  the  work,  with  the  caution  and  strictness  which 
the  letter  and  spirit  of  Discipline  require,  and  which  is  in- 
dispensably necessaiy  to  preserve  the  harmony  and  spirit- 
uality of  our  societies. 

"  We  regret  to  learn  that,  in  some  cases,  preachers  in 
chaise  have  found  methods  to  get  members  out  of  society 
without  a  constitutional  process  of  trial,  which,  in  the  judg- 
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ment  of  your  committee,  is  not  only  an  abridgment  of  sacred        litj  «k 
ikhts,  but  has  a  most  unhappy  tendency  in  leading  the  ^^^ 
minds  of  en%htened  men  to  undervalue  the  bles^ngs  of 
Church  communion. 

"  In  relation  to  the  manner  in  which  stations  and  circuits 
ha?e  been  attended  to  by  preachers  in  charge,  your  com- 
mittee are  of  opinion  that,  in  many  places,  our  people  have 
just  cause  of  complaint  that  they  have  been  neglected,  both 
with  respect  to  the  public  ministration  of  the  word  and  visit- 
ii^  from  house  to  house.  Your  committee  apprehend  that 
this  evil  may  be  traced  to  one  of  its  principal  sources  in 
the  narrow  limits  of  the  field  of  labour.  Circuits  have  been 
formed,  divided,  and  subdi\ided,  on  the  principle  of  accom- 
modation to  local  circumstances.  This  course  has  reduced 
circuits  almost  exclusively  to  Sabbath  appointments.  We 
cunot  consider  this  among  the  least  evils  which  threaten 
the  connexion  at  the  present  crisb :  it  has,  in  the  judgment 
of  your  committee,  a  general  tendency  to  locaUty.  It  lays 
a  foundation  for  the  growth  of  jealousy,  and  may  have  a 
serious  influence  upon  the  union  of  the  body. 

"Your  committee  are  of  opinion  that  most,  if  not  all, 
of  these  evils  are  violations  of  plain  rules  of  Discipline,  and, 
therefore,  cannot  see  the  necessity  or  propriety  of  any  new 
legislation  as  a  remedy  for  them. 

"  Under  these  circumstances,  your  committee  judge  it  of 
the  utmost  importance  for  the  General  Conference,  m  its 
present  session,  to  take  such  measures  as  will  most  effect- 
ually cure  these  growing  evils,  and,  as  far  as  possible,  pre- 
vent their  future  existence  ;  and,  to  accomplish  this,  report 
the  following  resolutions : — 

**Re9olvea,  by  the  delegates  of  the  annual  conferences  in  JJtl?******^ 
General  Conference  assembled,  1.  That  the  General  Confer-  '^*^**^*^ 
ence  do  earnestly  recommend  the  superintendents  to  make 
the  most  careful  inquiry  in  all  the  annual  conferences,  in 
order  to  ascertain  whether  any  doctrines  are  embraced  or 
preached  contrary  to  our  established  articles  of  faith,  and 
tp  use  their  influenoe  to  prevent  the  existence  and  circula- 
tion of  all  such  doctrines. 

"Resolved,  2.  That  it  be  specially  recommended  to  all  SMood  nsoia- 
the  presiding  e;lders  and  stationed  and  circuit  preachers  to  (^^.dMdg. 
take  particular  care  that  all  our  houses  of  worship  be  se- 
cved  on  the  principle  of  our  deed  of  settlemimt  in  the  form 
of  Disciplme. 

**Resolv€d,  3.  That  the  manner  of  building  houses  of  re-  TUrd    rmkn- 
ligions  worship  with  pews  is  contrary  to  the  roles  of  our  p^^ 
economy,  and  inconsistent  with  the  intereats  of  our  so- 
cieties. 

**Be9olved,  4.  That  it  is  the  opinion  of  this  conference,  F^jJ*"*  »•«>'•• 
that  the  practice  of  assessing  and  collecting  taxes  by  civil 
law  for  the  support  of  the  ministers  of  the  gospel  is  CQn- 
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trary  to  the  temporal  economy  of  our  Church,  and  incon- 
dstcnt  with  apostolic  example ;  that  it  goes  to  impede  the 
progress  of  experimental  religion  and  destroy  the  itinerant 
plan ;  and  the  superintendents,  with  all  the  annual  confer- 
ences, are  hereby  desired  to  take  such  measures  as,  in  their 
judgment,  will  most  effectually  cure  such  an  evil. 

**Re9olv€d,  6.  That  the  superintendents,  together  with 
all  the  presiding  elders  and  assistant  preachers,  be,  and  are 
hereby,  earnestly  requested  to  carry  into  effect,  in  their 
several  charges,  our  rules  on  dress,  family  worship,  love- 
feasts,  class  and  society  meetings. 

"Resolved,  6.  That  no  preacher  havmg  the  charge  of  a 
circuit  shall  be  allowed  to  divide,  or  in  any  way  lessen  the 
circuit,  without  the  consent  and  advice  of  the  presiding 
elder. 

"Resolved,  7.  ITiat  it  be,  and  hereby  is  recommended  to 
the  bishops  and  presiding  elders,  in  the  general  and  par- 
ticular oversight  of  their  charges,  to  guard  against  such 
divisions  and  reductions  of  districts  and  circuits  as,  in  their 
judgment,  may  be  mconsistent  with  the  temporal  and  spirit- 
ual mterests  of  our  societies  and  the  preservation  of  the 
ener^es  of  our  itinerant  system. 

"Resolved,  8.  That  a  copy  of  the  above  resolutions  be 
recorded  on  the  Journal  of  each  annual  conference." 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Book  Concern  was 
called  up,  with  the  additions  now  reported  by  said  com- 
mittee, and  the  report  was  taken  under  consideration,  reso- 
lution by  resolution. 

The  first  resolution  under  consideration.  S.  G.  Bossel 
moved  to  strike  out  the  word  "  New- York,"  and  insert  the 
word  "Baltimore." 

Conference  adjourned  until  three  o'clock  P.  M. 

MOHBAT  AfTBRNOOIT. 

Conference  met  at  three  o'clock,  according  to  adjoom- 
ment.     Bishop  Roberts  in  the  chair. 

Thomas  Walker  requested  leave  of  absence  during  the 
remaining  part  of  this  session.     Oranted. 

The  consideration  of  the  amendment  to  the  first  resolu- 
tion of  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Book  Concern 
was  resumed,  and,  after  some  debate,  the  vote  was  taken, 
and  the  motion  was  lost.  The  vote  of  concurrence  was  then 
taken  and  carried. 

The  second  resolution  was  then  taken  up. 

Joshua  Soule  moved,  that  so  much  of  the  resolution  be 
struck  out  as  nudces  it  necessary  that  the  editor  should  be 
chosen  from  among  the  travelling  preachers. 

After  some  debate,  the  previous  question  was  called  for 
bv  a  majority,  which  was  ttten  on  the  amendment  and  lost. 
Ilie  vote  of  coBomtetice  was  then  taken  and  carried. 
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Peter  Cartwright  moyed,  tbat  ibere  be  a  place  of  deposit 
estabMed  in  Pittsburgh,  and  an  agent  appointed  to  transact 
the  book  bnainees  for  the  western  conferences  with  the  gen- 
eral book-agent. 

James  Qninn  moved,  that  P.  Cartwnght's  motion  lie  on 
'the  table.    Carried. 

The  first  resolution  intended  to  be  entered  on  the 
Joonial  was  considered  and  approved.  The  second 
resolution  was  taken  up.  A  motion  was  made  to  amend 
it  hj  insertmg  the  amount  of  $100  instead  of  $150. 
Lost 

The  thh^  resdution  was  taken  up  and  rejected. 

The  fourth  resolution  was  taken  up.  The  first  member 
was  acted  on  and  rejected ;  the  second  part  was  acted  on 
and  carried. 

The  fifth  resolution  was  considered  and  rejected. 

A  motion  was  made  by  Samuel  Merwin  that  we  adjourn, 
to  meet  to-morrow  monung  at  eight  o'clock  in  the  church. 
Carried. 

Brother  Ridgway  moved,  that  we  reconsider  the  motion. 
Carried. 

The  vote  was  taken  again  on  the  motion,  and  it  was  lost 

Conference  adjourned  until  to-morrow  morning,  eight 
o'clock. 

TUESDAY,  MAY  21. 

Conference  met  at  eight  o'clock,  according  to  adjourn- 
ment.   Bishop  Roberts  m  the  chah*. 
The  Journal  of  yesterday  was  read  and  approved. 
The  committee  appointed  to  take  into  consideration  the 
subject  of  slavery  presented  their  report,  which  was  read, 
and  ordered  to  lie  on  the  table. 

The  Committee  of  Ways  and  Means  presented  their  re- 
pt)rt,  which  was  read,  as  it  shall  be  incorporated  in  the 
Discipline,  as  follows : — 

"Remhedy  by  the  del^ates  of  the  annual  conf^^nces  in 
General  Conference  assembled,  That  the  fifth  section  of  the 
Temporal  EcoiMMny  of  our  Church  be  so  amended  as  to  read 
thus,  viz.: — 

After  the  second  answer  to  the  queslicm  shall  be  mserted 
the  following  articles : — 

"3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  presiding  elders  and  preach- 
fn  to  use  their  influence  to  carry  the  above  rules,  respect* 
ing  building  and  renting  houses  for  the  accommodation  of 
P'^achers  and  thdr  faimlies,  into  eflfeot  In  order  to  this 
^  quarterly  meeting  conference  shall  appomt  a  com- 
ini^,  unless  other  measures  have  been  adopted,  who,  with 
^  adrice  and  aid  of  the  preachers  and  presiding  elders, 
ibU  devise  such  means  as  sball  seem  fit  to  raise  moneys 
for  that  purpose.    And  it  is  recoHinaended  to  the  annual 
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conferences  to  make  special  inquiry  of  its  members  respect- 
ing this  part  of  their  duty. 

"  4.  Those  preachers  who  refuse  to  occupy  the  bouaes 
which  may  be  provided  for  them  on  the  station  and  circuit 
where  they  are  from  time  to  time  appointed  shall  be  al- 
lowed nothing  for  house-rent,  nor  receive  anything  more 
than  quarterage  for  themselves,  their  wives  and  children, 
and  their  travelling  expenses.  Nevertheless,  this  rule  shall 
not  apply  to  those  preachers  whose  families  are  either  es- 
tablished within  the  bounds  of  their  circuits,  or  are  so  situ- 
ated that,  in  the  judgment  of  the  stewards  or  the  above- 
mentioned  committee,  it  b  not  necessary  for  the  benefit  of 
the  circuit  to  remove  them. 

**  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  committee,  or  one 
appointed  for  that  purpose,  who  shall  be  members  of  our 
Church,  to  make  an  estimate  of  the  amount  necessary  to 
furnish  fuel  and  table  expenses  of  the  family  or  families  of 
preachers  stationed  with  them,  and  the  stewards  slmll  pro- 
vide, by  such  means  as  they  may  devise,  to  meet  such  ex- 
penses in  money  or  otherwise ;  provided  the  stewards  shall  not 
appropriate  the  moneys  collected  for  the  regular  quarterly 
allowance  of  the  preachers  to  the  payment  of  family  expenses. 

**  6.  There  shall  be  a  meeting  in  every  district  of  one 
steward  from  each  station  and  circuit,  to  be  selected  from 
among  the  stewards  by  the  quarterly  meeting  conference, 
whose  duty  it  shall  be,  by  and  with  the  advice  of  the  pre- 
siding elder,  who  shall  preside  in  such  meetings,  to  take 
into  consideration  the  general  state  of  the  district  in  regard 
to  temporahties,  and  to  furnish  a  house,  fuel,  and  table  ex- 
penses of  the  presiding  elder. 

**Ee9olved,  That  the  fourth  section  of  the  temporal  econ- 
omy be  amended  so  as  to  read  thus: — 

**  1.  The  annual  allowance  of  the  travelling  preachers 
shall  be  $100  and  their  travelling  expenses. 

''  2.  The  annual  allowance  of  the  ^wives  of  traveUing 
preachers  shall  be  $100. 

''  3.  As  in  the  Discipline. 

**  4.  The  allowmce  of  superannuated,  worn-out,  and  su- 
pernumerary preachers  shall  be  $100. 

5.  The  annual  allowance  of  the  wives  of  superannuated, 
worn-out,  and  supernumerary  preachers  shall  be  $100. 

*'  6.  The  annual  allowance  of  the  widows  of  travelling, 
superannuated,  worn-out,  and  supernumerary  preackero 
shall  be  $100. 

"  7,  8.  As  they  now  stand  in  the  Discipline. 

"Besolved,  That  the  following  article  be  the  third  answer

"  From  an  attentive  inquiry  into  the  state  of  the  local 
preaehers  on  all  the  parts  of  our  vast  continent,  we  are 
happy  to  be  able  to  say  that  the  great  body  of  that  very 
rm>ectable  and  useful  class  oi  our  brethren  are,  in  our 
jva|pn«Qt,  the  firm  supporters  and  friends  of  our  doctrines, 
discipline,  and  Ohurch  government,  and  that  by  far  the 
greater  part  of  them  would  be  much  grieved  at  any  radi* 
cal  changes  in  our  present  r^pilations.  But,  upon  ezamm- 
mg  those  parts  of  our  Discipline  which  respect  local 
preachers,  your  committee  beg  leave  to  recommend  the 
Mowing  amendments : — 

'*  1.  That  the  twentieth  section  of  the  first  chi^r  to  the 
end  of  the  second  answer  to  the  first  qoesticMi,  be  so  altered 
as  to  read  thus : —

"  7.  That  in  all  places  where  a  quarterly  meeting  confer- 
ence is  referred  to,  the  phrase  '  quarterly  meeting  confer- 
ence '  be  used ;  and  the  phrase  *  licensed  preacher '  instead 
of  '  local  peaoher,'  where  it  is  intended  to  distinguish  such 
from  local  elders  or  deacons." 

D.  Ostrander  moved,  that  the  words  **  by  the  approba- 
tion of  the  presiding  elder  "  be  inserted  between  the  words 
"  preacher  "  and  *'  he,"  in  the  eighth  section  of  the  temporal 
economy  of  our  Church.     Camed. 

Isaac  Quinn  called  up  his  motion  on  local  preachers,  viz. : 
*'  to  have  his  name  enrolled  on  a  class-paper,"  d^.,  which 
had  been  laid  on  the  table.    The  motion  was  lost. 

James  Axley  moved,  that  no  preacher  shall  distil  or  re- 
tail spirituous  liquors  without  forfeiting  his  license. 

Lewis  Myers  moved  to  amend  James  Axley's  motion 
thus :  "  that  every  prudent  means  be  used  by  our  annual 
and  quarterly  meeting  conferences  to  discourage  the  distil* 
ling  or  retaihng  of  spirituous  liquors  among  our  people,  and 
especially  among  our  preachers."    Withdrawn. 

The  previous  question  was  called  for :  Shall  the  main 
question  now  be  put  ?    It  was  taken.    Carried. 

Brother  Burge  called  for  a  division.    Admitted. 

The  vote  was  put  on  the  first  member  of  the  question. 
Carried. 

The  vote  was  put  on  the  second  member  of  tiie  question. 
Carried. 

S.  G.  Boszel  moved,  that  the  word  ''  preach,"  in  the 
thurd  question,  eighteenth  secticm,  first  chapter  oi  the  Disci- 
pline, be  expunged,  and  the  words  *'  disseminate  publiol  j  or 
privately"  be  inserted.    Carried. 

S.  G.  Roszel  moved,  that  the  answer  to  the  second  q«es- 
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lioQ  of  the  third  seotioii  of  the  second  chapter  of  the  Disci- 
pline be  expunged,  and  the  following  inserted :  ''  by  tlie 
preacher  having  the  charge  of  the  station."    Lost. 

S.  G.  Roazef  moved,  that  the  following  mle  be  added  to 
the  third  section  of  the  second  chapter  of  the  Dbcipline, 
immediately  after  the  Uiird  question : — 

'*Tp  whom  Lb  a  steward  accountable  for  the  faithful  per- 
ibrmance  of  his  duties  ? 

"Am,  To  the  quarterly  meeting  conference  of  the  circuit 
or  station."     Carried. 

8. 0.  Rosxel  moved,  that  the  words  ''after  allowances,"  at 
the  close  of  the  fifth  paragraph  of  the  fifth  section  of  the 
second  chapter  of  our  Discipline,  be  expunged,  and  the  fol- 
lowing inserted :  "  The  conference  shall  send  such  surplus 
fonrvd  to  that  conference  they  judge  to  be  the  most  ne- 
ceadtous."     Carried. 

The  conference  voted  thanks  to  D.  Hitt  and  Thomas 
Ware,  late  book-agents,  for  their  services  to  the  Church  in 
that  department. 

Lewb  Myers  moved,  that  D.  Hitt  be  authorised  by  the 
conference,  accordmg  to  his  request,  to  return  to  New- York 
immediately  and  make  a  r^puar  and  full  transfer  of  our 
Book  Concern  to  his  successors.    Carried. 

N.  Bangs  moved,  that  the  conference  adjourn  to-morrow 
at  twelve  o'clock,  to  meet  May  1,  1820. 

Moved  to  amend  it  by  inserting  at  six  o'clock  instead  of 
twelve.    Ordered  to  lie  on  the  table. 

The  repcHt  to  incorporate  the  General  Conference,  d^c, 
was  called  for  and  lost 

The  report  of  the  Conunittee  on  Slavery  was  taken  up 
and  read.  The  report  was  considered,  and  John  Sale 
moved  that  it  be  postponed  until  May,  1820.    Lost. 

Conference  adjourned  until  three  o'clock  P.  M. 

Thursday  Aftsritoon. 

Oonferenbe  met  at  three  o'clock,  according  to  adjourn- 
ment.    Bishop  M'Kendree  in  the  chair. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Slavery  was  taken  up, 
ind  the  motion  for  postponement  was  considered  and 
lost 

George  Pickering  moved  for  concurrence  on  the  report. 
Carried. 

The  whole  report  reads  thus : — 

"The  committee  to  whom  was  referred  tbe  busmess  of 
davery  beg  leave  to  report,  that  they  bave  taken  the  sub- 
ject mto  serious  consideration,  and,  after  mature  delibera- 
tion, they  are  of  opinion  that,  under  the  present  existing 
ciromnstances  in  relation  to  slavery,  little  can  be  done  to 
abolish  a  practice  so  contrary  to  the  principles  of  moral 
jwtice.     They  are  sorry  to  say  that  the  cnril  appears  to 
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be  past  remedy ;  and  they  are  led  to  deplore  the  destraetive 
conseqaencee  which  have  abfeady  accrued,  and  are  yet 
likely  to  result  therefrom. 

''Your  committee  find  that  m  the  South  and  West  the 
civil  authorities  render  emancipation  impracticable,  and, 
notwithstanding  they  are  led  to  fear  that  some  of  our  mem- 
bers are  too  easily  ^contented  with  laws  so  unfriendly  to 
freedom,  yet,  nevertheless,  they  are  constrained  to  admit 
that  to  bnng  about  such  a  change  in  the  civil  code  as  would 
favour  the  cause  of  liberty  is  not  in  the  power  of  the  Gen- 
eral Conference.  Your  committee  have  attentively  read 
and  seriously  considered  a  memorial  on  the  above  subject, 
presented  from  several  persons  within  the  bounds  of  the 
Baltimore  Annual  Conference.  They  have  also  made  in- 
quiry into  the  regulations  adopted  and  pursued  by  the  dif- 
ferent annual  conferences  in  relation  to  this  subject,  and 
they  find  that  some  of  them  have  made  no  efficient  rules  on 
the  subject  of  slavery,  thereby  leaving  our  people  to  act  as 
they  please ;  while  others  have  adopted  rules  and  pursued 
courses  not  a  little  different  from  each  other,  all  pleading 
the  authority  given  them  by  the  General  CcHiference,  ac- 
oprdiog  to  our  present  existing  rule,  as  stated  in  our  form 
of  Disciplme.  Your  committee  conclude  that,  in  order  to 
be  consistent  and  uniform,  the  rule  should  be  express  and 
definite ;  and,  to  bring  about  this  uniformity,  they  beg  leave 
to  submit  the  following  resdution : — 

"JResolved,  by  the  delegates  of  the  annual  conferences  m 
General  Conference  asSiembled,  That  all  the  recommenda- 
tory part  of  the  second  division,  ninth  section,  and  fitst 
answer  of  our  form  of  Discipline,  after  the  word  'slavery,* 
be  stricken  ovU;,  and  the  following  words  inserted :  '  There- 
fore no  slaveholder  shall  be  eligible  to  any  official  station  in 
our  Church  hereafter  where  the  laws  of  the  state  in  which 
he  lives  will  admit  of  emancipation,  and  permit  the  liberated 
slave  to  enjoy  freedom.* " 

The  second  report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Book  Con- 
cern was  taken  up,  and  the  first  and  second  resolutions 
were  concurred  in. 

K.  B.  The  first  and  second  reports  of  the  Book  Goneen 
are  entered  here : — 

"  The  Committee  i^pmnted  to  examine  into  the  state  of 
the  Book  Concern,  after  receiving  such  information  on  the 
subject  as  tiiey  could  obtain,  beg  leave  to  offer  the  follow- 
ing report : — 

"  1.  It  appears,  from  an  estimate  presented  by  the  gen- 
eral book-steward,  which  he  represents  as  neo^sarily  im- 
perfect, that  the  whole  amount  of  stock  now  belonging  to 
the  Concern,  in  books,  debts,  dbc.,  is  about  $147,133  94; 
that,  after  deducting  the  sums  due  from  the  Concern,  and 
malting  allowances  for  bad  debts  and  for  damages  on  stock. 
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the  amotmt  of  the  capital  will  probably  be  about  180,000 ;        M«y  ml 
and  that,  notwithstannmjg  the  apparent  increase  of  the  capital  B^ortonBook 
dunng  four  years  past  to  the  last-mentioned  sum,  it  appears    uxmed. 
that  me  Concem,  owing  to  yarious  causes  which  have  been 
stated  to  the  conference,  is  at  present  somewhat  embar- 
rassed. 

"2,  For  the  purpose  of  placing  the  establishment  under 
better  r^ulations,  your  committee  propose  the  following 
resoluUons,  to  be  mcorporated  with  tnat  section  of  our  Dis- 
dpliiie  which  relates  to  the  piinting  and  circdaling  of 
boob: — 

"Reeolved,  1.  That  the  Book  Concem  be  continued  in 
Kew-York. 

"  2.  There  shall  be  one  editor  and  general  book-steward, 
and  an  assistant  to  act  under  his  durections,  both  of  whom 
Bhall  he  chosen  from  among  the  travelling  preachers,  and, 

Sr  yirtue  of  their  appointment,  shall  be  members  of  the 
ew-Toxk  Annual  Ccmference,  to  whom,  in  the  interval  of 
the  General  Conferences,  they  shall  be  responsible  for  their 
conduct  in  the  book  busmess ;  and  Uie  New- York  Confer- 
ence shall  have  power,  if  they  deem  it  necessary,  by  and  . 
with  the  advice  of  the  superintendent  and  Book  Committee, 
to  remove  either  of  them,  and,  in  case  of  removal,  death,  or 
resignation,  to  appomt  a  successor  to  act  until  the  succeed- 
ing General  Comerence. 

"The  fc^owin^  resolutions  are  reconunended  as  proper 
to  be  adopted  and  entered  upon  the  Journal  of  this  confer- 
ence:— 

''Besolved,  1.  That  no  higher  commisdons  shall  be  given 
to  booksellers  than  are  allowed  to  preachers,  and  that  any- 
thing to  the  contrary  oa  the  Journal  of  the  conference 
shall  be  expunged. 

"2,  That  each  annual  conference  in  the  United  States 
shall  be,  and  is  hereby  authorized  to  give  away  annuaUy 
of  unsaleable  books  to  any  amount  not  exceeding  $50. 

"Z.  That,  in  the  opinion  of  this  conference,  it  is  expedi- 
ent for  the  manafireis  of  the  Book  Concem  to  publish  more 
small  books  and  fewer  large  ones. 

"  4.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  book-stewards  to 
publish  an  edition  of  Mr.  Wesley's  *  Answer  to  Dr.  Taylor 
onOi^inal  Sin.' 

"  5.  That^  in  the  opinion  of  this  conference,  it  is  neces- 
sary and  expedient  to  publish  a  pedodical  woilc,  to  be  en« 
titled  The  Methodist  Missionary  Magazine. 

''6.  That  the  work  be  issued  ui  monthly  numbers  of 
forty  pages  each,  in  octavo  form,  and  twelve  numbers  shall 
make  a  volume. 

"  7.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  annual  conference 
to  appcMnt  a  committee  of  thi^ee,  who  shall  receive  com- 
nuuacataons  from  th^  brethren,  and  correepcmd  with  the 
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May  ML       editor  in  order  to  famish  him  with  materials  proper  for 

tinned.  "  8.  Your  Committee  have  been  presented  with  a  letter 

written  by  Mr.  Eastbum  to  Mr.  Griffin,  containing  con^* 
tions  on  which  he  proposes  to  o£kr  the  conference  the  right 
of  printing  and  selhng  Dr.  Adam  Clarke's  Commentaries  on 
the  Bible ;  but,  bdng  of  opinion  that  it  is  not  expedient  to 
purchase  the  work,  and  by  no  means  to  do  it  on  the  terms 
proposed,  they  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following : — 

** Resolved,  That,  in  the  judgment  of  this  conference,  it  is 
not  advisable  for  our  Book  Concern  to  purchase  or  under- 
take the  sale  of  Dr.  Clarke's  Commentary. 

"  9.  The  case  of  brother  Henry  Ryan  has  been  repre- 
sented to  your  committee,  in  which  it  appears  that,  during 
the  late  war,  while  he  and  the  preachers  on  his  district  were 
travelling  in  Upper  Canada,  they  were,  in  consequence  of 
the  pre^nailing  distress  and  scarcity,  reduced  to  the  unavoid- 
able necessity  of  supporting  themselves,  in  part,  by  means 
of  book-money,  or  of  leaving  the  work ;  that  they  there- 
fore expended  money  belonging  to  the  Book  Concern  to  the 
amount  of  more  than  t700 ;  and  that,  since  the  war,  they 
have  collected  and  refunded  all  that  sum  except  $227,  for 
which  sum  brother  Ryan  is  now  responsible.  Under  Uiese 
circumstances  it  is  recommended  that  this  conference  adopt 
the  following : — 

**  Resolved,  That  the  Book  Concern  shall  suffer  the  loss 
of  $227,  due  from  Henry  Ryan,  and  that  he  b  hereby  dis- 
charged from  his  obligation  to  pay  it. 

"  Lastly,  your  committee  recommend  that  this  confer- 
ence, if  they  can  find  it  practicable,  adopt,  in  their  wisdom, 
some  method  to  obtain  for  themselves  better  security  of  the 
property  belongmg  to  the  book  fund  than  that  which  they 
now  have." 

Second  report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Book  Con- 
cern. • 

"  1.  The  committee,  having  considered  the  subjects  on 
which  they  were  required  to  report,  beg  leave  to  say,  that 
they  deem  it  unnecessary  and  improper  for  the  agents  of 
the  Book  Concern  to  purchase  or  sell  Grammars  or  any 
other  school-books,  and  they  recommend  the  following  reso- 
lution : — 

''Resolved^  That  it  is  inexpedient  for  the  Grammar  of 
Mr.  Sutcliff  to  be  introduced  and  cu-culated  among  our 
books. 

"  2.  On  the  important  interests  of  the  book  fund,  your 
committee  are  of  opinion  that  the  present  state  of  the  Con- 
cern is  such  as  to  render  the  purchase  of  real  estate  im- 
practicable. They  therefore  recommend  the  following  reso- 
lution:— 

^  Resolved,  That  the  purchasing  of  a  printing  office,  4rc.,

William  Phoebus  moved,  that  the  word  "  connexion  "  be

Conference  proceeded  to  determine  the  salary  of  the

8.  Martindale  moved,  that  Thomas  Ware  be  allowed

Martin  Ruter  moved,  that  the  double  Hymn-Book  be  so 
revised  as  to  secure  the  copyright.     Carried. 

D.  Ostrander  moved,  that  it  be  so  revised  and  reduced 
as  to  put  the  two  books  into  one  volume.     Loet. 

Jolm  £mory  moved,  that  the  editor  and  general  book- 
steward,  and  his  assistant,  in  conjunction  vnth  the  Book 
Committee  at  New- York,  be  authorized  to  estimate  the 
sum  necessary  to  defray  the  necessary  expenses  of  the 
bishops' families,  for  which,  agreeably  to  such  estimate, 
they  shall  be  authorized  to  draw  on  the  editor  and  general 
bodL-steward.     Carried.

On  motion  of  brother  Cooper,  the  blank  was  ordered  to 
be  filled  up  with  eight  o'clock  A.  M.  and  ten  o'clock  P.  M. 

On  readun^  the  rules,  the  first,  second,  third,  fourth,  fifth, 
sixth,  seventh,  eighth,  ninth,  tenth,  eleventh,  and  twelfth 
were  adopted  without  amendment. 

Thirteenth.  Moved  by  brother  M'Combs,  that  the  rule 
be  amended  by  inserting  after  the  word  "  time"  the  words 
''  except  the  first  time,  which  shall  not  be  limited."    Lost. 

Moved  by  the  same,  that  the  rule  be  amended  by  insert- 
ing "  except  the  first  tune,"  after  which  he  shall  be  allowed 
half  an  hour.

The  fourteenth  rule  was  ordered  to  be  amended  by  in-

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Twenty-seventh  rule.    Moved,  that  H  be  amended  by        Mi^i 
adding  the  words,  "without  debate."     Carried,  and  the 
rule  was  then  adopted. 

Rule  twenty-eighth  was  adopted  without  amendment. 

Twenty -ninth  rule.  Moved  by  brother  Cooper,  to  amend 
it  by  striking  out  the  word  **  otherwise,"  and  inserting  the 
woid  "  so  "  between  the  words  **  shall  direct."    Carried. 

Moved  by  brother  Emory,  that  all  the  rule  after  the 
words  **  and  shall "  be  struck  out,  and  filled  up  with  the 
words  '*be  disposed  of  as  the  conference  may  direct." 
Carried. 

Brother  Cooper  proposed  another  amendment,  which  he

poposed  yest^day  being  under  consideration,  it  was  moved 
by  brother  Bangs,  and  seconded  by  brother  — ,  that  the

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further  consideration  of  the  rule  be  postponed  till  brothci

REPORT   OF  THB   COMMITTSB   ON   BPISOOPACT. 

The  committee  to  whom  was  referred  so  mu6h  of  Bishop  ^gg^^SL  ^* 
ITEendree's  address  as  relates  to  the  episcopacy,  beg  leave  sptoeopt^.  ^ 
to  report : — 

In  relation  to  the  first  branch  of  their  inquiry,  your  com- 
mittee, after  mature  deliberation,  ai^e  of  opmion  that  there 
has  been  no  act  in  the  administration  of  the  episcopacy 
personally,  since  the  last  General  Conference,  so  far  as  the 
Knowledge  or  information  of  your  committee  extends,  de- 
serving Uie  censure  of  this  conference.  On  the  contrary, 
your  committee  thmk  that  the  general  superintendents  are 
entitled  to  the  thanks  of  this  conference  for  their  patient 
and  persevering  efforts,  amid  numberless  toils  and  cares,  in 
promoting  the  great  and  j^d  cause  m  which  thev  have  been 
so  extensively  and  faithudly  engaged.  There  is  one  case, 
however,  in  which  the  episcopacy  may  be  indirectly  con- 
cerned, 80  far  as  they  may  be  deemed  responsible,  under 
onr  present  form  of  government,  for  the  administration  of 
their  agents,  the  presiding  elders,  which  your  committee 
conceive  it  their  duty  to  express  their  decided  disapproba- 
tion of,  as  a  manifest  violation  of  explicit  and  acknowfedged 
law.  It  is  the  case  of  a  preacher  continued  in  the  pastoral 
chaige  of  the  same  station  more  than  two  years  in  succes- 
ooD,  not  indeed  by  the  direction  of  the  episcopacy,  but 
Against  their  express  appointment. 

Your  cOTMnittee,  however,  forbear  to  press  this  case  at 
present,  from  a  hope  that  this  notice  of  it,  as  it  now  stands, 
ivill  be  sufficient,  and  will  aid  the  episcopacy,  of  whose  dis- 
position in  this  respect  your  committee  entertain  no  doubt, 
m  the  correction  of  it.  But  your  committee  are  decidedly 
of  opinion,  that  to  connive  at  such  acts,  in  favour  of  indi- 
^nal  preachers  or  societies,  and  much  more  to  permit  a 
repetition  of  them,  as  our  rules  now  are,  would  produce  ex- 
tensive dissatisfaction,  and  be  highly  injurious  to  our  itiner- 
ant system. 

In  relation  to  the  strengthening  of  the  episcopacy,  your 
committee  further  report,  that  they  have  regardcni  with 
deep  and  affectionate  concern  the  declining  health  and 
strwigth  of  our  senior  superintendent.  Worn  down  by 
loi^,  extensive,  and  faithful  labours  in  the  service  of  God 
and  the  Church,  your  committee  feel  a  solicitude,  which 
they  doubt  not  is  equally  felt  by  the  conference,  that  every 
practicable  provision  may  be  made  for  his  relief  and  com- 
fort; hoping  that  by  a  provident  forbearance  for  a  time 
from  his  ardttoias  labours  and  weighty  cares,  the  Church 
^y  yet,  at  some  future  period,  through  the  kindness  of  a 
gracious  providence,  have  the  benefit  of  his  very  desbrable 
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v^tt-      Berviees  and  ooonids.    l^ey  therefore  sabmit  thefdlowiiiff

U  is  doubtless  well-known  to  you  that  jour  case  wna 
fully  laid  before  us  at  our  last  session  in  this  city,  and  im- 
partiaJly  considered  in  the  presence  of  brothers  Blade  and 
Bennett,  who  were  sent  as  representatives  by  the  Britiah 
Conference ;  and  after  hearing  all  that  could  be  said  (m 
both  sides  of  the  question,  it  was  resolved  most  expedient^ 
among  other  reaaooa  because  we  und^'stood  it  viras  your 
earnest  desire,  to  continue  as  we  had  done  heretofore  our 
mimsterial  labodrs  amon^  you.  That  the  British  Confer* 
ence  might  be  fuUy  apprized  of  the  course  we  had  taken, 
an  address  was  sent  to  them,  stating  the  reasons  which  had 
durected  our  decision  in  relation  to  Canada,  and  requesting 
that  some  arrangements  might  be  made  for  an  amicable  ad- 
justment of  the  existing  difficulties.  To  this  conmiunicatian 
we  have  received  no  direct  answer.  Similar  communica- 
tions have  been  since  sent  by  Bishops  M'Kendree  and 
Geoive.  The  letter  sent,  by  Bishop  Oeoige  contuned  a 
full  development  of  the  affiurs  of  Canada,  but  neither  has 
an  answer  to  this  been  received. 

As  one  of  the  drcuits  has  petitioned  to  have  a  separate 
annual  conference  in  Canada,  this  subject  has  been  con- 
sidered, and  it  is  thought  to  be  inexpedient  for  the  present, 
because,  among  other  reasons,  it  mi^ht  prevent  that  inter- 
change of  preachers  so  very  desirable  and  so  essential  to 
your  prosperity. 

After  assuring  you  of  our  unabated  attachment  to  you 
as  a  branch  of  the  Church  over  which  we  are  caUed  in  the 
providence  of  God  to  extend  our  oversight,  and  of  our  de- 
termination, at  your  earnest  request  as  from  a  conscious- 
ness of  imperious  duty,  to  continue  to  afford  you  all  th^ 
ministerial  aid  in  our  power,  we  exhort  you  to  steadfastness 
in  the  faith,  to  unity  and  love,  and  to  perseverance  in  all 
holy  obedience.

gether with  the  crime  with  which  the  accused  is  charged, 
the  specification  or  specifications,  and  also  preserve  all  the 
documents  rdating  to  the  case ;  which  minutes  and  docu- 
ments, only,  in  case  of  an  appeal  from  the  decision  of  the 
annual  conference,  shall  be  presented  to  the  General  Con- 
ference in  evidence  in  the  case.  And  in  all  cases  when  an 
appeal  is  made  and  admitted  by  the  General  Conference, 
the  appellant  shall  either  state,  personally  or  by  representa- 
tive, who  shall  be  a  member  ot  conference,  the  ground  of 
his  appeal,  showing  cause  why  he  appeals,  and  he  shall  be 
allowcKl  to  make  his  defence  without  interruption;  after 
which  the  representatives  of  the  annual  conference,  from 
whose  decision  the  appeal  is  made,  shall  be  permitted  to 
respond  in  presence  of  the  appellant,  who  shall  have  the 
privilege  of  replying  to  such  representatives,  which  shall 
close  the  pleadmgs  on  both  sides.

and  naprodiictive,  the  net  and  real  Talne  of  the  stock  is 
considerably  less  than  the  estimated  amount  renresenta  it  ti» 
be ;  abd  we  recommend  that  in  all  fiiture  exhiuts  and  esti*' 
mates  there  be  such  a  per  centam  deducted  from  the  gvosi 
WDoipal  amount,  and  such  an  aUowanee  for  bad  and  doubt* 
fill  debts  and  for  unproductive  stock,  of  little  worth,  Ass.,  as 
iriH  exhibit  aa  ettimate  of  the  real  vahie  of  capital,  lUMi  no 
vore. 

4,  We  are  of  opimon  that  the  heavy  debt  against  the 
Canoem  should  be  reduced  as  fast  and  as  mcudi  as  is  possi* 
bly  con»patible  with  the  safety  and  interest  oi  the  bumcsa; 
SM  the  cnt-staodiog  debts  be  epUected  in,  m  order  to  which 
the  bishops,  the  presiding  elders,  and  every  preacher,  and 
avccy  book  copmittae  am  aamal  conference  should  avert 
(heir  influenceu  And  the  c^tal  stock  should  not  be  much* 
if  any*  increased :  the  old,  unproductive  stock  [^o«ild  be 
disposed  of  upon  such  terms  as  are  within  the  ag«its'  power, 
either  by  exchange  or  reduced  prices ;  or  given  away^ 

5.  We  are  also  of  opinion  that  the  Book  Concern  should 
be  put  upon  a  more  safe  establishment  for  its  l^al  security 
to  the  connexion,  and  that  the  agents  should  oe  under  a 
mcH-e  definite  and  legal  responaluSty  to  the  General  Con- 
ference for  the  faithful  discharge  of  their  duties  and  trusts. 
The  committee  is  apprized  of  the  difficulties  attendant  on 
introducing  changes,  or  improvements,  or  departures  from 
old  habits  or  customs.  Therefore  we  shall  only  pr<^>ose  at 
present  the  few  following  resolutions,  viz. : —

•onttmied        scrted:   "Any  travelling  preacher  who  may  publish  an^ 
work  or  book  of  his  own,  shall  do  it  on  his  own  responsi- 
bility, and  he  shall  be  amenable  to  the  conference  for  any 
obnoxioas  matter  or  doctrine  therein  contained."

hundred ;  but  the  agents  shall  not  publish  any  works  or 
books  on  their  own  account  Every  work  or  book  pab- 
lished  by  the  asents  shall  be  for  the  benefit  of  the  con- 
nexion, and  shafi  be  subject  to  the  inspection  of  the  Book 
Committee. 

Raolved,  d^c,  5.  That  the  agents  are  hereby  instructed 
not  to  increase  nor  to  retain  on  hand  an  unproductive,  im- 
profitable  stock ;  and  they  are  also  instructed  to  liquidate 
and  discharge  the  heavy  debts  against  the  Concern  as  soon 
as  they  possibly  can  consistently  with  the  true  interests  of 
the  Concern ;  and  also  to  press  the  collection  of  debts  due 
to  the  Concern.

Tork  and  Cinciniiati  be  authoriied  to  estimate,  from  jear 
to  year,  the  amowit  necessary  for  the  support  of  the  book- 
agents,  in  addition  to  what  is  allowed  by  the  Discipline  to 
preachers  as  quiuterage,  and  the  amount  shall  be  paid  out

REPORT  OF  TBS  COMMTTrBB  ON  TBS  ITIKBRAVOT. 

B«port  or  the      The  committee  appointed  to  take  into  consideration  the 
g^l^;^  ^  atate  of  the  itinerancy,  after  mature  deliberatioD  on  the 
several  subjects  referred  to  them,  beg  leave  to  report : — 

1.  That  i^ter  availing  themselves  ti  such  informatun  as 
tlM7  could  obtain,  they  are  prepared  to  state  that,  for  the 
most  part,  the  annual  conferences  oonroborate  the  wiahaa 
of  the  General  Conference  and  bbhops ;  but  in  some  in- 
stances it  was  found  that  the  young  preachers  have  not 
been  furnished  with  the  course  of  study  contemplated  in  the 
book  of  Discipline ;  and  from  the  Joumala  of  the  Tennes- 
see and  Kentucky  Conferences  there  appear  to  have  be«B 
irregularities  and  errors  m  the  prooeedmgs  on  the  case  of 
Baraabas  M'Henry. 

2.  That  our  circuits  are,  in  general,  well  adapted  to  the 
convenience  and  moral  improvement  of  our  people.  In 
some  inatances  they  may  be  too  small,  but  frequently  too 
large  to  admit  of  the  full  dischaige  of  all  our  pastoral 
duties. 

8.  In  regard  to  public  worship  and  the  administration  of 
the  ordinances,  it  app^&fs  there  is  great  want  of  uniformity. 
The  reading  of  the  Scriptures,  the  Lord's  prayer,  and  the 
apostolic  benediction  are  frequently  omitted ;  and  in  the  ad- 
ministration of  the  ordinances  some  use  the  form  in  the 
Discipline,  some  mutilate  it,  and  others  wholly  neelect  it. 

4.  Though  tha«  does  not  appear  any  remanable  de- 
ficiency in  the  discharge  of  duty,  as  pastors  and  teaohefls> 
so  far  aa  relates  to  preaching  and  class-meetings,  yet  there 
is  a' partial  inattention  to  claM-meetings,  and,  in  most  plaoes, 
4  total  neglect  of  the  bands.  Pastoral  duties,  also,  un  pt^ 
moting  ffmiily  religion  and  instructing  the  children,  have 
not  been  so  constantly  attended  to  as  the  interests  of  the 
Church  require.  It  is  the  opinion  of  your  committee  thni 
these  omissions  are  owing  sometimes  to  the  great  extent  ef 
the  circuit  and  scattered  state  of  the  population ;  in 
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€aseB  to  tlie  wast  of  tyfttam;  bni  it  is  foared  in  oikan  the        m^ml 
want  of  that  engagedness  in  the  diaoharae  of  ministerial 
duties  whidi  bc^msa  us  as  ministers  of  the  gospel  of 
Christ: 

5.  Yoar  committee  farther  state  that,  with  regard  to 
raising  the  necessary  supplies  for  the  preachers,  there  is 
jrreat  deficiency.  The  tfU)le  expenses  are  partially  supplied 
m  some  places,  and  in  others  not  -at  alL  There  are  also 
great  deficiencies  in  the  collections  for  qivurteiage. 

It  i4)pears  that  these  deficiencies  arise  from  the  want  of 
due  attention  to  and  proper  application  of  the  system  made 
and  provided  by  the  General  Conference  on  those  subiects. 
But^  as  most  of  the  subjects  embraced  m  the  general  duties 
of  this  committee  have  been  referred  to  other  committees, 
^ey  think  it  unnecessary  to  ofier  any  resolution  on  those 
attl:^t8  and  matters.  Nevertheless  they  beg  leave  te 
i^oommend  the  following: — 

Me9olved^  by  the  delegates  of  the  annual  conferences  in 
General  Conference  assembled,  1.  That  the  superintending 
preachers  be  instructed  so  to  lay  out  their  work  that  there 
may  be  sufficient  time  aUowed  eadi  preacher  for  the  faiUi- 
ful  and  extensive  discharge  of  all  his  pastoral  duties  in  pro- 
moting family  reli^on  and  instructing  the  children. 

Bewlved,  6sc.,  2.  That  all  our  preachefs  observe  that 
order  of  public  worship  pointed  out  in  the  twenty-third  sec* 
tloD  of  our  form  of  Discipline,  and  that  in  administering  the 
ordinances^  and  in  the  service  of  the  burial  of  the  dead,  they 
invariably  use  the  form  of  Discipline,  and  in  dismissing  the 
coDgregation  the  apostolic  benediction ;  and  that  they  attend 
nnik>rmly  to  the  order  pointed  out  in  the  first  chapter, 
twenty-fourth  section,  of  our  form  of  Discipline,  m  r^^ard 
to  singing  the  pruses  of  God  in  our  congregations.

In  reference  to  the  motion  referred  to  your  committee  to 
take  into  consideration  the  expediency  of  making  it  the  duty 
of  the  annual  conferences  to  give  a  travelling  preadier» 
when  dropped,  a  certificate  of  his  moral  character,  dbc, 
they  are  <^  opinion  that  it  does  not  come  within  the  range 
of  Uieir  duty ;  the;^  have  therefore  declined  making  or  sub- 
mitting any  resolution  on  that  subject.  Also  in  reference  to 
the  motion  on  the  subject  of  having  class  papers  or  books 
printed  at  the  Book  Ro(»n,  your  committee  are  of  opiaion 
that  this  subject  is  not  of  siuScient  importance  to  be  taken 
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up  and  acted  upon  by  the  General  Conference.    AH  of 
which  is  respectfully  submitted.

Bishop  ITKendree  took  the  chahr, 
and  opened  the  coiaerence  by.  reading,  nnging,  and  prayer. 

Rev.  John  Emory  was  appointed  secretary  pro  tern. 

The  delegates  from  the  several  annual  conferences  hav- 
ing given  in  their  certificates,  it  appeared  that  a  quomm 
was  present. 

Rev.  Martin  Rnter  was  then  nominated  and  dected  stcre- 
taiT  of  the  conference. 

Bishop  MlCendree  addressed  a  few  remaiks  to  the  con- 
ference on  tiie  spiritual  prosperity  of  the  Church,  and  re- 
tired. 

Bishop  Oeorge  took  the  chair,  and  the  conference  pro- 
ceeded to  busmess. 

Moved  by  8.  G.  Roszel,  and  seconded  by  D.  Young,  that 
a  committee  be  appointed  from  the  chah*,  consisting  of  one 
member  from  each  annual  conference,  to  prepare  a  sjrstem 
of  rules  for  the  ^vemment  of  this  conference,  who  shall 
report.

J.  B.  Finley  moved,  seconded  by  A.  Hemphill,  that  in 
the  appointment  of  the  Committee  cm  the  Itinerancy,  the 
delegrates  from  each  annual  conference  be  permitted  to 
appoint  one  from  their  own  number.

The  motion  pre- 
vailed. 

A  motion  was  made  by  J.  B.  Finley  for  adjournment, 
which  did  not  prevail. 

Lawrence  M'Combs  moved,  and  Laban  Clark  seconded, 
that  there  be  a  committee  on  the  Book  Concern,  consisting 
of  five  members,  to  be  appointed  by  the  chair. 

Samuel  Luckey  called  tor  a  division  of  the  question,  and 
the  first  member  of  it,  namely,  that  such  a  committee  shall 
be  appointed,  was  adopted. 

It  was  then  moved  to  strike  out  the  number  five ;  and  the 
motion  was  lost. 

The  question  was  then  taken  on  the  last  part  of  the 
original  motion,  and  carried. 

It  was  then  voted,  on  motion,  that  there  should  be 
preaching  in  the  new  church  at  three  o'clock  P.  M.  and  at 
half-past  seven,  and  likewise  at  half-past  seven  in  the  old 
church.

CoDference  met,  according  to  adjournment,  and  was 
opened  by  Bishop  George  with  the  customary  exercises.

It  was  ordered  that  the  rules  adopted  for  the  govern- 
ment of  the  General  Conference  of  1824  be  read ;  and  they 
were  read  accordingly  by  the  secretary. 

A  communication  from  the  superintendents  to  the  con- 
ference was  likewise  read,  giving  a  general  view  of  the  state 
of  the  Church  and  tho  prospects  before  us,  and  recom- 
mending some  important  measures  for  consideration ;  and, 
on  motion  of  J.  Emory,  it  was  ordered  that  it  be  laid  on  the 
table. 

On  motion  of  Laban  Clark,  William  Lambden  was  added 
to  the  committee  for  superintending  the  appointments  for 
public  preaching. 

John  Dew  was  nominated  and  elected  as  assistant  secre- 
tary. 

The  committee  appointed  to  prepare  rules  for  the  govern- 
ment of  the  conference  reported. 

S.  G.  Roszel  moved  that  their  report  be  recommitted. 
Lost. 

William  Lambden  moved,  that  the  rules  reported  by  the 
committee  be  adopted  in  a  mass.  The  motion  did  not 
prevail. 

lAwrence  M'Combs  moved,  seconded  by*  Wm.  Capers, 
that  the  conference  now  take  up  the  report,  and  act  upon 
each  article  separately  in  its  order.

4.  He  shall  appoint  all  the  committees  not  otherwise 
specially  ordered  by  the  conference ;  but  any  member  may 
decline  serving  on  more  than  two  committees  at  the  same 
time. 

5.  All  motions  or  resolutions  introduced  by  any  member 
shall  be  reduced  to  writing,  if  the  president  secretary,  or 
any  two  members  request  it. 

'  6.  When  a  motion  or  resolution  is  made  and  seconded, 
and  is  read  by  the  secretary  or  stated  by  the  president,  it 
shall  be  deemed  in  the  possession  of  the  conference,  but 
may  be  withdrawn  by  the  mover  at  any  time  before  decision 
or  amendment.

N.  Bangs,  with  permission,  made  several  remarks  in  re- 
lation to  our  Sunday  schools,  their  importance,  &c.

School  Union  to  the  conference  was  then  presented  and 
read,  accompanied  with  an  address  from  their  agent ;  and  it 
was  resolved,  on  motion,  that  this  memorial  and  address  be 
referred  to  the  Conmiittee  on  Sunday  Schools  and  Tract 
Societies. 

Petitions,  memorials,  &c.,  from  Wayne  Cirouit^  Ohio, 
from  local  preachers  in  Erie  District,  from  members  on 
Queen  Ann's  Circuit,  Maryland,  and  from  Norfolk  Dbtrict 
Conference,  were  severally  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Petitions  and  Memorials. 

Petitions  from  sundry  members  in  the  bend  of  Cumber- 
land River ;  from  the  Rev.  T.  L.  Douglass,  in  behalf  of  the 
Tennessee  Annual  Conference ;  from  members  on  Christian 
Circuit ;  from  members  from  Fountainhead  and  Goose  Creek 
Circuits,  were  severally  referred  to  the  Committee  on  the 
Boimdaries  of  the  Conferences. 

A  communication,  accompanying  the  memorial  of  the 
local  preachers  of  Erie  District,  signed  by  the  travelling 
preachers  of  said  district,  was  read,  and  D.  Young  moved 
that  it  be  laid  on  the  table  ;  which  motion  was  withdrawn, 
but  was  renewed  by  John  Lindsey ;  and  the  question  being 
put,  it  was  decided  in  the  affirmative.

The  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  the  Itinerancy  made 
a  report  of  so  much  of  the  business  referred  to  them  as  re- 
lates to  the  appointment  of  a  representative  to  the  Britbh 
Conference ;  which  repoit  was,  on  motion,  laid  on  the  table. 

The  Committee  on  Elections  and  Privileges  reported, 
and  their  report  was,  on  motion,  laid  on  the  table. 

D.  Ostrander  moved,  that  the  rules  and  orders  of  the 
conference  be  so  far  dispensed  with  as  to  proceed  in  hearing 
the  appeal  of  Joshua  Randall ;  and  the  motion  was  decide 
in  the  affirmative.

The  part  of  the  Journal  of  the  New-England  Conference 
relating  to  the  dedsion  from  which  Joshua  Randall  had  ap- 
pealed, was  then  read,  from  which  it  appeared  that  in  June, 
1826,  he  had  been  expelled  from  the  Church,  upon  a  charge 
of  holding  and  disseminating  doctrines  contrary  to  our  arti- 
cles of  religion;  which  charge  contained  Uie  following 
specifications,  viz. : — 
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1.  In  denying  tbat  the  transgressions  of  the  law,  u>  which         if«7  T. 
we  are  all  peisonally  responsible,  have  had  any  atonement  ^J^'n^d.*^ 
made  for  them  by  Christ. 

2.  Maiiitainmg  that  the  infinite  claims  of  justice  upon  the 
transgressor  of  the  divine  law  may,  upon  the  condition  of 
mere  acts  of  the  transgressor  himself,  be  relinquished, 
given  up,  and  the  transgressor  pardoned  without  an  atone- 
uu>nt. 

The  proceedings  of  the  New-England  Conference  upcm 
bis  case  were  then  read,  and  brother  Randall,  being  present, 
was  permitted  to  make  his  defence. 

After  having  gone  through  with  his  defence,  he  was  re- 
sponded to  by  Wilbur  Fisk ;  and  then,  on  motion,  it  was 
resolved  that  the  conference  have  a  recess  of  ten  minutes, 
after  which  the  members  were  called  to  order. 

Bishop  Roberts  being  in  the  chair,  T.  Merritt  stated  that 
the  subject  had  been  brought  so  fully  before  the  Confer- 
ence  by  his  colleague,  that  he  should  forbear  to  make  some 
remarks  which  he  had  intended  to  make  in  relation  to  it 

J.  Randall  added  a  few  remarks,  in  which  he  said  he  con- 
sidered the  case  as  having  been  fairly  represented,  and  that 
be  had  nothing  in  particular  to  add.  The  pleadings  on 
both  sides  being  closed,  the  appellant  retired,  and  the  con- 
ference proceeded  to  make  a  decision. 

N.  Bangs  moved,  seconded  by  S.  Luckey,  that  the  de- 
cision o(  the  New-England  Conference  in  the  case  of  Joshua 
Randall  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  affirmed. 

John  Dew  and  Wyatt  Chamberlam  requested  to  be,  and 
were  excused  from  voting. 

The  time  for  adioumment  having  nearly  arrived,  it  was, 
on  motion,  resolved  that  the  term  of  session  be  extended 
ten  minutes  longer.  The  question  was  then  taken  on  the 
motion  by  a  rising  vote,  and  decided  in  the  affirmative — 
one  hundred  and  sixty-four  voting  in  favour  of  the  motion 
and  one  against  it.

ton's representatives,  so  far  as  to  see  that  the  appeal  should 
be  legally  brought  before  the  conference. 

Bishop  Soule  then  gave  the  opinion  of  the  chair,  that 
brother  Houston  was  legally  represented  before  this  confer- 
ence. 

The  extract  of  the  Journal  of  the  Baltimore  Conferenee 
relating  to  this  ca^  was  then  retul,  and  afterward  the 
second  reading  of  brother  Houston's  letter  was  caUed  for; 
and  it  was  read  accordingly. 

Brother  J.  Emory  opened  the  case  of  the  appeal  by  some 
remarks,  and  then  brothers  S.  G.  Roszel  and  Joshua  Welb 
responded  on  the  part  of  the  Baltimore  Oonferenee. 
Brother  Asa  Bhinn  concluded  by  some  remarks  on  the 
defence  of  the  appellant. 

Brother  N.  Bangs  moved,  and  M.  Lindsey  seconded,  that 
that  part  of  the  decision  of  the  Baltimore  Annual  Coofer- 
ence  by  which  Wm.  Houston  was  located  without  his  con- 
sent be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  reversed.

Conference  convened,  and  was  opened  in  the  customary 
manner.  Bishop  Roberts  in  the  chair. 

The  Journal  of  yesterday  was  read,  after  which  Bishop 
Soule  took  the  chair. 

Reports  of  committees  were  called  for. 

L.  Clark,  from  the  Committee  on  the  Boundaries  of  the 
Annual  Conferences,  reported,  which  report  bein^  under 
consideration,  Robert  Paine  moved,  and  the  motion  was 
seconded,  that  the  report  be  so  amended  as  to  make  the 
line  between  the  states  of  Kentucky  and  Tennessee,  com- 
monly called  Walker's  line,  the  line  between  it  and  Tennes- 
see Conference.

ence.

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N.  Bangs,  from  the  Committee  on  Missions,  reported  that 
the  comnuttee  requested  to  be  discharged  from  the  further 
consideration  of  the  petition  of  James  Gilnith,  and  that  the 
petitioner  have  leave  to  withdraw  his  petition.  The  request 
of  the  committee  was,  on  motion,  granted. 

D.  Ostrander,  from  the  Committee  on  Itinerancy,  made  a 
report  on  so  much  of  the  business  committed  to  that  com- 
mittee as  relates  to  the  too  frequent  locations  of  travel- 
ling preachers.  The  report  was,  on  motion,  laid  on  the 
table. 

L.  Clark,  from  the  Committee  on  Sunday  Schools  and 
Tract  Societies,  reported. 

It  was  moved  and  seconded  that  the  report  lie  on  t|^e 
table.     The  motion  prevailed. 

J.  B.  Stratton,  from  the  Committee  on  Local  Preachers, 
made  a  report,  which  was,  on  motion,  laid  on  the  table. 

Joseph  A.  Merrill,  from  the  Committee  on  Churches  and 
Parsonages,  made  a  report,  and  it  was  moved  and  carried 
that  the  report  lie  on  the  table. 

The  appeal  of  Joseph  Crawford  from  a  decision  of  the 
New- York  Conference  was  noticed  by  D.  Ostrander ;  and  it 
was  voted,  on  motion  of  D.  Ostrander,  seconded  by  P.  P. 
Sandford,  that  it  be  made  the  order  of  the  day  for  next 
Tuesday. 

John  Dew  moved,  Wm.  Capers  seconded,  that  the  rules 
of  this  conference  be  so  amended  that  in  future  the  hours 
of  meeting  and  adjournment  be  as  follows :  Hours  of  meet- 
ing, eight  o'clock  A.  M.  and  half-past  two  o'clock  P.  M. ; 
and  time  of  adjournment  at  twelve  o'clock  noon,  and  at 
half-past  five  P.  M.  The  motion  was  decided  in  the

It  was  voted,  on  motion,  that  the  order  of  the  day  be 
dispensed  with,  and  that  the  conference  will  now  proceed 
in  the  consideration  of  D.  B.  Dorsey's  appeal. 

The  Journal  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Baltimore  Annual 
Conference  for  1828,  in  the  case  of  said  Dennis  B.  Dorsey, 
was  then  read  by  the  secretary  of  that  conference,  by  which 
it  appeared  that  in  the  report  of  a  committee  on  his  case 
he  bad  been  charged  with  having  treated  with  contempt  a 
resolution  of  the  Baltimore  Conference  by  continuing  to 
circulate  the  "  Mutual  Rights  "  and  the  "  History  and  Mys- 
tery of  Methodist  Episcopacy,  by  A.  M'Caine,"  and  also 
charged  with  having  officiously  interfered  with  the  adminis- 
tration of  the  Discipline  in  the  city  of  Baltimore,  throwing 
out  insinuations  of  a  defamatory  character  against  the 
preacher  in  charge  in  that  place;  that,  being  adjudged 
guilty  on  the  charges  alleged  against  him,  he  had  been 
expelled  from  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church ;  and  that 
from  this  decision,  by  which  he  had  been  expelled,  he  ap- 
pealed to  the  conference. 
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The  written  communication  on  his  caM  was  read  by  his        mf  u 
representative,  with  some  accompanying  remarks. 

The  deleiration  of  the  Baltimore  Annual  Conference  re-  BeeponMoftiM 

sponded.  BJ5imo«d.i- 

Thei^presentative  of  brother-Dorsey  commenced  a  reply, 
and  made  some  preliminary  remarks. 

The  conference  at  his  request,  on  motion,  adjourned. 

Wednesday  Afternoon. 

At  half-past  two  o'clock  conference  assembled,  and  was 
opened  in  the  usual  manner.  Bishop  George  in  the, 
chair. 

The  Journal  of  the  morning  was  read  and  amended,  after 
which  Bishop  Roberts  took  the  chair. 

The  appeal  of  Denub  B.  Dorsey  being  still  under  con- 
sideration, his  representative  proceeded  to  finish  his  reply, 
which  he  had  commenced  in  the  former  part  of  the  aay. 
This  being  done,  the  pleadings  were  declared  to  be  finished. . 

John  Early  moved,  and  ^muel  Hodges  seconded,  that  ^^P'^  ^ 
the  following  resolution  be  ad6pted,  viz. : — 

Besolved,  &c..  That  the  decision  of  the  Baltimore  Annual 
Conference  of  1828,  expelling  Dennis  B.  Dorsey  from  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  be,  and  the  same  is,  hereby 
affirmed. 

D.  Ostrander  moved,  and  the  motion  was  seconded,  that 
the  resolution  be  laid  on  the  table. 

Before  the  question  was  taken  on  the  motion  for  laying 
the  resolution  on  the  table,  the  conference  adjourned. 
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Conference  assembled,  and  was  opened  by  reading,  sing- 
ing, and  prayer,  Bbhop  Roberts  in  the  chair. 

The  Journal  of  yesterday  afternoon  was  read. 

Reports  of  committees  were  called  for. 

N.  Bangs,  from  the  Committee  on  Missions,  reported,  and 
the  report  was,  on  motion,  laid  on  the  table. 

J.  Emory,  from  the  Committee  on  Petitions  and  Memo- 
rials, requested  that  the  committee  might  be  discharged 
from  the  further  consideration  of  so  much  of  the  communi- 
cation referred  to  them  as  relates  to  the  trial  of  members, 
and  that  so  much  of  said  papers  be  referred  to  the  com- 
mittee appomted  for  that  purpose.  This  request  was,  on 
motion,  granted. 

J.  Emory,  as  chairman  of  said  Committee  on  Petitions,  J.  Emory'*  r»- 
&C.,  requested  leave,  after  this  morning's  session,  to  be  absent    *'°**" 
from  the  sittings  of  the  conference  at  his  discretion,  in  order 
to  the  better  discharge  of  his  duty  on  that  committee,  with 
the  understandii^  that  he  will  be  present  on  any  occasion 
when  desired.    This  was,  on  motion,  granted. 
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S.  G.  Roszel,  from  the  Committee  On  Episcopacy,  re- 
ported on  so  much  of  the  business  referred  to  them  as 
relates  to  the  communication  of  Bishop  Hedding.  The  re- 
port was  considered. 

J.  Davis,  from  the  Committee  on  Expenses  of  the  Dele- 
gates, made  a  report,  which  was,  on  motion,  laid  on  tli<; 
table. 

Petitions  were  called  for. 

A  petition  was  presented  from  sundry  preachers  and 
brethren  in  Mercer  Circuit,  which  was,  on  motion,  referred 
to  the  committee  on  the  petitions  of  James  Bailey  and 
others. 

J.  Emory  moved,  'and  the  motion  was  seconded,  that 
after  to-morrow  morning  the  call  for  petitions  and  memo- 
rials shall  be  dispensed  with.     The  motion  was  adopted. 

Wm.  Capers  moved,  L.  Pierce  seconded,  1 .  That  the  Com- 
mittee on  the  Book  Concern  be  instructed  to  obtain  from 
the  agents,  if  practicable,  a  statement  of  the  sums  which 
have  been  paid  out  of  the  Concern  to  defray  the  travelling 
expenses  of  the  agents  during  the  last  four  years,  so  as  to 
show  by  whom  the  expense  was  incurred,  in  what  particular 
year,  and  on  what  official  business,  and  report  thereon. 

2.  That  said  committee  be  instructed  to  ascertain,  if 
practicable,  what  number  of  persons  have  been  employed 
in  the  Concern  yearly,  and  what  have  been  the  separate 
salaries  of  such  persons  so  employed  from  year  to  year,  and 
report  thereon.  The  question  bemg  taken  on  this  motion,' it 
was  decided  in  the  negative. 

The  appeal  of  Dennis  B.  Dorsey  was  then,  on  motion, 
called  for,  and  the  discussion  on  that  subject  was  re- 
sumed. 

W.  Fisk  having  occupied  the  floor  during  6fteen  minutes, 
leave  was,  on  motion  of  6.  M.  Drake,  granted  him  to  pro- 
ceed. The  same  liberty  was  granted  to  brother  Fisk  a 
second  time,  after  which  he  finished  his  remarks. 

J.  Emory,  having  occupied  the  floor  for  fifteen  minutes, 
was,  on  motion,  permitted  to  proceed. 

N.  Bangs  moved,  and  the  motion  was  seconded,  to  amend 
the  resolution  in  question ;  but  he  subsequently  withdrew 
his  motion. 

N.  Bangs  requested  to  be  excused  from  voting  on  the 
question ;  but  his  request,  being  voted  on,  was  not  granted. 

The  question  was  then  taken  on  the  resolution  as  ofiered 
by  John  Early,  and  decided  in  the  affirmative. 

A.  Munroe  moved,  and  it  was  seconded,  that  the  session 
be  extended  half  an  hour  beyond  the  usual  time  of  adjourn- 
ment.    The  motion  was  decided  in  the  affirmative. 

J.  Emory  submitted  for  the  consideration  of  the  confer- 
ence the  following  preamble  and  resolutions,  which  were 
read: — 
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Whereas,  under  a  painful  sense  of  oflScial  duty,  the  de- 
cision of  the  Baltimore  Annual  Conference  in  the  case  of 
Dennis  B.  Dorsey  has  been  affirmed  by  this  General  Con- 
ference ;  And  whereas  an  unhappy  and  pernicious  excite- 
ment has  been  produced  in  some  parts  of  our  work  by  the 
representations  contained  in  a  certain  periodical  publication 
which  the  said  Dennis  B.  Dorsey  was  engaged  in  circulat- 
ing, and  persisted  in  circulating,  against  the  judgment  of 
the  conference  of  which  he  was  a  member,  and  in  violation, 
as  they  conceive,  of  his  obligations  as  a  Christian  mmis- 
ter,  and  of  hb  associate  obli^tions  as  a  minister  of  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  m  regard  to  the  character  of 
the  matter  contained  in  the  said  publication,  and  in  others, 
circulated  by  the  said  D.  B.  Dorsey ;  And  whereas  this 
General  Conference  is  desirous  of  guarding  against  any 
misunderstanding  or  misrepresentation  of  the  grounds  of  this 
decision,  and  of  affording  at  the  same  time  a  safe  and  equita- 
ble basis  for  the  future  peace  and  harmony  of  the  Church, 
and  of  giving  demonstration  to  the  beloved  people  of  our 
charge  that,  as  affectionate  pastors,  who  sincerely  care  for 
the  flock,  we  desire  not  to  extend  the  severities  even  of  a 
just  dbcipline  beyond  sdch  examples  as  may  have  been 
judged  necessary  for  its  sound  and  salutary  maintenance  ; 
dierefore  be  it 

Resolved,  by  the  delegates  of  the  annual  conferences  in 
General  Conference  assembled,  1.  That  no  act  or  decision 
of  this  General  Conference  is  mtended,  or  can  justly  be  so 
construed,  as  to  deny  to  any  minister  or  member  of  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church  any  liberty  of  speech  or  of 
the  press  which  shall  be  consistent  with  our  moral  obli- 
gations as  Christians,  and  with  our  own  existmg  rules  and 
associate  obligations  as  Methodists  and  Methodist  ministers ; 
and  that  any  representation  or  construction  to  the  contrary 
will,  in  our  judgment,  be  a  violation  of  truth  and  righte- 
ousness. 

Resolved,  <fec.,  2.  That  the  rule  in  our  discipline,  chapter 
two,  section  seven,  question  first,  and  answer  third,  was  not 
intended  in  any  sense  inconsistent  with  the  above  resolution, 
being  designed  solely  to  guard  against  any  mischievous  and 
false  brethren  who  may  ungratefimy  avail  themselves  of  their 
place  in  the  bosom  of  the  Church  to  endeavour  to  sow 
dissensfons  by  inveighing  against  our  doctrines  or  discipline. 

Resolved,  kc,  3.  That  we  do  hereby  most  affectionately 
advise  and  exhort  any  of  our  brethren  who  may  be  con- 
cerned in  this  advice  to  desist  in  future  from  patronizing 
and  circulating  such  publications ;  and  also,  by  all  the  sacred 
and  tender  ties  which  bind  us  together  as  ChrisUans  and 
as  Methodists,  we  entreat  our  friends  to  discountenance  an^ 
one  who  will  persist  in  such  decisive  and  destructive  prac- 
tices.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  EPISCOPACY  TO  WHOM  THE 
LETTER  OF  THE  REV.  E.  BEDDING  TO  THE  GENERAL  CON- 
FERENCE   WAS   REFERRED.  ' 

The  Committee  on  the  Episcopacy  to  whom  the  letter  omo  of  Bisbop 
of  the  Rev.  E.  Redding  to  the  General  Conference  was  Heddiiig  in  re- 
referred,  submit  the  following : — 

An  article  having  appeared  in  the  '*  Mutual  Rights,"  over 
the  signature  of  '*  Timothy,"  purporting  to  be  an  address  to 
the  junior  bishop,  £.  Hedding,  in  relation  to  an  address  de- 
livered by  the  bishop  to  the  members  of  the  Pittsburgh 
Annual  Conference,  in  August,  1826,  which  the  bishop 
considered  unjust,  a  misrepresentation  throughout,  and  a 
base  slander  upon  his  character,  as  he  declared  in  a  note  to 
the  editor  of  said  '*  Mutual  Rights,"  which  note  was  pub- 
lished in  the  periodical ;  and  several  anonymous  certificates 
having  also  been  published  in  said  "Mutual  Rights "  justi- 
fying the  representation  of  "  Timothy,"  and  of  course  con- 
tradicting the  contents  of  the  bishop's  note. 

These  various  circumstances  the  bishop  conceived  had 
already  operated  to  his  injury  and  might  so  operate  in 
future,  and  he  therefore  thought  himself  called  upon  to  lay 
the  matter  before  the  General  Conference.  This  he  did  in 
a  written  commimication,  which,  after  being  read  before  the 
conference,  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Episcopacy. 
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That  committee,  having  taken  the  same  into  consideratioii, 
resolved  Xo  procure  a  meeting  between  the  bishop  and  the 
delegates  of  the  Pittsburgh  Annual  Conference  m  the  pres- 
ence of  the  committee  and  in  presence  of  the  writer  of  the 
article  signed  **  Timothy/'  in  order,  as  far  as  possible,  to 
ascertain  the  character  of  the  address  delivered  by  the 
bishop  to  the  Pittsburgh  Conference. 

The  plan  pursued  to  obtain  this  object  was,  for  the  mem- 
bers of  the  said  delegation  severaUy,  first  to  state  their  rec- 
ollections of  that  address,  then  to  answer  the  questions  pro- 
posed to  them  on  the  subject. 

After  all  these  delegates  had  thus  communicated  to  the 
committee  their  recollections,  a  paper  was  read  containins^ 
an  accurate  outline  of  the  address  by  the  bishop  as  he  had 
been  able  to  make  it  out  from  his  own  recollection.  The 
recollections  of  the  delegalion  from  Pitteburgh  Annual 
Conference  and  of  Bishop  Redding  were  not  only  substan- 
tially, but,  in  a  remarkable  degree,  circumstantially  con- 
current. 

The  bishop  then  pointed  out  the  injustice,  misrepresenta- 
tion, and  slander  of  his  character  which  he  considered  as 
pervading  the  address  signed  "  Timothy ;"  after  which  the 
author  of  that  article,  havinfir  been  permitted  to  address  the 
committee,  acknowledged  that  in  not  properly  dbtinguiri^ 
ing  in  two  instances,  he  had  done  injustice,  giving  the  gene- 
ral character  of  the  bishop's  address;  tl^t  some  of  the 
inferences  he  had  drawn  were  unjust,  and  that  as  hb  prem- 
ises were  incorrect,  all  the  inferences  drawn  from  them  might 
be  erroneous. 

Your  committee  beg  leave  therefore  to  declare,  as  the 
result  of  their  investigation  in  this  matter,  that  they  om- 
sider  the  view  presented  in  the  bishop's  note  to  the  editor 
of  the  "  Mutual  Rights  "  of  the  article  signed  "  Timothy  " 
to  have  been  strictly  correct 

The  committee  would  further  declare  that,  in  their  opin- 
ion, the  address  of  Bishop  Hedding,  as  recollected  by  him- 
self and  the  delegates  of  the  Pittsbui^h  Annual  Confer- 
ence, not  only  was  not  deserving  of  censure,  but  was  sneh 
as  the  circumstances  of  the  case  rendered  it  his  ofllcm] 
duty  to  deliver.

A.  Shinn  oflfered  a  petition  from  several  persons  in  Balti- 
more who  had  been  expelled  from  the  C  hurch.  This  petition 
was,  on  motion,  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Itinerancy. 

Phineas  Rice  asked  and  obtained  leave  of  absence  during 
the  session,  with  liberty  to  depart  at  such  time  as  he  may 
find  expedient. 

Stephen  G.  Roszel  moved,  and  it  was  seconded,  that  the 
appeal  of  Wm.  Pool  from  the  decision  of  the  Baltimore 
Conference  be  made  the  order  of  the  day  for  next  Monday. 

D.  Ostrander,  seconded  by  T.  Merritt,  offered  the  follow- 
ing resolution : — 

Beiolved,  Ac.,  That  the  first  question  and  answer  in  sec- 
tion five  of  our  form  of  Discipline,  relating  to  the  appoint-

several  circuits  and  stations.'' 

Thb  resolution  was,  on  motion,  laid  on  the  table. 

The  order  of  the  day,  to  wit :  the  report  of  the  committee 
on  petitions  from  the  Canada  Conference,  was  called  for, 
and  the  conference  proceeded  to  the  consideration  of  that 
subject. 

N.  Bangs,  having  commenced  some  remarks  on  the  ques- 
tion, it  was  voted  that  be  be  permitted  to  dose  his  remarks 
without  regard  to  time. 

Wm.  Capers  moved  and  S.  J.  Hodges  seconded  the  first 
resolution  in  the  report  by  striking  out  the  words  ''  it  is  un- 
constitutional to  grant,"  and  insert  the  words,  "  as  well  as 
that  the  expediency  of  the  measure  does  not  certainly 
appear,  we  decline  granting."

Whereas  the  Canada  Annual  Conference,  mtnated  in  the 
province  of  Upper  Canada,  under  a  foreign  government, 
have,  in  their  memorial,  presented  to  this  conference  the  diffi- 
culties under  which  they  labour  in  consequence  of  their 
union  with  a  foreign  ecclesiastical  government,  and  settini^ 
forth  their  desire  to  be  set  off  as  a  separate  Church  estab- 
lishment;  and  whereas  this  General  Conference  disclaims  all 
right  to  exercise  ecclesiastical  jurisdiction  under  such  cir- 
cumstances except  by  mutual  agreement ;  therefore 

Resolved,  by  the  delegates  of  the  annual  conferences  in 
General  Conference  assembled,  1.  That  the  compact  exist- 
ing between  the  Canada  Annual  Conference  and  the  Metho- 
dist Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  be,  and  hereby 
is  dissolved  by  mutual  consent,  and  that  they  are  at  liberty 
to  form  themselves  into  a  separate  Church  establishment. 

Resolved,  <fec.,  2.  That  our  superintendents  or  superin- 
tendent be,  and  hereby  are  respectively  advised  and  re- 
quested to  ordain  such  person  as  may  be  elected  by  the 
Canada  Conference  a  superintendent  for  the  Canada  con- 
nexion. 

Resolved,  <fec.,  3.  That  we  do  hereby  recommend  to  our 
brethren  in  Canada  to  adopt  the  form  of  government  of

conferences  shall  place  to  the  credit  of  said  drafts  any  or  aU 
moneys  that  shall  have  been  or  may  be  collected  f<H*  the 
purpose  of  paying  said  expenses.

2.  That  instead  of  meeting  the  class  after  preaching  on 
the  Sabbath,  he  addressed  the  members  on  the  subject  of 
reform.     (See  Richard  Bond's  Certificate.) 

3.  That  he  has  been  actively  engaged  in  circulating 
the  "  Mutual  lUghts,"  and  defending  the  Baltimore  Union 
Society  in  their  defamation  of  this  conference  relative  to  the 
case  of  D.  B.  Dorsey,  (see  brother  Jacob  R.  Shepherd's 
certificates,  and  ''  A  reply  to  the  male  members  of  the  Metht 
odist  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Balthnore  Conference." 
Page  20,  letter  to  Vindex.) 

4.  That  he  delivered  an  address  to  the  Union  Society  of 
Harford  Circuit,  and  submitted  the  same  for  publication  in 
the  newspapers,  in  which  a  highly  inflammatory  attack  was 
made  both  upon  the  preacher  m  charge,  and  upon  the  con- 
stituted authority  of  our  Church  in  the  city  of  Baltinnore, 

glee  Bond  of  Union,  Vol.  8,  No.  24,  25,  26,  Letters  E,  F, 
,)  each  of  which  we  think  untrue.     (See  Narrative  and 
Defence,  pages  104  and  112.) 

5.  That  he  represented  the  authority  of  the  Church  in 
Baltimore  as  conspiring  against  the  rights  and  characters  of 
the  citizens  of  that  place,  and  indirectly  advising  an  appeal 
to  the  laws  of  the  country  to  settle  the  affairs  of  the  Church. 
(See  "  Bond  of  Union,"  letter  I.) 

It  was  then,  on  motion,  resolved,  that  the  appeal  of 
William  C.  Pool  be  admitted. 

The  journal  of  the  proceedings  against  him,  together 
with  sundry  papers  were  read.

General  Conference  succeeding  shall  suffice  to  alter  any  of 
the  above  restrictions  except  the  first  "  article." 

The  vote  by  which  this  part  of  the  resolution  was  adopt- 
ed was,  on  motion  of  R.  Bigelow,  reconsidered.

sionary Society  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  as  shall

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to  a  certain  amount,  of  the  funds  of  that  institution  for  the 
support  of  the  Indian  missions  in  Upper  Canada,  and  the 
motion  prevailed. 

It  was  then  moved  and  seconded  to  take  up  and  con- 
sider the  report  on  churches  and  parsonages,  and  the  mo- 
tion was  lost. 

It  was  then  resolved  to  take  up  and  consider  the  report 
on  Temporal  Economy. 

J.  H.  Hodges  moved,  and  it  was  seconded,  to  adopt  the 
report  en  masse,  which  motion  was  afterward  withdrawn. 

The  report  was  then,  on  motion,  taken  up  and  considered 
item  hy  item.

D.  Ostrander  called  for  the  order  of  the  day,  to  wit :  the 
appeal  of  Joseph  Crawford. 

After  stating,  from  the  Journal  of  the  New- York  Annual 
Conference,  the  circumstances  of  his  expulsion, 

D.  Ostrander  moved,  and  Lewis  Skidmore  seconded  the 
following  resolution,  to  wit :  and  the  question  bemg  taken, 
it  was  decided  in  the  aflSrmative : — 

Whereas,  Joseph  Crawford  was,  in  the  year  1825,  expel- 
led from  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  by  a  decision  of 
the  New- York  Annual  Conference,  and  did  thereupon  enter 
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his  appeal  from  said  decision  to  this  General  Conference, 
and  whereas  the  said  Joseph  Crawford  has  not  appeared, 
either  m  person  or  by  his  representative,  to  present  said  ap- 
peal, therefore, 

Besolved,  That  the  said  decision  of  expulsion  against  him 
stands  good  and  is  affirmed. 

The  appeal  of  William  Cunningham,  from  the  Ohio 
Conference  was  called,  and  D.  Young  moved,  and  Q.  R. 
Jones  seconded  the  following  preamble  and  resolution,  to 
wit: — 

Whereoi,  William  Cunningham  has  notified  an  appeal 
from  the  decision  of  the  Ohio  Annual  Conference,  by  which 
he  had  been  expelled  from  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  ; 
and  whereas,  William  Cunningham  has  not  appeared,  either 
personally  or  by  a  representative, 

Resolved,  therefore.  That  the  appeal  of  William  Cunnings* 
ham  shall  not  be  admitted,  and  the  motion  was  reported. 

The  appeal  of  Charles  Waddell  was  also  mentioned,  and 
the  following  preamble  and  resolution  in  relation  to  his  case 
were,  on  motion  of  D.  Young,  seconded  by  G.  R.  Jones, 
accepted,  to  wit : — 

Whereoi,  Charles  Waddell  has  notified  an  appeal  from 
the  decbion  of  the  Ohio  Annual  Conference,  by  which  he 
had  been  expelled  from  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church ; 
and  whereas  Charles  Waddell  has  not  appeared  either  per 
sonally  or  by  a  representative. 

Resolved,  therefore,  that  the  appeal  of  Charles  Waddell 
shall  not  be  admitted. 

L.  M'Coombs,  seconded  by  T.  Merritt,  offered  the  follow* 
ing  resolution,  to  wit : — 

Whereon,  m  the  sermon  of  the  Rev.  Bishop  Soule, 
preached  before  the  South  Carolinti  Conference,  January 
14th,  1827,  there  is  in  the  opinion  of  some  an  apparent  de- 
parture from  several  points  of  doctrine  held  by  the  Meth- 
odist Episcopal  Church,  that  is  to  say, 

1.  It  may  be  fairly  inferred  from  the  above-mentioned 
sermon,  that  Christians  are  not  under  moral  obligation  to 
keep  the  Sabbath  holy,  since  the  law  which  enjcHns  the  ob- 
servance of  the  Sabbatii  day  is  done  away. 

2.  The^w  given  to  mankmd  in  a  state  of  innoceney  haa^ 
in  virtue  "f  atonement,  relinquished  its  claims  in  such  a 
sense  as  not  to  condemn  even  him  who  refuses  comphanoe 
with  the  conditions  of  the  new  covenant 

3.  That  the  atonement  made  by  Jesus  Christ  was  a  sat- 
iafaetion  in  such  a  sense  as  to  render  both  repentance  and 
pardon  with  respect  to  the  sins  atoned  for,  unnecessary. 

4.  That  the  atonement  has  no  direct  and  immediate  ap- 
plication to  the  transgressions  of  the  law  to  which  man  la 
now  personally  respcmsible,  called  in  the  sermon  the  gospel 
or  the  law  of  liberty,  therefore. 
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JResolved,  That  this  General  Conference  now  go  into  an        Uti^tL 
investigation  of  the  subject,  and  determine  whether  such  ^^^2^°**  {J 
doctrines  are  contained  in  said  sermon.    Signed  L.  M'Combs,    Btohop  Sooie  s 
T.  Merritt  '^'^""'• 

S.  G.  Roszel  moved,  and  it  was  seconded,  that  the  pre- 
amble and  resolution  be  indefinitely  postponed,  but  the  mo- 
tion was  afterward  withdrawn. 

J.  Emory  moved,  and  it  was  seconded,  that  it  lie  on  the 
table  for  making  inquiry  and  answering  objections.  This 
motion  was  also  withdrawn. 

W.  Fisk  renewed  the  motion  for  laying  it  on  the  table, ' 
and  it  was  seconded  by  B.  M.  Drake,  which  motion  was 
also  withdrawn. 

S.  K.  Hodges  then  moved,  and  it  was  seconded,  to  refer 
the  whole  subject  under  consideration  to  the  Committee  on 
Episcopacy,  which  motion  prevailed. 

The  conference  then  adjourned. 


THUESDAY,  MAY  22. 

Conference  assembled  and  was  opened  as  usual.  Bishop 
Roberts  in  the  chair. 

The  Journal  of  yesterday  afternoon  was  read  and  corrected. 

Bishop  Redding  took  the  chair. 

Reports  were  called  for,  <fec. 

J.  Emory  offered  the  following  resolutions  on  the  subject 
of  the  Book  Concern,  seconded  by  William  Adams,  to  wit : 

Hetolved,  That  the  Committee  on  the  Book  Concern  be 
instructed  to  inquire  and  report  to  this  conference,  what 
more  effectual  measures  can  be  adopted  for  the  collection  of 
the  debts  due  for  our  periodical  publications;  and  also  the  best 
plan  for  furnishing  each  preacher  with  a  copy  of  the  Christian 
Advocate  and  Journal,  and  also  into  the  expediency  of 
adopting  the  following  resolutions,  viz. : — 

1.  Of  the  books  now  in  hand  in  any  circuit  or  station, 
and  charged  to  any  presiding  elder,  on  all  sales  which  may 
be  made  between  the  time  of  receiving  this  information,  and 
the  next  ensuing  session  of  the  annual  conferences  respect- 
ively, the  preacher  making  such  sales  shall  be  allowed 
twenty-six  and  two-thirds  per  cent  from  the  retail  prices, 
and  the  presiding  elder  thirteen  and  one-third,  being  tOr 
gether  equal  to  forty  per  cent. 

2.  Where  books  have  been  accumulated  in  any  circuit  or 
station,  more  than  are  likely  to  be  speedily  sold,  the  pre- 
siding elders  are  hereby  requested  and  directed,  to  cause 
the  same  to.  be  distributed  through  the  district,  in  such 
manner  as  may  be  most  conducive  to  their  speedy  sale, 
and  to  charge  the  expenses  of  making  such  distribution  to 
the  Book  Concern. 

8.  With  regard  to  the  remittance  of  any  book  money 
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which  may  be  in  hand,  the  presiding  elders  and  preachen 
shall  be  governed  by  snch  instructions  as  may  hereafter  be 
issued  by  the  agents.     Signed,  J.  Emory,  W.  Adams. 

On  motion,  conference  then  resolved  to  sit  with  closed 
doors. 

8.  G.  Roszel  for  the  Committee  on  the  Episcopacy,  to 
whom  was  referred  the  preamble  and  resolutions  submitted 
yesterday,  in  relation  to  a  sermon  of  Bishop  Soule,  report- 
ed, and  the  conference  proceeded  to  consider  it. 

R.  Tidings  moved,  B.  M.  Drake  seconded,  that  the  report 
be  adopted. 

W.  Fisk  called  for  a  division  of  the  resolution,  and  that 
the  items  be  voted  on  separately ;  and  this  course  was  ad- 
mitted to  be  in  order. 

It  was  then  moved  that  the  report  be  indefinitely  post- 
poned, which  motion  was  decided  in  the  negative. 

The  question  being  taken  on  the  adoption  of  the  first  item 
in  the  resolution  contained  in  the  report,  it  was  decided  in 
the  affirmative,  ninety-four  in  favour,  and  thirty  agamst  it 
The  question  being  taken  on  the  second  and  third  items, 
they  were  both  adopted,  after  so  amending  the  second  as 
to  make  it  read  in  the  language  of  the  resolutions  ofiered 
by  L.  M'Combs. 

The  time  of  adjournment  being  near,  it  was  resolved,  on 
motion,  to  extend  the  session  until  half-past  twelve.  The 
question  was  then  taken  on  the  fourth  item  and  adopted. 

The  time  of  adjournment  being  again  near,  it  was  reserv- 
ed to  extend  the  session  ten  minutes.  The  question  was 
then  tak^  on  the  last  resolution  and  adopted. 

It  was  then  moved  and  seconded  that  the  report,  in  the 
whole,  be  adopted ;  and  the  question  was  decided  in  the 
affirmative,  which  said  report  is  as  follows : — 

The  Committee  on  the  Episcopacy  to  whom  was  refer- 
red the  preamble  and  resolution  questioning  the  soundness 
of  doctrine  in  a  sermon  preached  by  Bishop  Soule  before 
the  South  Carolina  Conference,  and  requiring  an  investiga- 
tion into  the  same,  beg  leave  to  report :  That  having  had 
this  matter  thus  submitted  to  them  under  careful  examina- 
tion, the  committee  have  not  seen  reason  to  concur  with  any 
of  the  items  contained  in  said  preamble,  and  therefore  sub- 
mit the  following  resolutions : — 

Resolved,  by  the  delegates  of  the  annual  conferences  in 
General  Conference  assembled,  1.  That  nothing  in  the  ser- 
mon preached  by  Rev.  Bishop  Soule,  before  the  South 
Carolina  Conference,  January  11th,  1827,  and  published  at 
the  request  of  said  conference,  warrants  the  inference  "  that 
Christians  are  released  from  moral  obligations  to  keep  tlie 
Sabbath  holy ;"  or, 

2.  That  ''  the  law  given  to  mankind  in  a  state  of  inno- 
cency  has,  in  vhtue  of  atonement  relinquished,  its  claims  in 
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such  a  sense  as  not  to  concern  even  him  who  refuses  com-        Ut^n. 
pliance  with  the  conditions  of  the  new  covenant ;"  or, 

3.  That  "the  atonement  made  hj  Jesus  Christ  is  a 
satisfaction  in  such  a  sense,  as  to  render  both  repentance 
and  pardon  with  respect  to  the  sins  atoned  for  unneces- 
sary ;*'  or 

4.  That  "the  atonement  has  no  direct  and  immediate 
application  to  the  transgressions  of  the  law  to  which  man 
is  responsible,  called  in  the  sermon,  the  gospel  or  law  of 
liberty." 

And  it  is  further  resolved,  in  the  judgment  of  this  con- 
ference, that  there  is  nothing  in  the  sermon,  fairly  con- 
strued, inconsistent  with  our  articles  of  religion,  as  illus- 
trated in  the  writings  of  Messrs.  Wesley  and  Fletcher. 
All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

REPORT  OF  THE  OOMMnTEB  ON  THE  B^ISOOPAOV. 

The  Committee  on  the  Episcopacy  begs  leave  to  report: 

1.  Your  committee,  after  a  particular  and  minute  examin-        

aUon  respecting  the  labours  and  admininistration  of  our    i^tooofMMy. 
government  by  the  episcopacy,  find  nothing  to  condemn 
but  much  to  applaud.     Their  labours  during  the  last  four 
years  have  been  arduous,  and  their  attention  to  duty  such 
as  meets  the  decided  approbation  of  your  committee. 

2.  In  any  arrangement  that  the  bishops  may  think  proper 
to  make  for  their  own  convenience  in  the  general  oversight^ 
of  the  work,  we  would  recommend  that  each  of  our  bishops* 
should,  if  practicable,  be  known  in  each  of  the  annual  con- 
ferences once  in  four  years ;  and  that  none  of  our  preachers 
should  be  kept  too  long  in  city  stations. 

3.  Your  committee  find  that  Bishops  Roberts  and  Soule 
fiave  not  received  the  full  amount  of  their  salaries,  not 
having  charged  the  whole  amount  to  those  conferences  over 
which  they  have  presided,  believing  that  the  Discipline  made 
it  the  duty  of  each  annual  conference  to  pay  an  equal  pro- 
portion of  their  demand. 

Your  committee  are  of  opinion,  that  the  health  of  Bishop 
M'Kendree  is  such  as  to  render  it  impracticable  for  him  to 
do  the  work  of  an  effective  man,  and  recommend  that  he 
should  use  bis  own  discretion  in  travelling  through  the  con- 
nexion, and  taking  the  oversight  and  superintendence  as  he 
may  find  it  prudent  and  practicable  for  him  to  do  so.  And 
jour  committee  would  further  remark  that,  in  their  opinion, 
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Bishop  M'Kendree  should  reoeive  a  sum  sufficient  to  pay 
his  salary  and  expenses,  and  the  salary  and  expenses  of  the 
brother  who  may  travel  with  him. 

Your  committee  beg  leave  to  offer  the  following^ 
resolutions: — 

Resolved,  1.  That  the  last  clause  of  section  first,  in  part 
second'  of  the  forms  of  Disciptine,  be  so  amended  as  to  read 
as  follows : — Each  annual  conference  shall  pay  its  propor- 
tionate part  toward  the  allowance  of  each  one  of  the  bishops. 

Resolved,  2.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Agents  of 
the  Book  Concern  to  pay  out  of  the  Book  Fund  the  sum 
of  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollass  per  annum,  in  quarterly 
instalments,  to  Bishop  M'Kendree,  on  his  order,  to  meet  bis 
extra  expenses.    Signed,

Thursday  Affernoon. 

Conference  assembled  and  was  opened  as  usual.  Bishop 
Hedding  in  the  chair. 

The  journal  of  the  morning  session  was  read  and  approved. 

Bishop  Hedding  addressed  a  few  remarks  to  the  confer- 
ence on  the  peculiar  state  of  his  health,  and  in  regard  to 
some  bodily  ii^rmities,  which  rendered  it  sometimes  diffi- 
cult, if  not  impracticable,  for  him  to  attend  all  the  confer- 
ences eveh  in  four  years. 

W.  Fisk  moved,  and  it  was  seconded,  that  this  General 
Conference  express  by  vote  the  sentiment  that  they  do  not 
wish  Bishop  Hedding  should  labour  any  more,  nor  visit  any 
more  of  the  annual  conferences  the  next  four  years  than  he 
may  judge  shall  comport  with  his  health,  and  the  motion 
prevailed. 

W.  Fisk,  for  the  Committee  on  the  subject  of  so  altering 
the  Constitution  of  the  Missionary  Society  of  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church  as  to  render  it  favourable  to  missions  in 
Upper  Canada,  reported. 

It  was  moved  and  seconded  that  the  report  be  accepted, 
and  the  motion  prevailed;  whereupon  it  was,  on  motion, 
resolved,  that  the  blank  in  the  report  be  filled  with  the 
amount  of  $700. 

On  motion  of  D.  Ostrander,  the  conference  proceeded  to 
the  election  of  Editors  and  Agents  of  the  Book  Concern 
and  our  periodicals,  according  to  the  order  of  the  day. 

The  ballots  being  taken  in  for  each  officer  separately 
and  in  succession,  the  result  was  as  follows,  viz. : 

John  Emory  was  elected  Editor,  Agent,  and  General 
Book  Steward. 

Beverly  Wauffh  was  elected  Assistant  Editor  and  Agent. 

Charles  Holliday  was  elected  Book  Agent  for  the  Estab- 
lishment at  Cincinnati 
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N.  Bangs  was  elected  Editor  of  ^e  ChrisUan  Advocate 
and  Journal,  and  such  other  periodicals  as  are  as^gned  to 
that  department,  according  to  the  report  of  the  Gomniittee 
on  the  Book  Concern. 

The  conference  then  proceeded  to  select  the  place  for  the 
sitting  of  the  General  Conference  of  1882.  It  was  moved 
and  seconded  that  the  selection  be  made  by  nomination  and 
open  vote.     Carried. 

Philadelphia  and  Baltimore  were  then  put  in  nomination, 
and  the  question  being  taken,  it  was  determined  that  the 
city  of  Philadelphia  should  be  the  seat  of  the  next  General 
Conference. 

W.  Fisk  from  the  Committee  to  which  had  been  referred 
the  subject  of  recommending  to  the  annual  conferences 
some  alterations  in  the  Restrictive  Rules,  reported. 

The  time  of  adjournment  being  near,  it  was  moved  and 
seconded  to  extend  the  session  until  six  o'clock.     Lost. 

It  was  then  resolved,  on  motion,  to  extend  the  session  for 
ifteen  minutes.  During  the  discussion  the  time  of  adjourn- 
ment having  nearly  arrived,  it  was  resolved,  on  moti<Hi,  to 
extend  it  ten  minutes. 

A  division  of  the  above  report  was  called  for,  and  the 
question  being  taken  on  the  first  part,  it  was  carried. 

The  voie  was  taken  on  the  second  and  last  part.  Carried 
also. 

Conference  adjourned. 

The  following  is  the  report  referred  to  above  : — 

The  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  subject  em- 
braced in  a  resolution  suggesting  the  propriety  of  providing 
for  the  alteration  of  one  (^  the  rules,  commonly  called  the 
Restrictive  Rules,  beg  leave  to  report  the  following  resolu- 
tion:— 

Besolved,  That  this  General  Conference  respectfully  sug- 
gest to  the  several  annual  conferences  the  propriety  of 
recommending  to  the  next  General  Conference  so  to  alter 
and  amend  the  rules  of  our  Discipline,  by  which  the  Gene- 
ral Conference  is  restricted  in  its  powers  to  make  rules  and 
r^ulations  for  the  Church,  commonly  called  the  Restrict- 
ive Rules,  as  to  make  the  proviso  at  the  close  of  said  Re- 
strictive Rules,"  No.  6,  read  thus ; — 

Provided,  nevertheless,  that  upon  the  concurrent  recom- 
mendation of  three-fourths  of  all  the  members  of  the  several* 
annual  conferences  who  shall  be  present  and  vote  on  such 
recommendation,  then  a  majority  of  two-thirds  of  the  Gen- 
eral Conference  succeding  shall  suffice  to  alter  any  of  such 
regulations  excepting  the  first  article. 

And,  also,  whenever  such  alteration  or  alterations  shall 
have  first  been  recommended  by  two- thirds  of  the  General 
Conference,  so  soon  as  three-fourths  of  the  members  of  the 
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annual  conferences  shall  hare  concurred,  as  aforesaid,  with 
such  recommendation,  such  alteration  or  alterations  shall 
take  effect. 

All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

Bishop  M'Eendree  addressed  the  conference  a  few 
minutes,  by  way  of  inquiring  what  was  expected  of  the 
superintendents  in  relation  to  instructions  to  be  given  to  our 
delegate  to  the  British  Conference,  <fec. 

J.  Emory  moved,  and  it  was  seconded,  that  the  resola- 
tion  first  adopted  on  the  subject  of  the  separation  of  the 
Canada  Conference  from  the  connexion  in  the  United 
States  be  reconsidered,  and  the  motion  prevailed. 

It  was  then  resolved,  on  motion,  that  this  resolution  be 
sescinded. 

Reports  were  called  for. 

W.  Winans,  from  the  Committee  on  the  Book  Concern,  to 
whom  was  referred  the  subject  of  devising  a  more  effectual 
plan  for  collectmg  the  amounts  due  for  our  periodicals, 
reported. 

On  motion,  it  was  resolved,  that  the  first  resolution  be 
referi  ed  to  the  Book  Agents  and  Book  Committee  at  New- 
York,  with  discretionary  power  to  act  in  the  premises  ai 
they  may  believe  the  interests  of  the  Concern  require. 
After  some  further  discussion  a  motion  was  made  and 
seconded,  indefinitely  to  postpone  the  first  six  resolutions  hi 
the  report.     Carried. 

It  was  moved  and  seconded  that  the  conference  now 
adopt  the  four  last  resolutions.     Carried. 

The  Committee  on  Ardent  Spirits  repoi-ted,  and  it  wai 
moved  and  seconded  that  the  report  be  laid  on  the  table. 
Carried. 

The  report  on  the  boundaries  of  annual  conferences  was 
called  up  and  considered. 

Jonathan  Huestis  moved  the  following  amendment  to  the 
report,  to  wit:  That  the  Genesee  Conference  be  divided, 
&c.  While  this  amendment  was  under  consideration, 
brother  W.  Fisk  asked  and  obtamed  leave  of  absence  to 
attend  to  committee  business. 

D.  Ostrander  moved  to  amend  the  resolution  of  brother 
Huestis,  by  adding,  "  except  so  much  of  the  state  of  New- 
York  as  is  now  mcluded  in  the  Pittsbui^  Conference," 
which  amendment  was  admitted,  and  on  the  question  being 
next  put  the  resolution  was  lost. 

D.  Ostrander  moved,  and  it  was  seconded,  to  strike  out 
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all  the  provisos,  with  a  view  to  introduce  a  ffeneral  proviso. 
The  motion  was  afterward  withdrawn.  L.  Clark  being 
seconded,  renewed  the  motion,  and  it  was  decided  in  the 
n^adve. 

Thi  report  was  then,  after  some  further  amendments, 
adopted. 

On  motion  of  N.  Bangs,  the  conference  took  up  and 
resumed  the  consideration  of  the  report  on  missions. 

The  time  of  adjournment  beincr  near,  it  was  resolved,  on 
motion,  to  extend  the  session  until  half- past  twelve  o'clock. 

The  report  was  then  read,  and,  with  some  amendments, 
adopted,  together  with  an  amended  constitution  of  the 
Missionary  Society  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church, 
which  had  been  recommended  by  the  Board  of  Managers 
of  said  society. 

J.  Emory  moved  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolutions, 
to  wit : — 

Whereas^  an  unhappy  excitement  has  existed  in  some 
parts  of  our  work,  in  consequence  of  the  organization  of 
what  have  been  called  "  Union  Societies,"  for  purposes  and 
under  regulations  believed  to  be  inconsistent  with  the  har- 
mony and  peace  of  the  Church,  and  in  relation  to  the 
character  of  much  of  tbe  matter  contained  in  a  certain 
periodical  publication  called  the  "  Mutual  Righte,"  in  regard 
to  which  certain  expulsions  from  the  Church  have  taken 
place ;  and  whereas,  this  General  Conference  indulges  in  a 
hope  that  a  mutual  desire  may  exist  for  conciliation  and 
peace,  and  is  desirous  of  leaving  open  a  way  for  the  accom- 
plishment of  so  desirable  an  object  on  safe  and  equitable 
principles,  therefore. 

Resolved,  1.  That  in  view  of  the  premises,  and  in  the 
earnest  hope  that  this  measure  may  tend  to  promote  this 
object,  this  General  Conference  affectionately  advises  that 
no  further  proceedings  may  be  had,  in  any  part  of  our 
work,  against  any  minister  or  member  of  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church,  on  account  of  any  past  agency  or  con- 
cern in  relation  to  the  above-named  periodical,  or  in  rela- 
tion to  any  Union  Society  as  above-mentioned. 

Resolved t  2.  If  any  persons  expelled  as  aforesaid  feel  free 
to  concede  that  publications  have  appeared  in  said  "  Mutual 
Rights,*'  the  nature  and  character  of  which  were  unjustiBa- 
bly  inflammatory,  and  do  not  admit  of  vindication,  and  that 
others,  though  for  want  of  proper  information,  or  unintention- 
tionally,  have  yet,  in  fact,  misrepresented  individuals  and 
facts,  and  that  they  regret  these  things ;  if  it  be  voluntarily 
agreed,  also,  that  the  union  societies  above  alluded  to  shall 
l«  abolbhed,  and  the  periodical  called  "  Mutual  Rights"  be 
discontinued  at  the  close  of  the  current  volume,  which  shall 
be  completed  with  due  respect  to  the  conciliatory  and 
pacific  design  of  this  arrangement,  then  this  General  Con- 
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ference  does  hereby  gire  authority  for  the  restoration  to  their 
ministry  or  membership;  respectively,  in  the  Methodist  Epis- 
copal Church,  of  any  person  or  persons  so  expelled  as  afore- 
said, provided  this  arrangement  shall  be  mutually  assented  to 
by  any  individual  or  individuals  so  expelled,  and  abo  by  tbe 
quarterly  meeting  conference,  and  the  minister  or  preacher 
having  the  charge  in  any  circuit  or  station  within  which 
any  expulsion  may  have  taken  place  ;  and  that  no  such  min- 
ister or  preacher  shall  be  obliged,  under  this  arrangement, 
to  restore  any  such  individual  as  leader  of  any  class  or  classes, 
unless  in  his  own  discretion  he  shall  judge  it  proper  so  to 
do ;  and  provided,  also,  that  it  further  be  mutually  agreed, 
that  no  other  periodical  publication  to  be  devoted  to  the 
same  controversy  shall  be  established  on  either  side,  it  beinf 
expressly  uliderstood  at  the  same  time,  that  this;  if  agreed 
to,  will  be  on  the  ground,  not  of  any  assumption  of  rights 
to  require  this,  but  of  mutual  consent  for  the  restoration 
of  peace,  and  that  no  individual  will  be  hereby  precluded 
from  issuing  any  publication  which  he  may  judge  proper 
on  his  own  responsibility.  It  is  further  understood  that 
any  individual  or  individuals  who  may  have  withdrawn 
from  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  on  account  of  any 
proceedings  in  relation  to  the  premises,  may  also  be  restored 
by  mutual  consent  under  this  arrangement,  and  the  same 
principles  as  above  stated.     Signed,  J.  Emory,  H.  G,  Leigh. 

The  question  was  then  taken  on  the  adoption  of  the 
foregoing  resolutions,  and  decided  in  the  aflftrmative. 

The  conference  then  adjourned. 

Friday  Afternoon. 

Conference  assembled  and  was  opened  as  usual.  Bishop 
Roberts  in  the  chair.. 

The  journal  of  the  morning  session  was  read  and  approved* 
and  a  call  was  made  for  reports. 

W.  Fisk  from  the  Committee  on  Education  reported. 

N.  Bangs  moved,  and  it  was  seconded,  that  the  report 
be  accepted  and  printed  in  the  Christian  Advocate  and 
Journal.     Carried. 

N.  Bangs,  from  the  committee  appointed  to  prepare  an 
address  to  the  British  Conference,  reported  an  address, 
which  was  on  motion  adopted. 

On  motion  of  James  B.  Finley,  the  report  on  local 
preachers  was  taken  up,  and  with  some  amendments 
adopted. 

On  motion  of  D.  Ostrander  the  report  of  the  Committee 
on  Itinerancy  was  taken  up,  and,  after  some  amendmenta, 
it  was  adopted. 

R.  Payne  moved,  and  John  Dew  seconded,  that  M.  Ra- 
ter be,  and  hereby  is,  authorized  and  expected  to  attend  to 
the  aSaks  of  the  Book  Concern  at  Cincinnati  until  the  first 
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of  July,  or  until  the  agent  shall  have  arrived  there  wHh  his 
family ;  and  the  motion  prevailed. 

8.  G.  Roszel  moved,  P.  Cartwright  seconded,  that  the 
resolution  concerning  slavery  be  taken  up  and  adopted; 
but  the  motion  was  afterward  withdrawn. 
•  B.  Waugl^  moved,  and  it  was  seconded  by  W.  Fisk,  that 
the  following  resolutions  be  adopted,  to  wit : — 

Re$olved,  by  the  delegates  of  the  annual  conferences  in 
General  Conwrence  assembled,  1.  That  this  conference 
highly  approve  of  the  objects  proposed,  and  the  measures 
taken  by  the  American  Colonisation  Society  in  reference  to 
the  colonization  of  the  free  people  of  colour  on  the  coast  of 
Africa. 

That  this  conference  look  to  the  settle- 
ment at  Liberia  as  opening  a  door  for  the  diffusion  of  all 
the  benign  in^ences  of  the  Gospel  over  the  continent  of 
Africa,  and  therefore  recommend  it  to  our  ministry  and 
membership  to  aid  by  their  exertions  and  influence  in  the 
formation^and  support  of  auxiliary  societies,  and  the  making 
annual  collections  to  aid  in  canying  into  effect  the  benevo- 
lent designs  of  the  parent  institution. 

Resolved,  Ac.  3.  That  the  secretary  be,  and  is  hereby 
instructed  to  communicate  the  foregoing  resolutions  to  the 
Board  of  Managers  of  the  American  Colonization  Society, 
and  the  motion  prevailed. 

.  John  Dew  moved,  S.  H.  Thompson  seconded  the  foUow- 
img  resolution,  to  wit : — , 

Beeolved,  That  the  interest  which  has  already  accrued,  or 
may  hereafter  accrue  on  a  debt  due  the  Book  Concern  by 
the  Rev.  Jesse  Walker,  be  and  is  hereby  remitted,  provided 
that  he  pay  the  principal  by  the  next  General  Conference. 
This  was  adopted. 

On  motion  of  L.  Clark,  the  conference  resumed  the  con- 
sideration of  the  report  on  Sunday  schools  and  tract  socie- 
ties, and  the  report  was,  on  motion,  adopted. 

N.  Ban^  moved,  T.  B.  Binley  seconded  the  adoption  of 
the  followmg,  to  wit : — 

That  a  transposition  be  made  in  the  Discipline,  in  section 
7,  paffe  90,  so  as  to  read  thus :  "  If  the  accused  person  be 
found  guilty,  and  the  crime  be  such  as  is  expressly  forbid- 
den by  the  word  of  God,  sufficient  to  exclude  a  person 
from  the  kingdom  of  grace  and  glory,  by  the  decision  of  a 
'  majority  of  the  members  before  whom  he  is  brought  to 
trial."     And  it  was,  on  motion,  laid  on  the  table. 

On  motion  of  S.  K.  Hodges,  the  following  resolution

provide  differently.

"  The  Committee  on  Boundaries,"  to  whom  shall  be  refer- 
red all  matters  relating  to  the  boundaries  of  the  several  an- 
nual conferences,  to  examine  and  report  thereon.

from  hb  obligation  to  devote  himself  wholly  to  the  work, 
given  in  his  vows  of  ordination.  Ordered  to  lie  on  the 
table. 

On  motion  of  H.  Slicer,  seconded  by  H.  B.  Bascom,  it 
was  resolved,  that  the  whole  Discipline  be  committed  to  the 
Committee  on  Revision,    to    ei^amine    and    report   what 
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changes  (if  any)  are  necessary  fco  be  made.     Ordered  to  lie 

OD  the  table. 

On  motion  of  J.  Clarke,  seconded  by  A.  Bmnson,  it  was 
resolved,  that  the  following  be  appended  to  the  resolution 
offered  by  W.  A.  Smith,  on  locations,  &c. :  /*  And  second, 
to  locate  any  member  when,  in  the  judgment  of  a  majority 
of  two-thirds  of  the  conference  the  interests  of  the  Church 
require  such  a  location.  Ordered  to  lie  on  the  table. 

On  motion  of  G.  R.  Jones,  seconded  by  R.  Bigelow,  ii 
was  resolved,  that  the  Committee  on  the  Revisal  of  the  Dis- 
cipline be  instructed  to  inquii'e  into  the  propriety  of  adding, 
at  the  close  of  the  eighteenth  section  of  our  Discipline,  the 
following  clause :  "  And  in  such  forms  of  trial  and  expul- 
sion, the  person  expelled  shall  have  no  privileges  of 
society  or  sacraments  in  our  churches  without  contessiofi, 
contrition,  on  proper  trial. 

On  motion  of  L.  Swormstedt,  seconded  by  G.  F.  Wright, 
it  was  resolved,  that  the  Committee  on  Revisal  be  instruct-

Morgan,  and  C.  Pitman. 

The  president  announced  the  Committee  on  the  Rights 
and  Privileges  of  the  People  of  Colour,  viz. : — S.  G.  Ros- 
zel,  R.  Tidings,  J.  Lybrand,  B.  Duvany,  J.  M'Ferrin,  J. 
Henninger,  and  J.  Samford. 

The  president  announced  the  Committee  on  the  Expenses 
of  the  Delegates,  viz.:— W.  Torbert,  W.  H.  Norris,  J.  S. 
Tomlinson,  W.  M.  Curtis,  and  G.  Gray. 

A  paper  containing  a  preamble  and  resolutions  on  the 
subject  of  weekly  class  collections,  signed  by  John  Clark, 
was  presented,  read,  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Itinerancy. 

Ignatius  H.  Tackett  having  appealed  from  the  decision 
of  the  Pittsburg  Conference,  the  papers  relating  to  the 
subject  were  presented  to  conference,  and  on  motion,  resolv- 
ed, that  the  business  be  made  the  order  of  the  day  for  next 
Tuesday,  and  that  the  conference  then  sit  with  closed  doon. 

A  plan  suggested  by  Samuel  Williams,  of  Cincinnati,  for 
publishing  a  Methodist  Almanac,  and  respectfully  sub> 
mitted  to  the  consideration  of  this  General  Conference, 
was  presented  and  read,  and  on  motion,  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  the  Book  Concern. 

On  motion  of  A.  Brunson,  seconded  by  A.  Griffith,  it 
was  resolved,  that  the  fifth  paragraph,  section  twenty  of 
chapter  one  of  our  form  of  Discipline,  relating  to  the 
preachers,  shall  be  so  amended  as  to  add  after  the  word 
"expelled,"  the  words,  "or  shall  withdraw  frQm  our 
Church  ;"  and  after  the  words  "  president  of  the,*'  be  added 
the  words, "  district  or  quarterly  conference,  or  the  preacher 
in  charge  of  the  circuit  or  station."  The  rule  will  then  read 
as  follows,  viz. : — "  When  a  local  elder  or  deacon  shall 
be  expelled,  or  shall  withdraw  from  our  Churoh,  the  presi- 
dent of  the  district  or  quarterly  conference,  the  preacher 
m  charge  of  the  cm:uit  or  station  shall  require  <^  him  the 
credenUals  of  his  ordination,  <fec."  Ordered  to  lie  on  the 
table. 

On  motion  of  S.  Merwin,  seconded  by  Richard  Tidii^fSy 
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it  was  resolved,  that  part  second,  section  seven  of  the  form 
of  Disctpline.  pages  182,  183,  on  the  subject  of  printing  and 
eircnlation  of  books,  be  amended  by  expunging  the  clause, 
**  No  General  Book-Steward  or  Editor  in  the  Book  Concern 
shall  serve  in  that  department  for  more  than  eight  years 
successively."     Ordered  to  lie  on  the  table. 

On  motion  of  J.  Waterman,  seconded  by  D.  Young,  it  was 
resolved,  that  the  Committee  on  the  Discipline  be  instructed 
to  alter  that  part  of  the  Discipline  by  which  appeals  are  reg- 
ulated, (if  any  altemtion  be  necessary,)  so  that  no  member 
or  preacher  be  allowed  an  appieal,  except  in  cases  of  expul- 
sion.    Ordered  to  lie  on  the  table. 

The  resolution  offered  by  P.  P.  Sand  ford,  on  Wednesday, 
2d,  and  laid  on  the  table,  was  called  up  and  taken  under 
consideration.  William  Capers  proposed  the  following 
amendment,  which  was  admitted  by  the  mover  of  the  reso- 
lution, viz.,  amend  the  resolution  so  as  to  put  it  at  the  dis- 
cretion of  the  preacher  in  charge,  where  the  full  number  of 
local  preachers  cannot  be  obtained,  for  the  committee  to 
nominate  exhorters  or  leaders,  and  upon  the  acceptance  of 
such  nomination  by  the  accused  person,  and  not  otherwise, 
such  exhorters  or  leaders  shall  be  put  on  the  committee.* 

The  discussion  of  this  subject  continued  until  time  to  ad- 
journ, when,  on  motion,  it  was  resolved  to  continue  the  ses- 
sion until  a  communication  from  the  bishops  to  the  confer- 
ence could  be  read^and  notices  given  concerning  the  labours 
of  the  approaching  Sabbath. 

A  communication  from  the  bishops  was  presented  and 
read,  and  on  motion,  referred  to  the  Committee  on  the 
Itinerancy. 

The  appointments  for  the  Sabbath  were  then  published, 
giving  work  to  seventy  preachers  through  the  day  and 
night. 

Conference  adjourned  until  Monday  morning  at  half-past 
eight  o'clock. 

MONDAY,  MAY  7. 

Conference  met  according  to  adjoununent»  Bishop  Bed- 
ding m  the  chair. 

The  Journal  of  Saturday  was  read  and  approved. 

The  Committee  on  Itinerancy  reported,  that  on  examina- 
tion of  the  journals  of  all  the  annual  conferences,  respecting 
the  alteration  of  the  restrictive  regulations,  as  recommend- 
ed by  the  Genera]  Conference  of  1828,  we  find  that  the 
subject  was  taken  up  by  the  New- York  Annual  Conference, 
and  concurred  m  by  seventy-two  votes  against  two — once 
resolutions  were  passed  inviting  the  several  annual  confer- 
ences to  concur  in  the  same — which  resolutions  have  pass- 
ed all  the  annual  conference^  in  full  and  due  form,  with  the 
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exception  of  the  Illinois,  where  we  find  some  want  in  tb# 
formality,  not  sufficient,  however,  in  the  judgment  of  your 
committee,  to  alter  or  set  aside  the  principle.  And  we  have 
the  assurance  of  the  delegates  from  that  conference  that  the 
informality  rose  from  the  want  of  information,  and  not  with 
any  intention  to  embarrass  the  true  design  of  the  said  resor 
Intion.  Your  committee  therefore  offer  the  following  reso- 
lution to  the  conference,  viz. : — 

Resolved,  by  the  delegates  of  the  annual  conferences  io 
General  Conference  assembled.  That  the  proviso  at  the 
close  of  the  article  numbered  six  of  the  Restrictive  Rules, 
(see  Discipline,  chap,  i,  sec.  3,  page  21,)  be  altered  so  as 
to  read,  ''  Provided,  nevertheless,  that  upon  the  concurrent 
recommendation  of  three -fourths  of  all  the  members  of  tiie 
several  annual  conferences  who  shall  be  present  and  vote  on 
such  a  recommendation,  then  a  majority  of  two-thirds  of 
the  General  Conference  succeeding,  shall  suffice  to  alter 
any  of  the  above  restrictions,  excepting  the  first  article ;  and 
also  whenever  such  alteration  or  alterations  shall  have  been 
first  recommended  by  two-thirds  of  the  General  Oonferenoe* 
so  soon  as  three-fourths  of  the  members  of  all  the  annual 
conferences  shall  have  concurred  as  aforesaid,  such  alterar 
tion  or  alterations  shall  take  effect."  Signed^  L.  Clark, 
Chairman. 

The  Committee  on  Itinerancy,  &o.,  recommended  the 
following : — 

Resolved,  That  the  article  number  two  in  the  Restrictive 
Rules  be  so  altered  as  to  read, "  They  shall  not  allow  of  more 
than  one  representative  for  every  fourteen  members  «of  the 
annual  conference,  nor  allow  of  a  less  number  than  one  for 
every  thirty."     Signed,  L.  Clark,  Chairman. 

Laid  on  the  table  and  made  the  order  of  the  day  Ux 
Wednesday  next,  9th  instant. 

Petitions  from  St  Albans  station  ;  from  Beekmanstown 
circuit ;  from  Norridgewock  circuit ;  from  Adelphi  circuit ; 
from  Chillicothe  station ;  from  Phillipsburg  circuit ;  from 
Granville  circuit,  and  from  Putnam  circuit,  on  the  subject 
of  spirituous  liquoi*s  and  temperance,  were  presented  and  re- 
ferred to  the  Committee  on  Temperance. 

The  following  resolution  of  the  New- York  Conference 
was  presented  and  read,  viz. : — 

Resolved,  That  this  conference,  the  New-England,  and 
the  New- Hampshire  and  Vermont  Conferences  concurring 
herein,  request  the  General  Conference  to  take  the  Wesley- 
an  University  in  Middletown,  Connecticut,  under  their 
patronage,  and  appoint  the  board  of  visiters  for  said  Uni- 
versity, according  to  the  provisions  of  the  Church  ;  and  the 
delegates  to  the  General  Conference  aforesaid  are  hereby 
directed  and  endued  with  discretionary  power  to  n^otiate 
the  arrangement  with  said  General  Conference. 
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The  above  resolution  was  adopted  by  the  New- York 
AnQual  Conference,  at  its  seieion  in  Middletown,  Conn., 
May  13th,  1831.

On  motion  of  0.  W.  Ruter,  seconded  by  G.  Locke,  it 
was  resolved,  that  whereas  the  Illinois  Annual  Conference, 
at  its  late  session,  instructed  its  delegates  to  the  then  ensuing 
Geneml  Conference  to  use  their  inluence  to  obtain  a  divi- 
sion of  said  conference,  the  boundaiy  line  between  the 
states  of  Illinois  and  Indiana  to  be  made  the  line  between 
the  Illinois  and  Indiana  Conferences ;  that  the  Committee 
on  Boundaries  be  instructed  to  inquire  into  the  expediency 
of  dividing  the  Illinois  Conference  according  to  the  above 
so^estion,  and  report  to  this  conference.

On  motion  of  J.  Early,  seconded  by  S.  K.  Hodges,  it  was 
roBolved,  that  the  form  of  Discipline  be  amended,  page  66, 
chapter  i,  section  20,  verse  4,  by  striking  out  "  within  the 
station,  circuit,  or  district."     Ordered  to  lie  on  the  table. 

The  resolution  offered  by  W.  A.  Smith,  on  granting  lo- 
cations, was  called  up,  and  after  being  debated,  was  lost. 

On  motion  of  J.  Emory,  seconded  by  11.  G.  Leigh,  it  was 
resolved,  that  the  Assistant  Agent  of  the  General  Book 
Concern  be,  and  hereby  is  invited  to  take  a  seat  within  the 
bar  and  express  his  views  whenever  he  may  wish  to  do  so 
on  any  question  which  may  be  before  the  conference  bav- 
in relation  to  the  Book  Concern. 

On  motion  of  N.  Bangs,  seconded  by  B.  M.  Drake,  it  was 
resolved,  that  the  Committee  on  the  Itinerancy  be  instructed 
to  consider  whether  any,  and  if  any,  what  modifications  may 
be  adopted  in  the  trial  of  travelling  preachers,  so  as  to  pre- 
vent appeal  from  being  brought  before  the  General  Confer- 
ence.

question  shall  be  immediately  put  by  the  chair  thus,  "  As 
many  as  are  of  opinion  that  the  vote  on  the  main  question 
should  now  be  taken,  raise  your  hands  ;*'  and  if  a  majority  of 
two-thirds  appear  in  favour  of  taking  the  vote  on  the  main 
question  it  shall  be  put  without  further  debate.     Lost. 

After  publishing  notices,  <fec.,  the  conference  adjourned 
unUl  to-morrow  morning  at  half  past  eight  o'clock.

Conference  met  according  to  adjournment,  Bishop  Rob- 
erts in  the  chair. 

The  journal  of  yesterday  was  read  and  amended. 

Memorials  from  Fairfield  and  Piqua  on  spirituous  liquors, 
and  in  favour  of  temperance,  were  presented  and  referred 
to  the  Committee  on  Temperance. 

An  address  from  the  trustees  of  the  Augusta  College 
was  presented,  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Educa- 
tion. 

On  motion  of  B.  M.  Drake,  seconded  by  N.  Bangs,  it 
was  resolved,  by  the  delegates  of  the  annual  conferences  in 
General  Conference  assembled,  that  the  eighth  section  of 
the  Discipline,  answer  first^  figure  three,  be  so  changed  as 
to  read,  "  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  bishop  or  a  committee 
appointed  by  him  in  each  annual  conference  to  recommend 
a  suitable  course  of  reading  and  study  to  be  pursued  by 
candidates  for  elder's  orders  in  our  Church.  And  the  an- 
nual conference  shall  cause  such  course  of  study  to  be 
placed  in  the  hands  of  each  preacher  concerned;  said 
course  of  reading  and  study  shall  be  divided  into  four  parts, 
suitable  to  the  four  years'  probation  required  by  the 
Discipline. 

At  each  annual  conference  the  bishop  shall  appoint  a 
committee  or  committees  to  examine  all  who  have  not  been 
ordained  elders  on  the  studies  of  the  past  year ;  and  no  one 
shall  be  ordained  deacon  until  he  give  the  conference  sat- 
isfactory knowledge  of  the  subject  recommended  to  him  ; 
nor  shall  any  one  be  ordained  elder  until  he  satisfy  the  con- 
ference that  he  has  made  himself  acquainted  with  the  sub- 
jects recommended  to  him.  Nevertheless,  this  rule  shall 
not  prevent  the  ordination  of  a  man  for  missionary  purposes. 
Laid  on  the  table. 

The  appeal  of  Ignatius  H.  Tackett  was  called  up  as  the 
order  of  the  day. 

On  motion  of  E.  Cooper,  resolved,  that  the  door-keeper 
be  instructed  to  close  the  door  of  the  conference  room,  and 
to  keep  charge  of  it  on  the  outside,  and  admit  none  bat 
members  or  those  permitted  by  them  to  have  access  and  re- 
cess during  the  investigation  of  the  appeal  now  before  us. 

The  journal  of  the  Pittsburg  Conference,  and  the  docu- 
ments containing  the  testimony  were  then  read. 

The  appellant,  by  his  representative,  (S.  G.  Roszel,) 
stated  the  ground  of  the  appeal.  Several  of  the  delegates 
from  Pittsburg  Conference  then  spoke  in  support  of  the  de- 
cision, and  the  time  for  adjournment  being  come,  it  was 
moved  that  we  sit  half  an  hour  longer.     Carried. 

Brother  Roszel  then  replied  to  the  Pittsburg  delegation. 
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and  the  time  for  adjournment  being  annomiced,  the  neces- 
sary notices  were  published,  and  conference  adjourned  un- 
til to-morrow  morning  at  8  o'clock.

Conference  met  according  to  adjournment.  Bishop  Soule 
in  the  chair. 

The  journal  of  .yesterday  was  read  and  approved. 

The  Committee  on  the  Book  Concern  to  whom  was 
referred  the  resolution  concerning  the  procuring  of  likeness- 
es for  publication  in  the  Quarterly  Review  reported  the  fol- 
lowing, viz. : — 

Resolved,  <fec.,  That  inasmuch  as  any  preachers  who 
shall  supply  the  Book  Concern  with  sketches  of  their  like- 
nesses, for  the  purpose  of  having  them  engraved,  are  ex- 
pected to  obtain  the  sketches  at  their  own  expense,  it  is' 
expedient  that  the  whole  business  be  submitted  to  the  man- 
agement of  the  Book  Agents,  leaving  them  to  select  such 
as  are  willing  to  bear  the  expenses,  and,  at  the  same  time, 
having  some  respect  to  the  age  of  the  preachers  and  the 
time  they  have  been  in  the  ministry.  On  motion,  the  report 
was  accepted. 

The  Committee  on  Itinerancy  reported  the  following 
resolutions,  viz. : — 

Besolved,  1.  By  the  delegates  of  the  annual  conferences 
in  General  Conference  assembled,  That  with  a  view  more 
•  effectually  to  preserve  the  purity  and  give  greater  eflBciency 
to  our  itinerant  |and  ministerial  labours,  this  conference 
recommend  to  the  several  annual  conferences,  that  in  the 
examination  of  characters,  whenever  the  name  of  a  member 
is  called,  he  shall  be  questioned  respecting  his  faithfulness 
to  the  general  duties  of  a  travelling  preacher,  particularly 
his  attention  to  meeting  classes,  pastoral  visits,  instruction 
of  children,  Sabbath  schools,  and  Bible  classes,  and  how  far 
he  has  laboured  to  promote  the  benevolent  institutions  of 
our  Church  which  are  under  the  direction  and  patronage  of 
the  General  Conference. 

Resolved,  2,  <fec.,  That  the  delegates  from  each  annual 
conference  be  furnished  with  a  copy  of  the  above  resolution, 
signed  by  the  secretary  of  the  conference,  and  that  they 
cause  the  same  to  be  presented  to  their  respective  confer- 
ences.    Laid  on  the  table. 

The  report  of  the  Agents  of  the  General  Book  Concern, 
together  with  an  exhibit  of  its  pecuniary  affairs,  were 
presented,  read,  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  the 
Book  Concern. 

The  Book  Agent  from  Cincinnati  presented  an  exhibit 
of  the  book  establishment  under  hb  care,  which  was  read 
and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  the  Book  Concern. 
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•  The  report  in  part  of  the  Cominittee  on  Revisal  was  pre- 
sented, read,  and  laid  on  the  table.   . 

The  appeal  of  Ignatias  H.  Tackett,  which  was  under 
consideration  at  the  time  of  adjournment  yesterday,  was 
called  up. 

Brother  Roszel  made  a  few  additional  remarks  by  way 
of  reply  to  the  delegation  from  Pittsburg  Conference,  after 
which  the  evidence  was  again  read,  and  a  motion  made  to 
affirm  the  decision  of  the  Pittsburg  Conference.     Lost. 

Conference  adjourned  until  to-morrow  morning  at  half- 
past  8  o'clock.

A  communication  on  the  subject  of  pews,  enclosing  a 
five  dollar  bank  note,  from  an  unknown  friend,  was  pre- 
sented and  read,  and  on  motion,  it  was  resolved  that  the 
communication  lie  on  the  table  indefinitely,  and  that  the 
money  be  put  into  the  hands  of  the  Committee  on  the  Ex- 
penses of  the  Delegates. 

A  report  from  N.  Bangs,  Editor  of  the  Christian  Advo- 
cate and  Journal,  <kc.,  was  presented,  read,  and  referred  to 
the  Committee  on  the  Book  Concern.

N.  Bangs  moved,  I.  A.  Few.  seconded,  that  the  Discipline 
in  chapter  i,  section  18,  page  63,  be  so  aniended  as  to  read 
as  follows :  "  After  which  the  conference  from  whose  de- 
cision the  appeal  is  made,  shall  be  permitted  to  respond 
without  interruption  by  one  or  more,  not  exceeding  three 
of  its  delegates,  who  shall  have  been  appointed  by  said 
conference  to  manage  the  defence  of  its  proceedings  in  the 
case,  in  the  presence  of  the  appellant  or  his  representative, 
who  shall  have  the  privilege  of  replying  to  such  delegate 
or  delegates,  which  shall  close  the  pleadings  on  both  sides. 
This  being  done,  both  the  appellant  or  his  representative,  and 
the  delegates  from  the  conference  concerned  shall  withdraw, 
and  the  General  Conference  shall  decide."  Laid  on  the  table. 

On  motion  of  John  Lord,  seconded  by  Charles  Baker,  it 
was  resolved,  that  the  Committee  on  Revision  be  instructed 
to  inquire  whether  any,  and  if  any,  what  alterations  are 
necessary  to  be  made  in  part  first,  ohapter  two,  section 
seven  of  the  Discipline,  **  of  bringing  to  trial,  finding  guilty, 
and  reprovhig,  suspending,  and  excluding  disorderly  per- 
sons from  society  and  Church  privileges,"  (see  page  87,) 
and  report  thereon.    Referred  to  the  Committee  on  Revision. 

On  motion  of  H.  Sheer,  seconded  by  A.  Hemphill,  it  was 
resolved,  that  the  word  **  retail "  in  the  close  of  the  twentieth 
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section  of  the  Discipline  be  stricken  out,  and  the  word 
"  sell ''  be  inserted  in  its  stead.  Referred  to  the  Commit- 
tee on  Temperance. 

On  motion  of  L.  Pearce,  seconded  by  E.  Sinclair,  it  was 
resolved,  that  the  third  question  in  the  seventh  section  of 
part  6rst  in  our  Discipline  be  so  enlarged  as  to  read  thus : 
*'  Provided,  always,  that  when  a  preacher  shall  have  pass- 
ed his  examination,  and  been  admitted  into  full  connexion, 
and  elected  to  deacon's  office,  but  fails  of  his  ordination 
through  the  a'bsence  of  the  bishops,  his  eligibility  to  the 
office  of  elder  shall  run  from  the  time  of  his  election  to  the 
office  of  deacon."     Laid  on  the  table. 

On  motion  of  N.  Levings,  seconded  by  F.  Reed,  it  was 
resolved,  that  the  Rev.  Dr.  Fisk,  of  New-England,  be 
respectfully  requested  to  deliver  a  sermon  on  Tuesday 
evening  next,  on  the  subject  of  Temperance.     Carried. 

The  motion  made  by  William  Capers,  and  seconded  by 
N.  Bangs,  which  was  laid  on  the  table,  on  Thursday,  May 
dd,  was  called  up  and  read,  and  after  due  investigation, 
was  adopted. 

Conference  adjourned  until  to-morrow  morning  at  eight 
o'clock. 
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FKIDAY,  MAY  11. 

Conference  met  according  to  adjournment,  Bishop  Rob- 
erts in  the  chair. 

The  journal  of  yesterday  was  read  and  approved. 

Joshua  Wells,  Henry  Smith,  and  Henry  Boehm,  obtain- 
ed leave  of  absence  until  Monday. 

On  motion,  the  case  of  I.  H.  Tackett  was  called  up. 

Brother  Edmonston  moved  that  the  vote  to  offirm  the  de- 
cision of  the  Pittsburg  Conference  be  reconsidered,  and  after 
several  brethren  had  spoken  on  the  subject,  it  was  moved  and 
seconded  that  the  question  to  reconsider  now  be  put.   Carried. 

The  main  question  was  then  taken  up,  shnll  it  be  recon- 
sidered ?     Lost,  sixty-nine  to  one  hundred  and  twenty -two. 

The  following  resolution  was  then  read  by  M.  Ruter, 
seconded  by  L.  M 'Combs : — 

Resolved,  That  the  case  of  Ij?natiu8  'H.  Tackett,  be  refer- 
red back  to  the  Pittsburg  Con^rence  for  a  new  trial,  with 
a  view  to  an  opportunity  for  producing  additional  testimony. 
Carried,  eighty-four  to  seventy-five. 

On  motion,  resolved  that  the  secretary  inform  him  of  the 
decision  of  this  conference  in  his  case. 

The  Committee  on  the  Bible,  Tract,  and  Sunday- School 
societies  presented  a  report,  which  was  read,  and  laid  on  the 
table. 

The  Committee  on  Itinerancy  presented  a  report  on  the 
subject  recommitted  to  them,  which  was  read  and  taken 
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under  consideration.  On  taking  the  question  upon  the 
first  resolution,  a  division  of  the  subject  was  called  for. 
The  question  was  then  taken  on  the  first  part,  as  far  as  the 
proviso,  and  carried  unanimously.  The  question  on  the 
proviso  was  then  taken,  yeas  one  hundi'ed  and  twenty- two, 
nays  seventy- two ;  consequently  as  there  was  not  a  majori- 
ty of  two-thirds  in  the  affirmative  the  question  on  the  pro- 
viso was  lost. 

W.  Pisk  then  moved  to  amend  the  report  by  inserting 
the  following  resolution,  viz. : — 

Resolved,  That  in  any  case  where  there  is  a  fraction  of 
two-thirds  of  the  number  fixed  on,  according  to  the  rules 
for  the  ratio  of  delegation,  then,  and  in  every  such  case,  the 
conference  having  such  fraction  shall  be  entitled  to  a  dele- 
gate for  such  fraction,  provided,  however,  that  no  confer- 
ence shall  be  denied  the  privilege  of  one  delegate  for  such 
fraction. 

It  was  moved  and  seconded  to  amend  this  resolution  by 
striking  out  the  word  "  one,"  and  iilserting  the  word  "  two." 
Carried. 

When  the  question  on  the  resolution  as  amended  was 
called  for,  and  before  the  question  was  put,  L.  Clark  moved 
to  strike  out  that  part  of  the  resolution  relating  to  the  frac- 
tions, which  motion  was  subsequently  withdrawn,  and  the 
question  was  put  on  the  resolution  as  amended  and  carried 
by  a  majority  of  considerably  more  than  two-thirds. 

The  second  resolution  in  the  report  was  then  called  up. 
The  question  was  put  on  it  as  far  as  the  proviso,  and 
carried. 

The  time  for  adjournment  being  announced,  the  notices 
for  committees  to  meet,  and  the  appointments  for  the  Sab- 
bath, giving  work  to  sixty-seven  preachers,  were  read  out, 
and  conference  adjourned  until  to-morrow  morning  at  half- 
past  eight  o'clock.

The  conference  was  informed  that  brother  P.  P.  Sand- 
ford  had  been  under  the  necessity  of  leaving  the  city  this 
morning  in  consequence  of  affliction  in  his  family. 

The  Committee  on  Missions  presented  and  read  a  report, 
which,  on  motion,  was  laid  on  the  table. 

The  Committee  on  Boundaries  presented  and  read  a  re- 
port which  was  ordered  to  lie  on  the  table. 

A  further  report  of  the  Committee  on  Revisals  was  pre- 
sented, read,  and  ordered  to  lie  on  the  table.

The  Committee  on  Elections  beg  leave  to  report,  that 
whereas  there  has  not  been  anything  particularly  referred 
to  them,  that  they  have  barely  inquired  into  the  legality  of 
the  delegation  composing  this  General  Conference,  and  find 
nothing  incorrect.  Your  committee  find,  however,  that 
some  of  the  annual  conferences  have  been,  and  still  are,  in 
the  habit  of  choosing  supernumeraries  or  delegates  in  reserve, 
so  as  to  have  their  proper  ratio ;  but  as  usage  has  establish- 
ed the  principle,  we  do  not  deem  it  expedient  to  make  any 
rule  on  the  subject.  Signed  in  behalf  of  the  committee, 
George  PicKERiKa,  Chairman. 

And  on  motion,  the  conference  voted  to  concur  therein. 

An  exhibit,  containing  an  account  of  the  Chartered  Fund, 
was  presented  and  read,  and  on  motion,  referred  to  a  select 
committee  of  three  members  to  examine  and  report  thereon. 

An  extract  from  the  minutes  of  the  annual  meeting  of 
the  Trustees  of  the  Chartered  Fund  was  presented  and 
read,  viz. : — 
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EXTRACT  FROM  THE  MINUTES  OF  AN  ANNUAL  MEETING  OF  THE 
TRUSTEES  OF  THE  CHARTERED  FUND,  AC,  HELD  ON  THE  4TH 
OF  JANUARY,  1832. 

WhereaSt  some  difficulty  has  arisen  to  the  trustees  in  the 
nlanagement  of  the  fund  under  their  charge,  in  consequence 
of  two  items  in  the  present  act  of  incorporation,  to  wit : — 

1.  In  its  title,  which  is,  "The  Trustees  of  the  Fund  for 
the  relief  and  support  of  the  Itinerant,  Superannuated, 
worn-out  Ministers  and  Preachers  of  the  Methodist  Episco- 
pal Church  in  the  United  States  of  America,  their  Wives 
and  Children,  Widows  and  Orphans,"  the  same  being  so 
long  that  cases  have  occurred  where  legacies  have  been  left, 
misnaming  the  fund,  and  that  in  consequence  of  which  law- 
suits have  occurred. 

2.  The  annual  income  being  limited  to  five  hundred 
pounds  in  the  original  Act  of  Assembly,  April  6th,  1791,  it 
has  been  argued  before  court,  that  inasmuch  as' the  income 
has  exceeded  the  legal  limit  the  charter  is  legally  void. 
Whereupon, 

Resolved,  That  application  be  made  by  the' president  and 
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secretary  to  the  General  Conference,  tbat  if  the  trustees  M^ui 
shall  deem  it  expedient  to  apply  to  the  legislature  of  Penn- 
sylvania to  remedy  these  cases,  that  they  may  be  author- 
ized so  to  do,  and  to  change  the  name  of  the  Fund  to 
"  The  Chartered  Fund  of  the  Methodist  Epbcopal  Church 
in  the  United  States  of  America/'  and  to  enlarge  tBe  in- 
come as  they  may  deem  expedient.

A  memorial  from  a  number  of  persons  in  Needham  cir- 
cuit. Providence  district,  on  the  subject  of  "  secret  societies," 
was  presented,  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  the  Itin- 
erancy. 

On  motion,  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Revisal  was 
called  up  as  the  unfinished  business  of  yesterday,  and  on 
motion,  was  recommitted. 

On  motion,  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Revisal, 
which  was  made  the  order  of  the  day  for  yesterday,  was 
ealled  up,  and  taken  under  consideration,  and  the  first  item, 
recommended  an  amendment  by  striking  out  the  woids 
"  give  tickets  to  none,"  and  inserting  "let  none  be  received 
into  the  Church,"  was  acted  upon. 

W.  Fisk  moved  to  amend  the  article  by  adding  "  and 
have  been  baptized."  Several  brethren  spoke  on  the  amend- 
ment until  adjournment  was  called  for.

Of  the  Boundaries  of  the  Annual  Conferencee^  4^, 

There  shall  be  twenty-two  annual  conferences. 

1.  New- York  Conference  shall  include  the  New- York, 
New-Haven,  Rhinebeck,  and  Hudson  River  Districts,  Hud- 
son station,  and  Ghent  and  Lee  circuits.  ^ 

2.  New-England  Conference  shall  include  all  the  state 
of  Massachusetts  lying  east  of  the  Green  Mountains,  not 
included  in  the  New -Hampshire  Conference,  and  that  part 
of  Connecticut  lying  east  of  the  Connecticut  River,  and  all 
the  state  of  Rhode  Island. 

3.  Maine  Conference  shall  include  all  the  state  of  Maine* 
and  that  part  of  New-Hampshire  lying  east  of  the  White 
Hills,  and  north  of  the  waters  of  the  Ossipie  Lake. 

4.  New-Hampshire  Conference  shall  include  all  the  state 
of  New -Hampshire  not  included  in  the  Maine  Conferenci^ 
that  part  of  the  state  of  Vermont  east  of  the  Green  Moan- 
tains,  and  that  part  of  the  state  of  Massachusetts  northwest 
of  the  Merrimack  River. 

5.  Troy  Conference  shall  include  the  Saratoga,  Middle- 
bury,  and  Plattsburg  districts,  and  that  part  of  the  Troy 
district  not  included  in  the  New -York  Conference. 

6.  Oneida  Conference  shnll  include  that  part  of  the  state 
of  New- York  east  of  Cayuga  Lake,  not  inoluded  in  the 
New- York  and  Troy  Conferences,  and  the  Susquehanna 
dbtrict  in  the  state  of  Pennsylvania. 

7.  Genesee  Conference  shall  include  that  part  of  the 
state  of  New- York,  west  of  Cayuga  Lake,  not  included  in 
the  Pittsburg  Conference,  and  the  Tioga,  Loyalsock,  and 
Wellsborough  circuits  in  the  state  of  Pennsylvania. 

8.  Pittsbui^  Conference  shall  commence  at  the  mouth  of 
Cattaraugus  Creek  on  Lake  Erie,  thence  to  Clean  Point  oa 
Alleghany  River,  thence  eastward  to  the  top  of  the  Alle- 
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ghany  Mountains;  thence  along  said  monntiuns  soath- 
ward  to  the  head  of  Tygart's  Valley ;  thence  to  the  Ohio 
River  so  as  to  include  the  Middletown  circuit ;  thence  to  the 
mouth  of  the  Little  Muskingum ;  thence  to  the  mouth  of 
White  Woman  River  so  as  to  include  Woodfield,  Summer- 
field,  and  Freeport  circuits  ;  thence  northwestward  between 
the  waters  of  Tuscarawas  and  Mohicken  to  Lake  Erie,  near 
the  mouth  of  Cuyahoga,  so  as  to  include  Teesbury  and 
Canton  circuits;  thence  down  the  lake  to  the  mouth  of 
Cataraugus. 

9.  The  Ohio  Conference  shall  include  the  remainder  of 
the  state  of  Ohio,  (except  Elizabeth  town,)  and  that  part  of 
Virginia  contained  in  the  Kenhawa  district,  and  the  territory 
of  Michigan,  except  St.  Joseph's  and  Kalamazoo  missions. 

10.  Indiana  Conference  shall  include  the  state  of  Indiana, 
(except  so  much  as  is  included  in  the  Illinois  Conference,) 
Elizabeth  town  in  the  state  of  Ohio,  and  the  St.  Joseph's 
and  Kalamazoo  missions  in  Michigan  Territory. 

11.  Illinois  Conference  shall  include  the  state  of  Illinois, 
and  Paris  and  Eugene  circuits  in  the  state  of  Indiana,  and 
the  Northwestern  Territory. 

12.  Missouri  Conference  shall  include  the  state  of  Mis- 
souri, the  Indian  Mission  and  Arkansas  Territory. 

13.  Kentucky  Conference  shall  include  the  state  of  Ken- 
tucky, except  so  much  of  said  state  as  is  west  of  the  Ten- 
nessee River. 

14.  Tennessee  Conference  shall  include  West  Tennessee, 
and  that  part  of  Kentucky  lying  west  of  Tennessee  River 
and  North  Alabama. 

15.  Holston  Conference  shall  include  East  Tennessee,  Hobton. 
and  that  part  of  the  state  of  Georgia  lying  north  of  the  Blue  ^ 
Ridge,  and  also  what  is  now  embraced  in  the  Tugulo  and 
Pickens  circuits,  and  those  parts  of  South  Carolina,  North 
Carolma,  and  Virginia  included  in  the  Ashville  and  Abing- 

ton  districts. 

16.  Mississippi  Conference  shall  include  the  state  of  Lou^ 
iaiana,  and  that  part  of  Mississippi  lying  west  of  the  divid- 
ing ridge  between  Pearl  and  Half  Rivers,  and  thence  with 
the  said  ridge  between  Mississippi  and  Tombecbee  on  the 
Tennessee  River.

1 8.  Georgia  Conference  shall  include  the  state  of  Georgia, 
(except  what  is  embraced  m  the  Holston  Conference,)  East 
and  Middle  Florida. 

19.  South  Carolina  Conference  shall  include  the  state  of 
South  Carolina,  (except  so  much  as  is  included  in  the  Tugulo, 
Greenville,  and  Pickens  circuits.^  and  that  part  of  North  Car- 
olina not  included  in  the  Virginia  and  Holston  Conferences. 
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20.  Virginia  CoofereDce  shall  include  the  drcuiU  situated 
on  the  Yadkin  River,  and  that  part  of  North  Carolina  lying 
north  of  Cape  Fear  River,  except  the  town  of  Wilmington, 
and  that  part  of  Virginia  lying  south  of  the  Rappahannock 
River,  and  east  of  the  Blue  Bidge,  except  Frederickshurgh 
and  Port  Royal. 

21.  Baltimore  Conference  shall  include  the  part  of 
Virginia  not  included  in  the  Virginia,  Holston,  Ohio,  Pitts- 
burgh, and  Philadelphia  Conferences,  the  western  shore 
of  Maryland,  except  a  small  portion  included  in  the  Pitts- 
burg Conference,  and  that  part  of  Pennsylvania  lying  east 
of  we  Alleghany  Mountains  and  west  of  Susquehanna 
River,  mcluding  Northumberland  district. 

22.  Philaddphia  Conference  shall  include  the  eastern 
shores  of  Maryland  and  Virginia,  the  whole  of  the  state  of 
Delaware,  and  that  part  of  Pennsylvania  lying  between  the 
Susquehanna  and  Delaware  RiVers,  except  so  much  as  is 
included  in  the  Baltimore  and  Oneida  Conferences,  and  all 
the  state  of  New-Jersey,  Staten  Island,  and  so  much  of  the 
state  of  New- York  as  now  is,  or  at  any  time  may  be,  in- 
cluded in  the  Haverstraw  and  Hamburg  circuits. 
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On  motion  of  G.  Fillmore,  seconded  by  Z.  Paddock,  it 
was  resolved,  that  the  proviso  which  respects  the  alliance 
of  the  wives  of  travelling  preachers,  found  on  page  167* 
part  2,  section  4,  number  2,  be  stricken  from  the  form  of 
Disciplme.     Laid  on  the  table. 

On  motion  of  W.  Fisk,  it  was  resolved,  that  we  will  re- 
ceive no  new  matter  in  the  form  of  petitions,  memorials,  or 
resolutions  to  mstruct  a  committee  after  Tuesday  the  15tli 
instant.    Laid  on  the  table. 

'On  motion  of  A.  Brunson,  seconded  by  Ira  Eddy,  it  was 
resolved,  that  the  following  pioviso  be  added  to  the  sixth 
paragraph  of  section  twenty,  chapter  first,  of  our  form  of 
Discipline,  relating  to  local  preachers,  .viz. :  "Provided, 
that  the  annual  conference  may  admit  a  local  preacher  to 
ordination,  who  may  have  been  a  regularly  ordained^minis- 
ter  of  some  other  branch  of  the  Christian  Church  previously 
to  his  becoming  a  member  of  our  Church,  when  they  see  a 
sufficient  cause  for  so  doing.'*  - 

On  motion  of  S.  Luckey,  seconded  by  A.  Chase,  it  was 
resolved,  that  to  the  section  of  Discipline,  part  two,  section 
three,  answer  to  question  second,  page  160,  be  added. 
**  which-  shall  be  done  annually^at  the  last  quarterly  roeetinor 
conference  of  each  circuit  and  station  in  the  conference 
year."     Laid  on  the  table. 

Conference  adjourned  until  to  morrow  morning  at  half 
past  eight  o'clock. 
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TUESDAY,  MAY  15. 

Conference  met  Recording  to  adjournment,  Bkhop  Rob- 
erts in  the  chair. 

The  journal  of  ye&terday  was  read  and  corrected. 

The  Committee  on  the  Itinerancy  presented  a  further 
report  on  the  subject  recommitted  to  them,  which  was  read, 
and  on  motion,  laid  on  the  table. 

The  committee  to  whom  the  subject  of  weekly  class  col- 
lections was  referred,  presented  a  report,  which  was  read 
and  adopted. 

The  Committee  on  the  Episcopacy  presented  and  read 
their  report,  which,  on  motion,  was  laid  on  the  table,  and 
made  the  order  of  the  day  for  to-morrow. 

The  Committee  on  Revisal  presented  a  further  report, 
which  was  read,  and  on  motion,  laid  on  the  table. 

A  memorial  from  Alexandria  on  the  subject  of  spirituous 
liqiiors  was  read  and  presented,  and  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Temperance. 

On  motion,  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Building  and 
Occupying  Houses  of  Worship,  was  called  up  as  the  order 
of  the  day  and  read. 

The  'resolution  to  alter  the  Discipline  on  page  one  hun- 
dred and  fifty-six,  section  two,  part  two,  under  question 
one,  by  adding  the  words,  "as  far  as  practicable,"  was 
taken  under  consideration,  when  a  lengthy  debate  occupied 
the  balance  of  the  session.

The  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  subject  of 
weekly  class  collections,  have  taken  the  subject  under  con- 
sideration, and  beg  leave  to  report  the  folio wuig  resolutions : 

Besolved,  1.  That  this  General  Conference  most  heartily 
approve  of  the  eflforts  which  have  been  made  in  some  places 
to  carry  into  effect  the  excellent  rule  of  our  Discipline  con- 
cerning weekly  class  collections,  and  we  consider  it  the 
most  feasible  as  well  as  the  most  efficient  mode  of  raising 
funds  for  the  subject  of  our  itinerancy. 

Resolved,  2.  That  we  recommend  to  the  annual  conferences 
to  take  this  subject  into  consideration,  and  pass  resolutions 
to  recommend  the  subject  to  the  people  of  their  charge,  and 
to  use  their  influence  to  introduce  the  practice  of  weekly  class 
collections,  as  far  as  practicable,  throughout  their  respective 
bounds,  especially  in  cities,  villages,  and  popular  parts  of 
their  work. 

Conference  adjourned  to  meet  to-morning  at  half-past 
eight  o'clock.

A  memorial  on  the  subject  of  secret  societies  from  Phil- 
adelphia, and  one  from  Dorchester,  were  presented,  and  on 
motion,  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Itinerancy. 

The  Committee  of  Address  was  announced  by  the  presi- 
dent, viz.,  William  Winans,  Samuel  Luckey,  and  William 
Capers. 

The  Committee  of  the  Chartered  Fund  was  announced 
by  the  president,  viz.

Bishop  M  Kendree  presented  the  letter  from  the  British 
Conference  which  was  read  yesterday,  and  informed  the 
conference  that  he  considered  the  superintendents  the 
organ  of  communication  from  the  British  Connexion  to  the 
conference,  and  that  the  letter  was,  therefore,  presented  to 
us,  and  that  he  considered  it  the  business  of  the  conference 
to  answer  it. 

Samuel  Merwin  addressed  the  conference  in  behalf  of  a 
meeting-house  in  Clarkville,  Oneida  Conference,  which  he 
mformed  us  was  subject  to  be  taken  on  account  of  a  debt 
amounting  to  |;235.  On  motion,  a  contribution  was  made 
m  the  conference  room  to  meet  said  debt,  amounting 
to|118. 

The  Committee  on  Itinerancy  presented  and  read  a 
report  m  part,  viz. : — 

The  Committee  on  the  Itinerancy  beg  leave  to  report 
that  they  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  General  Conference 
cannot  adopt  any  possible  measure  that  would  give  relief  to 
the  memorialists  from  Need  ham  circuit,  and  from  other 
places,  on  the  subject  of  secret  societies,  and  the  very  at- 
tempt might  involve  serious  difficulties.  The  Committee, 
therefore,  beg  leave  to  be  discharged  from  further  consid- 
eration of  the  subject.  The  resolutions  on  dress,  on  build- 
ing and  occupying  churches,  have  been  taken  up  by  other 
committees ;  we  therefore  beg  to  be  discharged  from  the 
consideration  of  these  subjects.     Respectfully  submitted,

On  motion  the  report  was  accepted. 
A  further  report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Itmerancy 
was  presented  and  read. 

An  amendment  was  moved  to  strike  out  all  that  part 
which  relates  to  the  Baltimore  and  Pittsburg  Conferences. 
Withdrawn. 

On  motion  the  report  was  then  adopted,  viz. : — 
The  Committee  on  Itmerancy,  after  a  patient  and  labo- 
rious investigation  of  the  various  subjects  which  were  com- 
mitted unto  them,  have  the  satisfaction  of  reporting,  that 
the  general  state  of  the  itinerant  connexion  is  not  only 
favourable,  but  its  future  prospects  exceedingly  flattering. 
The  great  Head  of  the  Church  has  crowned  the  labours  of 
our  ministry  with  almost  unparalleled  success  for  the  last 
four  years ;  and  while  our  numbers  in  the  membership  and 
in  the  ministry  have  been  greatly  mcreased,  there  has  also 
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Ma7  17.       been  an  evident  advancement  in  Scriptural  holiness,  which 
~^t  ga  itS-  is  professedly  the  great  object  of  our  itinerant  systetn. 
erancy.  YouT  committee  have  made  special  inquiry  concerning 

the  modes  of  administration  within  the  several  conferences, 
and  examined  the  records  of  the  same,  and  considering  the 
vast  extent  of  country,  the  variety  of  customs  and  circum- 
stances, the  very  complicated  and  conflicting  interests  em- 
braced in  our  field  of  labour,  it  is  truly  a  matter  of  surprise, 
as  well  as  solemn  thankfubess  to  God,  that  the  whole  body 
of  the  Church  has  been  preserved,  not  only  in  unity  of  doc- 
trine, but  such  uniformity  of  administration,  manner  of 
conducting  public  worship,  and  other  usages  in  which  the 
distinctive  feature^  of  Methodism  have  heen  maintained. 

Your  committee  are  happy  to  say  they  find  no  deteri- 
oration from  the  spirit  of  Methodism  in  the  annual  examina- 
tion of  character  in  our  conferences,  but  that  great  care  has 
been  taken  to  preserve  the  whole  body  of  the  itinerant 
ministry  pure  in  faith  and  practice,  in  spirit,  in  Christian 
simplicity,  and  in  moral  and  ministerial  mtegrity ;  nor  do 
we  discover  any  abatement  of  that  laudable  zeal  and  mis- 
sionary enterprise  which  is  so  important  to  the  existence 
of  our  itinerancy,  and  which  seems  emphatically  to  say, 
"  We  must  take  the  world  and  subdue  it  to  the  cross  of 
Christ."  Indeed,  your  committee  have  found  very  little  of 
which  they  can  complmn,  and  nothing  to  censure. 

The  reading  of  the  Scriptures  in  the  morning  and  after- 
noon services,  and  the  public  use  of  the  Lord  s  prayer  is 
generally  practised,  though  not  as  uniformly  as  could  be 
wished,  and  in  some  instances  the  sacraments  are  adminis- 
tered without  usmg  our  prescribed  and  excellent  forms ;  but 
in  these  things  there  has  been  an  evident  improvement  the 
last  four  years,  and  we  are  confident  that  a  proper  atten- 
tion to  this  subject  in  the  annual  conferences  will  shortly 
do  away  all  irregularity,  and  our  public  administrations 
will  bepome  uniform.  Scriptural,  and  edifying. 

Improvements  have  been  made  also  in  the  matter  and 
manner  of  singing  in  our  congregations ;  but  this  part  of 
devotional  service  requires  the  fostering  care  of  the  respect- 
ive conferences,  enjoining  it  on  their  own  members  to  sup- 
ply our  people  with  our  standard  Hymn  Book  and  the 
Methodist  Harmonist,  and  no  others. 

While  in  the  older  parts  of  our  country  the  work  is  in- 
creasing on  our  hands  by  cultivating  new  fields  of  labour, 
and  occupying  important  towns  and  villages  which  hereto- 
fore were  either  inaccessible  o^  nes^fected  for  want  of  men 
and  means,  our  frontier  and  newly-settled  countries  have 
equal  claims  on  our  attention,  and  call  loudly  on  our  Church 
for  a  supply  of  eflBcient  labourers  in  those  part  of  our  Lord's 
common  vineyard.  In  the  opinion  of  your  committee,  par- 
ticular regard  should  be  had  to  the  real  wants  of  every 
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part  of  our  Church,  and  in  the  formation  of  districts,  circuits, 
and  stations,  the  labour  should  be  equalized  as  much  as 
possible,  not  only  within  the  bounds  of  the  same  conference, 
but,  as  far  as  practicable,  cunong  the  several  conferences. 

In  our  temporal  economy  there  has  been  a  gradual  ad- 
vance in  the  annual  supplies ;  yet  much  remams  to  be  done 
before  the  system  of  finance  will  be  either  uniform  or  ac- 
ceptable ;  and  as  yet  it  is  painfully  unequal.  Resolutions 
have  been  presented  to  this  conference  which  it  is  hoped 
will  be  happy  in  their  eflfects. 

The  distribution  of  our  conference  funds,  small  as  they 
have  been,  has  generally  been  equitable,  though  we  regret 
to  say  that  the  Baltimore  and  Pittsburg  Conferences  have 
continued  to  make  their  dividend  on  the  amount  of  defi- 
ciency, and  not  on  the  amount  of  claims  as  directed  by  the 
last  General  Conference. 

In  concluding  the  report  your  committee  would  say,  that 
it  has  been  with  no  common  degree  of  delight  they  have 
surveyed  the  general  state  of  our  work,  as  well  as  the 
mmute  and  complicated  parts  of  our  great  and  most  advisa- 
ble system  of  itinerancy,  which  is  so  efficient  in  its  free  and 
external  operations  of  publishing  the  Gospel  to  the  poor, 
taking  for  its  motto,  **  Go  ye  into  all  the  world  and  preach 
the  Gospel  to  every  creature."  We  can  but  view  its  adap- 
tation to  the  grand  enterprise  of  Chiistian  benevolence, 
which  is  to  evangelize  the  whole  world ;  and  it  is  gratifying 
to  learn  that  manv  of  our  annual  conferences  have  officially 
taken  an  interest  in  our  Missionary,  Bible,  Tract,  and  Sun- 
day-school societies. 

Our  itinerant  system  is  not  only  missionary  in  its  charac- 
t  'r,  exploring  the  dark  and  dismal  wastes  of  humap  wretch- 
edness, penetrating  the  habitations  of  the  poor,  and  tracing 
out  the  abodes  of  misery,  but  it  possesses  in  itself  the  am- 
ple means  of  developing  the  resources  of  Christian  charity, 
and  carrying  into  complete  success  all  those  benevolent  in- 
stitutions of  our  Church  which  are  of  such  vital  importance 
to  her  best  interests. 

The  subjects  of  special  reference  to  your  committee  are 
reported,  with  such  resolutions  as  were  deemed  proper  in 
the  case.    Respectfully  submitted.

Bass,  concerning  the  appointment  of  trustees,  were  offered, 
and,  on  motion,  laid  on  the  table.

2.  The  amount  of  property  to  be  divided  shall  be  reck- 
oned according  to  the  first  and  largest  estimate  of  stock  in 
the  late  exhibit  of  the  Book  Agents,  namely,  $448,745  70J, 
deducting  therefrom  debts  due  from  the  Concern,  annuities, 
Ac.,  estimated  at  $15,728  18,  and  the  whole  amount  of  the 
publishing  fund,  amounting  to  $16,928  28,  making  a  total 
deduction  (including  credits  to  be  flowed  to  M.  Ruter  and 
C.  Holliday)  of  $35,178  77,  and  leaving  an  amount  to  be 
divided  of  about  $413,566  93^. 

3.  That  the  Canada  Conference  shall  receive  a  full  pro- 
portion of  the  unsaleable  and  salciible  stock,  and  of  the  bad  as 
well  as  good  debts,  considering  the  stock  and  debts  in 
Canada  uiat  belong  to  the  Book  Concern  as  so  much  of  the 
d&vidend  already  paid,  but  to  be  estimated  as  forming  a 
part  of  the  General  Book  Concern,  according  to  the  manner 
of  estimating  the  whole  amount.

m  Upper  Canada,  or  any  of  his  successors  in  oflSce,  shall  at 
any  time  exercise  any  ecclesiastical  jurisdiction  whatever  in 
any  part  of  the  United  States,  or  of  the  territories  thereof; 
and  provided  also,  that  this  article  shall  be  expressly  ratified 
and  agreed  to  by  the  said  Canada  Annual  Conference,  be- 
fore any  such  ordination  shall  take  place.

^piacopaoy  as  several  annual  conferences  for  the  last  four  years,  and  find 
that  it  has  been  correct  and  h^hly  satisfactmy,  and  there- 
fore is  entitled  to  the  support  and  approbation  of  the  Grene- 
ral  Conference. 

2.  In  consequence  of  the  lamented  death  of  our  beloved 
Bishop  George,  the  extension  of  the  work  under  our  care 
and  oversight,  and  the  increase  of  the  annual  conferences,  « 
it  is  recommended  that  we  elect  two  additional  bishops  at 
the  present  conference. 

3.  As  it  is  considered  by  the  comnyttee  an  evil  of  no 
small  magnitude  for  the  same  preachers  to  be  continued 
from  year  to  year  in  town  and  city  stations,  the  superin- 
tendents are  respectfully  requested  to  divernfy  appoint- 
ments of  this  sort  as  much  as  possible  among  preachers 
deemed  suitable  for  such  appointments. 

4.  As  our  charitable  institutions,  colleges,  and  semma- 
ries  of  learning  are  continually  increasing,  and  as  the  Ameri- 
can Colonization  Society  is  rising  in  its  claims  on  the  Amer^ 
ican  community,  it  is  considered  proper  for  our  bishops, 
whenever  in  their  judgment,  and  in  the  judgment  of  an  an- 
nual conference,  it  shall  be  found  expedient,  to  appoint  any 
preacher  as  an  agent  to  promote  the  interest  of  either  or  all 
of  these  institutions 

5.  In  consequence  of  the  age  and  increased  infirmities  of 
our  venerable  and  beloved  Bishop  M'Kendree,  it  is  recom- 
mended that  his  present  relation  be  continued,  and  that  the 
sum  of  $250  be  lUlowed  him  annually  for  extra  expenses, 
and  to  defray  the  expenses  of  a  travelling  companion  $100 
for  the  allowance  of  said  travelling  companion*  and  tbat  be 
be  authorized  to  draw  this  amount  from  the  Book 
Concern. 

6.  On  examination  it  has  been  ascertained,  that  although 
the  allowance  for  the  family  expenses  of  the  bishops  has 
been  ample,  yet  it  is  found  that  Bishop  Roberts  is  deficient 
in  his  travelling  expenses  about  $100,  Bishop  Heddii^ 
about  $50,  and  Bishop  Soule  about $200,  therefore  it  is  re- 
commended that  these  deficiencies  be  paid  them  out  of  the 
avails  of  the  Book  Concern,  and  that  $125  be  paid  each  of 
them  annually  in  part  of  then*  travelling  expenses,  and  the 
deficiency,  if  any,  be  ascertained  and  paid  at  the  ensuing 
General  Conference. 

7.  It  is  recommended  that  the  rule  to  estimate  the  allow- 
ance of  the  bishops  for  family  expenses  be  so  altered  as  to 
make  it  the  duty  of  the  annual  conference  within  whose 
bounds  the  family  or  families  of  the  bishop  or  bishops  may 
reside  to  estimate  the  amount  necessary  to  meet  such 
expense. 

8.  Considering  the  great  extent  of  the  work  throoghout 
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this  vasUcontinent,  committed  to  tbo  oversight  of  the  epis- 
copacy, the  committee  deem  it  inexpedient  to  require  each 
of  our  bishops  to  travel  throughout  the  whole  of  their  ex- 
tensive charges  during  the  recess  of  the  General  Confer- 
ence, and  therefore  recommend  to  the  episcopacy  to  make 
such  an  apportionment  of  the  work  among  themselves  as 
shall  best  suit,  in  their  judgment,  most  effectuallj  to  pro- 
mote the  general  good. 

Caleb  Leach,  having  received  inforraation  of  the  indispo- 
sition of  his  family,  requested  leave  of  absence,  which  was 
granted.

much  as  may  be  amon^  men ;  and  although  considerable 
has  been  done  in  these  departments  of  religious  charity  and 
Christian  benevolence,  yet  it  is  thought  that  by  a  harmonious 
and  simultaneous  action  of  all  engaged  in  the  itinerant  field 
much  more  may  be  effected.  That  this  may  be  done  to  the 
best  possible  advantage,  the  committee  recommend  the

The  Committee  on  the  Itinerancy  to  whom  were  referred 
certain  papers  complaining  of  the  administration  of  brother 
Thomas  Crowder  and  the  acts  of  the  Virginia  Annual  Con- 
ference, by  which  the  administration  of  the* said  Thomas 
Crowder  was  sustained,  beg  leave  to  report  the  followmg  as 
the  result  of  their  deliberations,  viz. : — 

Resolved,  1.  That  the  appellants,  being  the  minority  of  a 
quarterly  conference,  can  have  no  appeal  in  the  case,  nor 
should  Uiey  have  carried  their  protest  beyond  the  limits  of 
their  own  journals. 

Resolved,  2.  That  the  person  or  persons  who  may  enter 
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a  oomplaint  against  a  member  of  an  annual  conference,  and 
not  sustain  such  complaint,  cannot  be  admitted  to  appeal ; 
and  the  General  Conference  can  haye  no  appellate  junsdio- 
don  in  such  case. 

Whereas  the  acts  and  administration  of  our  annual  con- 
ferences do  come  under  the  supervision  of  the  General 
Conference,  therefore, 

Resolved^  3.  That  in  the  opmion  oT  your  committee,  the 
decision  of  the  Virginia  Conference,  sustaimng  the  admmis- 
tration  of  brother  Thomas  Crowder,  was  correct. 

The  chauman  of  the  Committee  on  the  Rights  and 
Privileges  of  our  People  of  Colour,  begged  leave  to 
return  the  papers  referred  to  Committee,  with  a  verbal 
statement  that  it  was  inexpedient  to  act  upon  them  at 
this  time.  He  at  the  same  time  returned  the  report 
which  he  had  withdrawn,  which  was,  on  motion,  laid  on 
the  table. 

A  letter  from  Thomas  Davis  was  presented,  read,  and  on 
motion,  laid  on  the  table,  to  be  taken  up  with  his  appeal, 
and  made  the  order  of  the  day  for  Monday.

yearly  payments  of  one  hundred  and  seventy-five  dollars 
each,  commencmg  on  the  first  day  of  April,  18-31,  and 
thenceforward  on  the  first  days  of  October  and  April  in 
each  and  every  year,  during  the  joint  lives  of  the  said  itin- 
erant minister  and  of  his  wife  in  said  agreement  named, 
and  the  life  of  the  survivor  of  them,  in  consideration  of  the 
sum  of  five  thousand  dollars  in  cash  paid  into  the  said  Con- 
cern by  the  said  itinerant  minister,  and  of  a  covenant  on  bis 
part,  that  the  said  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars,  in  the 
event  of  the  ratification  of  this  agreement  by  this  G^eral 
Conference,  should  be  vested  and  merged  in  the  said  Book 
Concern,  as  its  absolute  property,  free  from  any  claim 
whatever  on  the  part  of  the  said  itinerant  minister,  or  of 
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his  wife,  or  of  his  <^  their  representathre,  in  case  of  the  Uajfit 
death  of  either  or  both  of  them,  as  by  the  said  agreement, 
bearing  date  the  da^  and  year  first  aboye  written,  signed 
and  sealed  by  the  said  J.  £mory  and  B.  Wangh,  aff<rats  as 
aforesaid,  and  1^  the  said  itinerant  minister  of  the  Method- 
ist Episcopal  dhnrch,  and  attested  by  Samuel  Luckey, 
reference  being  thereto  had,  may  more  fully  and  at  large 
appear.    Now;  therefore. 

Boohed,  That  this  General  Conference  does  hereby  ratify 
and  confirm  the  said  aboye  m  part  recited  and  specified 
agreement,  and  does  also,  hereby,  to  the  extent  oi  its 
powers,  pledge  the  fi^uarantee  of  the  General  Conference 
for  the  faitlmil  penormence  on  the  part  of  the  gen^td 
Book  Concern,  of  the  said  aboye  in  part  recited  and  speci-

and  one  thousand  two  hundred  and  forty-three  members 
of  society.  It  appear^  there  have  been  additions  since, 
both  of  preachers  and  members.  In  view  of  all  the  cir- 
cumstances, as  far  as  your  committee  has  been  able  to 
ascertain  and  understand  them,  they  are  unanimously  qf 
opinion  that  the  case  requires  no  interference  of  this  General 
Cfonference.

The  report  itself  and  the  amendments  ofiered  this  morn-

paid  for  the  same  period  one  hundred  and  fifty-five  thousand 
six  hundred  and  ninety-five  dollars  and  ninety-nine  cents, 
leaving  a  balance  a^;amst  the  society  of  one  thousand  sixty- 
eight  dollars  and  seventy-seven  cents. 

This,  together  with  the  facts  respecting  the  success  of 
those  men  of  God  who  have  been  actively  engaged  in  the 
missionary  work  which  have  been  spread  before  the  com- 
munity in  the  annual  reports  of  the  society  and  through 
our  periodicals,  is  evidence  of  the  growing  interest  which 
is  felt  in  this  holy  cause,  and  of  a  full  belief  that  this 
society  is  a  powerful  auxiliary  in  extending  the  Redeemer's 
kingdom  among  men.  While,  therefore,  we  express  our 
gratitude  to  G(^  for  what  he  hath  wrought  by  this  means, 
we  would  devoutly  invoke  his  blessing  upon  our  future  efibrts. 

In  takii^  a  view  of  the  missionary  field,  and  considering 
the  means  to  be  used  to  occupy  and  cultivate  it  more 
effectually,  and  with  greater  success,  we  recommend  to  the 
conference  the  adoption  of  the  followmg  resolutions : — 

Besolved,  by  the  delegates  of  the  annual  conferences  in 
General  Conference  assembled,  1.  That  to  the  section  in  the 
Discipline  on  the  boundaries  of  the  annual  conferences,  the 
following  clause  be  added: — "  There  shall  be  an  annual  con- 
ference on  the  western  coast  of  Africa,  to  be  denominated  the 
Liberia  Mission  Annual  Conference,  possessing  all  the  rights, 
powers,  and  privileges  of  other  annual  conferences,  except 
that  of  sending  delegates  to  the  General  Conference,  and 
of  drawing  its  annual  dividends  from  the  avails  of  the  Book 
CiHicem,  and  of  the  Chartered  Fund." 

2.  That  it  be,  and  hereby  is  recommended  to  the  bishops, 
as  soon  as  practicable,  to  select  one  missionary  or  more  for 
A&ica,  to  labour  in  the  interior,  under  the  direction  of  the 
president  of  the  Liberia  Mission  Annual  Conference. 

8.  That  as  considerable  sums  of  money  have  been  already 
contributed  for  the  establishment  of  a  mission  in  Chma,  it 
b  recommended  to  the  bishops,  as  soon  as  it  shall  appear 
to  them  safe  and  practicable,  to  select  and  send  some  suit- 
able person  or  persons  to  that  country,  whose  duty  it  shall  be 
to  visit  as  many  of  the  principal  places  as  he  may  find  acces- 
sible, and  as  may  be  in  his  power,  and  report  from  time  to 
time  the  state  of  things  there,  in  respect  to  the  feasibility  of 
establishing  missions  under  our  direction  m  that  empire. 

4.  At  the  end  of  the  answer  to  question  four,  chapter 
one,  section  eight,  part  one  of  the  Discipline,  let  there  be 
inserted  the  foUowinff  words :  "  N.  B.  Whenever  a  preach- 
er on  trial  is  selected  by  the  bishops  for  a  mission,  he  may, 
if  elected  by  an  annual  conference,  ordain  him  a  deacon 
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Mi^  17.       before  his  probatioii  endsy  and  a  missioDarj  employed  on  a 

Kcport  of  the  foreign  mission  may  be  admitted  into  full  connexion,  if 

^S^^wa-  recommended  by  the  superintendents  <^  the  mission  where 

UDoed.  he  labours,  without  beu^  present  at  the  annual  conference 

for  examination." 

5.  That  at  each  annual  eonfereaoe,  those  who  are  receiT- 
ed  on  trial  or  admitted  into  fuU  connexion  shall  be  asked 
whether  they  are  willing  to  devote  themselyes  to  the  mis- 
sionary work,  and  a  list  of  the  names  of  all  those  who  are 
willmg  to  do  so,  shall  be  taken  and  reported  to  the  Gorres- 
pondmg  Secretary  of  the  Missionary  Society ;  and  all  such 
shall  be  considered  as  ready  and  willing  to  be  employed  as 
missionaries  whenever  called  for  by  either  of  the  iHshops. 

6.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  of  our  missionaries^  ex- 
cept those  who  are  appomted  to  labour  for  the  benefit  of 

*  the  slaves,  to  form  their  circuitB  into  auxiliary  missionaiy 

societies,  and  to  make  regular  quarterly  and  class  collec- 
tions wherever  practicable,  and  report  ihe  amount  collected 
every  three  months,  either  by  enaorsing  it  on  their  drafts, 
or  by  transmitting  the  money  to  the  treasurer  ol  the  pares! 
society. 

7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  annual  conference  to  ex- 
amine strictly  into  the  state  of  the  domestic  missions  within 
its  bounds,  and  to  allow  none  to  remain  on  the  list  of  its 
missions,  which,  in  the  judgment  of  the  conference,  is  able 
to  support  itself. 

The  Committee  on  Misuons  report  that  they  have  con- 
sidered the  fourth  article  of  the  revised  constitution  of  the 
Missionary  Society,  and  beg  leave  to  recommend  that  there 
be  inserted  in  the  Discipline,  part  two,  section  seven,  at  the 
close  of  the  section,  the  following  words :  "  The  resident 
^  Corresponding  Secretary  shall,  by  virtue  of  his  office,  be  a 
member  of  the  New- York  Conference,  to  which,  in  the  in- 
terval of  the  General  Conference,  he  shall  be  held  respon- 
sible for  his  conduct ;  and  the  New- York  Conference  shall 
have  power,  by  and  with  the  advice  of  the  managers  of  the 
Missionary  Society  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  and 
consent  of  the  bishop  predding,  to  remove  him  from  office ; 
and  in  case  of  removal,  death,  or  rea^nation,  the  New- York 
Conference,  with  the  concurrence  of  the  presiding  bishop, 
shall  fill  the  vacancy  until  the  next  ensuing  General  Con- 
ference. 

As  to  the  duties  of  said  secretary,  and  the  mode  of  his 
receiving  his  support,  the  committee  think  them  sufficiently 
defined  in  the  article  itself,  which  they  again  recomm^id  for 
adoption.  (See  fourth  article,  revised  constitution.)  They 
however  recommend  the  words,  "  resident  Corresponding 
Secretary"  to  be  inserted  in  the  Discipline,  chapter  one, 
section  three,  between  the  words  "journal"  and  "  the."  The 
committee  recommend,  also,  the  adoption  of  the  following : 
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Be^olved,  That  it  shall  be  tbe  duty  of  the  bishops  to  in-        11117  it. 
struct  all  our  foreign  misaioiiaries,  that  wheneyer  they  come  ^^®'  %£2 
in  contact  with  any  of  the  missionaries  belongingr  to  the    sionB  oontina- 
Wesleyan  Methodist  Conference,  they  shall  not  interfere  in    ^ 
their  respective  charges,  any  further  than  to  help  them  in 
tife^  work  when  requested,  but  shall,  on  all  occasions,  cul- 
tivate  a  spirit   of  friendship  sad   brotheriy  affection  as 
brethren  engaged  in  the  same  common  cause,  namely,  the 
salvation  <A  mt  world  through  fai^  in  the  Lord  Jesus 
Christ. 

Be9olvtd,  Ththt  our  representative  to  the  Wesleyan 
Methodist  Conference  be  instructed  by  the  bishops  to  pre- 
sent this  subject  to  said  conference,  and  to  communicate  to 
them  the  sentiments  contained  in  tiie  above  resolution,  and 
to  assore  them  of  our  cordGal  co5peration  with  them  m 
strivmg  to  extend  the  Redeemer's  kingdom  among  men  by 
means  of  misdonary  enterprise^. 

JReBolved,  That  it  be  re4>ectfully  suggested  to  the  Board 
of  Managers  of  the  Misnonary  Society  of  the  Methodist 
Spiseopiu  Church,  the  expediency  of  recommending  to  the 
next  General  Conference,  the  adoption  of  the  following  as 
a  substitute  for  the  last  article  of  the  constitution  oi  the 
Missionary  Society,  vis.: — 

This  const^tion  shall  not  be  altered  but  by  the  General 
Conference,  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Board  of 
Managers  or  by  the  society  at  an  annual  naeethig  upon  the 
recommendation  of  the  General  Conference.

The  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Canada  affairs,  to 
l^t^AOdn!  whom  their  former  report  was  re-conmiitted,  presented  and 
read  their  report,  which,  after  conaderable  debate,  and  a 
faur  and  full  discussion,  was  adopted,  as  follows : — 

BBPORT  OF  THB  OOMMITTEB  ON  CAIUDA  A7FAIR8,  ADOPTED 
MAY  19TH,  1888. 

The  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  commimicatioii 
from  the  Conference  of  the  Wesleyan  Methodist  Church  in 
Britii^  North  America,  b^  leave  to  report: — 

Tour  committee  have  given  a  serious,  and,  they  trust,  a 
candid  attention  to  the  document  referred  to  them.  They 
have  invited  before  them  the  president  c^  the  Canada  Con- 
ference, the  Bev.  William  Lord,  and  the  delegate  from 
Canada,  the  Bev.  T^liam  Case,  and  have  listened  with 
pleasure  to  th^  remarks,  and  perused  with  close  attenti<« 
a  commaiiication  purporting  to  set  forth  the  grounds  of  these 
claims.  But  inasmuch  as  the  last  General  Conference  did 
difltinetiy svowthat  ooostitutional  restrictions  prohibited  thdr 
aetbn,  uid  prooeeded  to  ky  the  question  before  the  several 
annual  conferences,  in  order  to  oU«n  the  deduucm  of  these 
primary  bodies  upon  the  subject,  your  committee  were 
admoniidied  that  ihe  task  devolving  upon  them  is  limited 
to  this  smgle  ccmaideration,  viz..  Have  the  aanud  eon 
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fereoces  determined  against  tbe  olaims  of  the  Canada  Oobt       ^^  ^- 
fer^nce?  'SC^^n 

This  point  is  detennined  hj  the  votes  of  all  the  annual  ^^''^^1^4^''^'^ 
conferences,  which,  being  properly  authenticated,  and  having  ^" 
been  carefully  considered  and  examined,  stand  as  follows : — 
In  favour  of  concurring  with  the  General  Conference  of 
1832,  five  hundred  and  ninety-nine;  against  concurring, 
seven  hundred  and  fifty-eight.  Whole  number  of  votes 
taken,  one  thousand  three  hundred  and  fifty-seven.  This 
statement  shows  that  instead  of  three-fourths  of  the  votes 
being  in  favour  of  obviating  tbe  constitutional  restriction, 
as  the  Discipline  in  such  cases  requires,  a  large  majority 
have  decided  against  it.  And  this  decision  your  committee 
re^d  as  final  and  conclusive  agamst  these  claims. 

But  inasmuch  as  the  General  Conference  have  ever 
claimed  and  exercised  the  right  to  regulate  the  discount  at 
which  wholesale  purchasers  may  buy  our  books,  and  with 
a  view  to  an  amicable  and  final  arrangemement  of  all  the 
difficulties  which  have  existed  on  this  subject,  and  espe- 
ciallv  with  a  sincere  desire  to  go  as  far  as  justice  to  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church  will  authorize,  to  encourage 
and  perpetuate  the  friendly  and  fraternal  feelings  which 
should  ever  exist  between  the  different  members  of  the 
great  Methodist  family,  the  committee  submit  to  the  con* 
sideration,  and  for  the  adoption  of  thtf  General  Conference, 
the  following  arrangement,  mutually  agreed  to  by  the 
delegates  from  Canada  and  the  Book  Agents,  and  which  we 
are  assmred  will  be  satisfactory  to  our  Canadian  brethren, 
if  sanctioned  by  their  ccmference : — 

WTiereas,  the  Canada  Confer^ice,  now  in  connexion  with 
the  Wesleyan  Methodists  of  Great  Britain,  was  fonnerly 
united  to,  and  formed  part  of,  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church ;  and  whereas  the  union  which,  by  mutual  consent, 
then  subsisted,  was  dissolved  at  the  earnest  and  repeated 
solicitation  of  the  ministers  and  members  of  the  Church  in 
Canada,  which  was  definitely  determined  upon  by  an  act 
of  the  Canada  Conference,  who  thereupon  and  subsequently 
did  form  a  union  with,  and  became  a  part  of  the  Wesleyan 
Methodist  connexion ;  and  whereas  there  has  been  a  diner- 
ence  of  opinion  between  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church 
and  the  Canada  Conference  in  regard  to  the  claim  which 
has  been  urged  by  the  Canada  Conference,  <^  an  interest 
in,  and  a  portion  of  the  Methodist  Book  Concern;  and 
whereas  the  decision  of  the  several  annual  conferences  to 
whom  the  subject  was  referred  by  the  General  Conference 
of  1832  has  been  adverse  to  the  claim  of  the  Canada  Con- 
ference, and  has  thereby  precluded  any  further  action  of 
the  General  Conference,  on  the  ground  of  claim,  as  made 
by  the  Canada  Conference ;  but  whereas  this  General  Con- 
ference cherishes  an  affectionate  remembniDoe  of  the  Canada 
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M*7i9.  brethren,  and  b  desirous  to  manifest  its  fratenud  regard  in 
^SSe^  ^^  every  suitable  way ;  and  whereas  the  Canada  Conference 
OuMdaAihirft  did,  at  its  last  session,  M^pomt  its  president  the  Rer.  Williani 
"""""~^  Lord,  and  the  Rev.  Egerton  Ryerson,  delegates  to  this 
General  Conference,  to  negotiate  its  claims  on  the  Book 
Concern,  and  the  Rev.  William  Case  having  been  duly 
appointed  to  take  the  place  of  Rev.  E.  ^Brson  in  the 
negotiation;  and  whereas  the  said  Rev.  William  Lord, 
president  of  the  Canada  Conference,  and  the  Rev.  William 
Case,  have  full  powers  to  bring  to  an  amicable  termination 
the  question  pending  between  the  two  connexions,  there- 
fore, it  is  hereby  declared  to  be  mutuaUy  understood  and 
agreed  that  the  following  plan  shall  be  considered  as  an 
amusement  for  the  full  and  final  adjustment  and  settle- 
ment of  the  matter  at  issue  between  the  Canada  Conference 
and  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  to  wit :  The  Agents 
of  the  Methodist  Book  Concern  shall  furnish  to  the  Book 
steward  of  the  Canada  Conference,  any  of  the  books  which  « t 
may  be  issued  from  its  press  at  the  following  rates,  subject 
to  the  conditions  and  provisos  hereinafter  named : — 

1.  The  general  Alphabetical  Catalogue  books,  whether 
in  sheets  or  bound,  shall  be  sold  at  forty  per  cent  discount 
from  the  retail  prices,  as  long  as  the  present  discount  of . 
one-third  shall  be  made  to  wholesale  purchasers;  but 
should  this  discount  ^  hereafter  changed  to  one-quarter, 
and  in  that  case  the  books  sold  to  the  Book  Steward  of  the 
Canada  Conference  shall  be  charged  at  a  discount  of  one- 
third  from  the  retail  prices  which  shall  from  time  to  time 
be  affixed  to  them  respectively,  provided  that  this  discount 
shall  not  apply  to  such  books  as  may  be  reduced  below  the 
usual  prices  on  account  of  rival  publishers ;  and  provided, 
also,  that  the  Canada  Conference  shall  give  satisfactory  se- 
curity in  regard  to  the  payment  of  any  debt  which  may  be 
C(mtracted  with  the  Methodist  Book  Concern,  within  one 
year  from  the  time  such  debt  may  be  created.  And  it  is 
also  expressly  understood  and  agreed,  that  no  interest  shall 
be  demanded  or  paid  on  any  such  debt,  unless  payment 
should  be  delayed  beyond  the  period  of  credit  before 
named,  in  which  event  interest  shall  be  charged  and  paid, 
from  and  after  the  expiration  of  said  credit  term.  It  is 
also  provided,  that  all  books  which  may  be  ordered  by  the 
Book  Steward  of  the  Canada  Conference  shall  be  at 
the  risk  and  expense  of  the  said  conference  from  the 
time  they  shall  be  forwarded  from  the  Methodist  Book 
Concern. 

2.  Sunday-school  books  and  tracts  shall  be  furnished  to 
the  Book  Steward  of  the  Canada  Conference  at  a  premium 
of  eighteen  per  cent,  to  be  paid  in  General  Catalogue  books, 
at  retail  prices,  and  it  is  hereby  declared  to  be  understood 
and  agreed,  that  the  same  provisions  and  conditions  are  to  be 
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adjudged  applicable  to  Sunday-school  books  and  tracts  as 
have  ^n  specified  above  in  regard  to  books  generally. 

8.  It  is  understood  and  agre^  that  the  pri^eges  herein 
secured  to  the  Canada  Conference,  shall  be  binding  on  the 
Methodist  Book  Concern  until  the  first  day  (^  May,  1852, 
next  ensuing  the  present  date ;  Provided,  also,  that  the  said 
Conference  shall  regdarly  and  truly  make  an  annual  settle- 
ment to  the  satisfacticm  of  the  Agents  of  the  Methodist 
Book  Concern,  and  not  otherwise. 

4.  Finally,  it  is  hereby  mutually  understood  and  agreed 
that  the  foregoing  arhmgement  is  considered  as  a  full, 
definite,  and  satisfoctory  adjustment  of  the  question  which 
has  arisen  between  the  Canada  Conference  and  the  Metho- 
dist Episcopal  Church  on  the  subject  of  the  Methodist 
Book  Concern. 

In  testimony  whereof,  the  Agents  of  the  Methodist  Book 
Concern,  and  the  delegates  of  uie  Canada  Conference,  have 
mutually  affixed  their  respective  signatures,  this  18tii  day 
of  May,  1886,  in  the  city  of  Cincinnati,  Ohio.

The  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  the  Judiciary  report-  BromweU'A  pe- 
ed that  the  petition  of  J.  L.  Bromwell,  which  had  been  re-  to**Co^mJl! 
ferred  to  them,  did  not  properly  belong  to  them,  and  on  ««» itinerMcj. 
motion,  it  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Itinerancy. 

The  chaurman  of  the  Committee  on  the  Judiciarypre- 
sented  and  read  a  report  on  the  petitions  from  the  West* 
moreland  and  Lancaster  circuit,  which  was  adopted,  as  fol- 
lows:— 

30 
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The  JudioiaiT  OommiUee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  pe- 
tition of  the  official  members  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church  on  Lanoaster  circuit,  Baltimore  Conference,  report, 
that  the  petition  referred  to  them  is  an  able  docum^t, 
drawn  up  in  the  most  respectful  language,  and  si^ed  by 
twenty-nme  individuals,  who  claim  to  be  officud  mem* 
hers  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  oa  Lancaster 
circuit. 

The  petitioners  first  invite  the  attention  of  the  G^eral 
Conference  to  the  section  <^  the  Discipline  which  states 
that  "no  slave-holder  shall  be  eligible  to  any  offidal  statkm 
in  our  Church  hereafter,  when  the  laws  of  the  state  m 
which  he  lives  will  admit  of  emancipation  and  penmt  the 
liberated  slave  to  enjoy  freedom,"  Ac.  They  then  pro- 
duce an  extract  of  the  laws  from  the  commonwealth  of 
Virginia,  showing  their  extreme  rigour  in  this  matter, — 
"  ijSai  any  emancipated  slave  (with  exceptions  too  rare  to 
be  looked  for  in  one  case  out  <^  many)  remaining  in  the  com- 
monwealth more  than  twelve  months  after  his  ix  her  right 
to  freedom  shall  have  arrived,  contrary  to  the  provisiona 
of  this  act,  shall  be  sdd  by  the  overseers  of  the  poor,  in  any 
county  in  which  he  or  she  may  be  found,  for  the  benefit  of 
the  literary  fund."  In  view  d  this  **  Act,"  they  claim  that 
they,  as  official  members,  are  protected  by  the  Discipline 
of  the  Church,  as  they  deem  it  to  be  precisely  one  of  the 
exceptions  to  the  general  rule  provided  for  in  the  Disci- 
pline :  and  especially  as  under  the  existing  laws  of  the  com- 
monwealth to  emancipate  their  slaves  womd,  in  many  cases, 
be  an  act  of  cruelty  to  their  slaves  themselves. 

The  matter  of  complaint  by  the  petitioners  is,  that  the 
construction  put  upon  this  rule  by  the  Baltimore  Annual 
Conference,  in  certain  acts,  respecting  individuals  con- 
nected with  this  section  of  the  work,  is  subversive  of  their 
rights  and  oppressive  in  its  bearings^  that  they  require 
the  same  submission  to  the  rule  of  persons  in  that  state,  as 
of  those  m  sections  where  the  leg^  disability  to  comply 
with  it  does  not  exist,  regai-dless  of  the  exceptions.  And 
they  respectfully  solicit  the  interference  of  the  General 
Conference,  either  to  revise  the  rule,  or  give  it  such  con- 
struction as  to  afford  them  relief  in  the  premises,  or  finally, 
if  neither  be  done,  to  cause  ik\»m  to  be  set  off  to  the  Yir- 
^nia  Conference. 

It  is  due  to  the  Baltimore  ConfSerence  to  say,  that  the 
cases  referred  to  as  evidence  of  their  improper  implication 
of  their  rule,  are  stated  in  terms  too  vague  ^id  indefinite  to 
authorize  the  inference  drawn  by  the  petitioners.  It  is 
represented  that  a  young  man  applying  to  be  received  into 
the  itinerancy  is  prevented  by  application  of  this  rule, — 
that  it  is  m  vain  for  him  to  urge  upon  a  majority  of  the 
conference  the  impracticability  of  his  complying  with  the 
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role,  in  conseqtience  of  the  laws  under  which  he  Hv^,  or  any        m^  «. 
other  consideration  in  favour  of  his  bemg  received ;  because  ^^^  ^ 
he  will  not  comply  with  the  rule,  he  must  be  rejected,    the  Jocimmj 
The  same,  it  is  assumed  by  the  petitioners,  is  done  with    <*****""*<^ 
respect  to  those  who  apply  for  ordination.     And  it  is 
inferred  by  them,  that  if  the  conference  act  consistently, 
stewards  and  leaders  may  be  expected  soon  to  be  called 
upon  to  comply  with  the  rule,  or  forfeit  their  official  stand- 
mg  in  the  Church. 

Tour  committee  view  this  subject  m  a  very  different 
light.  In  admitting  a  preacher  to  travel,  or  electing  one  to 
oraers,  a  conference  must  have  the  right  to  act  freely ;  and 
in  cases  which  are  not  successful,  it  is  wholly  an  assump- 
tion, on  the  port  of  the  applicants  or  their  friends,  to  sav 
what  particular  <ionsideration6  dictated  the  vote,  unless  such 
considerations  be  distinctly  avowed  by  a  majority  of  the 
conference.  And  it  is  known  to  all  conversant  with  the 
transactions  of  an  annual  conference,  that  no  person  apply- 
ing to  be  received  or  ordained  ever  enters  as  a  partv  before 
the  conference,  pleading  his  own  cause,  and  heanng  and 
answering  the  objections  which  may  be  urged  agfUnst  his 
application.  Any  act  of  a  conference,  then,  in  these  oases, 
cannot  be  justly  jirged  as  evidence  that  the  conference 
denies  the  party  concerned  the  benefit  of  the  special  pro- 
vision m  the  rale.  A  conference,  or  other  deliberative 
bodies,  possesses,  and  in  the  nature  of  the  case  must  pos- 
sess, the  right  to  determine  its  own  course,  and  vote  freely 
in  ail  such  individual  cases.  Your  committee,  therefore, 
cannot  see  that  the  privileges  clahned  by  the  petitioners 
have  been  contravened  by  an  act  of  the  Baltimore  Con- 
ference. 

Having  said  this  much  respecting  the  alleged  grounds 
of  grievance,  your  committee  agree  m  the  opinion  that  th« 
exceptions  to  the  general  rule  in  the  Disciphne,  referred  to 
by  the  petitioners,  cleariy  apply  to  official  members  of  the 
Church  in  Vii^ia,  according  to 'the  laws  of  the  common- 
weidth,  and  do  therefore  protect  them  against  a  f(»fdture 
of  their  official  standing  on  account  of  said  rule. 

In  addition  to  the  petition  of  the  official  members  of 
Lancaster  Circuit,  a  resolution  of  a  quarterly  conference  of 
Westmoreland  Circuit  has  been  referred  to  your  committee, 
by  which  it  appear^  that  the  members  of  said  conference 
concurred  in  said  petition. 

Should  the  General  Conference  agree  in  the  opinions 
stated  by  the  committee  in  the  report,  it  is  respectfully 
recommended  that  after  adopting  it,  they  cause  a  copy  ot 
it  to  be  forwarded  to  the  omcisd  members  in  each  of  the 
above-named    circuits.     All  which  is   respectfully  sub-

Of  the  Boundaries  of  the  Annual  Oonfereneei,  ^c.  ^  *''**'•"' 

1.  The  New- York  Conference  shall  embrace  all  that  ter-  N«w-Tork. 
ritory  now  included  in  the  New- York,  Whiteplains,  New- 
Haven,  Poughkeepsie,  Rhinebeck,  Delaware,  and  Newburg 
dbtricts. 

2.  New-England  Conference  shall  include  all  the  state  of  New-itaghod. 
Massachusetts,  lymg  east  of  the  Oreen  Mountains,  not  in- 
cluded in  the  New-Hampshire  Conference,  and  that  part  of 
Connecticut  Ijring  east  of  Connecticut  River,  and  all  the 

state  of  Rhode  Island. 

3.  The  Mame  Conference  shall  mclude  all  the  state  of  Miiiifc 
Mame,  and  that  part  of  the  state  of  New-Hampshire  lying 

east  of  the  White  Hills,  and  north  of  the  waters  of  Assi- 
pee  Lake. 

4.  The  New-Hampshire  Conference  shall  include  all  the  ^JT^"^ 
state  of  New-Hampshire  not  included  in  the  Maine  Confer- 
ence, that  part  of  the  state  of  Vermont  east  of  the  Green 
Mountains,  and  that  part  of  the  state  of  Massachusetts 
northeast  of  the  Merrimack  River. 

6.  The  Troy  Conference  shall  mclude  the  Albany,  Mid-  Th>j. 
dlebury,  Plattsbui^i  and  Troy  districts. 

6.  Black  River  Conference  shall  include  that  part  of  the  B^**  Wt«. 
state  of  New^York  west  of  the  Troy  Conference  not  in- 
cluded in  the  Genesee  Conference,  as  far  south  as  the  Erie 

Canal,  and  all  the  societies  on  the  immediate  banks  of  said 
canal  except  Utica. 

7.  The  Oneida  Conference  shall  include  that  part  of  the 
state  of  New- York,  east  of  Cayuga  Lake,  not  included  in 
the  New- York,  Troy,  and  Black  River  Conferences,  and  the 
Susquehanna  district  in  the  state  of  Pennsylvania. 

8.  The  Genesee  Conference  shall  include  that  part  of  the 
state  of  New- York  west  of  Cayuga  Lake,  not  included  in 
the  Erie  Conference,  and  so  much  of  Pennsylvania  as  is  m- 
eluded  by  the  Sugar  Creek,  Wellsborough,  Smithsport,  and 
Loyalsock  circuits. 

9.  The  Erie  Conference  shall  be  bounded  on  the  north  Irit. 
by  Lake  Erie,  on  the  east  by  a  fine  commencmg  at  the 
month  of  Cattaraugos  Creek,  thence  to  the  Alleghany  River, 
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at  the  mouth  of  Tnnaaqnfint  Credit  ihenoe  up  said  enA 
eastward,  to  the  ridge  dividing  betwera  the  waters  <tf  Ok* 
rion  and  Sinnamahonine  Creeks ;  thence  eastward  to  the 
head  of  Mahoning  Cre<£ ;  thence  down  said  creek  to  the 
Alleghany  River ;  thence  across  said  river  in  a  northwest- 
erly direction  to  the  Western  Reserve  line,  including  the 
north  part  of  Butler  and  New  Castle  circuits,  west  to  the 
Ohio  Canal,  thence  along  said  canal  to  Lake  Brie,  belud- 
iog  Ohio  dty. 

10.  Pittsburg  Conference  shall  be  bounded  on  the  north 
by  the  Erie  Conference,  on  the  east  by  the  Alleghany 
Mountains,  on  the  south  by  a  line  stretching  from  the  head 
of  Tygert's  Valley  to  the  Ohio  River  at  the  mouth  of  the 
little  Muskingum,  embracing  Middlebum  Circuits  and 
Hughes  River  Mission,  thence  to  the  Muskingum  Rivtr, 
embracing  Woodfield  and  M'Connelsville  Circuits,  thenee 
on  the  west  to  the  mouth  of  White  Woman  Creek,  embrac- 
ing Summerfield  and  Freeport  Curcuits,  thence  north-east 
to  the  Ohio  Canal,  embracing  Dover  Curcuit,  and  tb^ice  to 
the  line  of  Erie  Conference.

the  Muskingum  River  so  as  to  include  Marietta  Circuit  and 
Kanahwa  District  in  Virginia,  thence  down  the  Ohio  River 
to  the  place  <^  beginning. 

Id.  Indiana  Conference  shall  include  the  state  of 
Indiana,  except  so  much  as  is  included  in  the  Illinois  Con- 
ference,  Elizabethtown  in  the  state  of  Ohio,  and  that  part 
of  Michigan  territory  now  included  in  the  Laporte  District 

14.  niinois  Conference  shall  include  the  state  of  lUinois, 
and  that  part  of  Indiana  included  m  the  Danville  and 
Euffene  Circuits,  the  Wisconsin  territory  norih  of  the  state 
and  west  of  Lake  Michigan,  and  also  that  part  of  said  ter- 
ritory west  of  the  Mississippi,  commonly  oaQed  the  Black 
Hawk  Purchase. 

15.  Missouri  Conference  shall  include  the  state  of  Mis- 
souri, and  that  part  of  Missouri  territory  which  lies  north  of 
the  Cherokee  Ime. 

16.  Arkansas  Conference  shall  include  the  Arkansas 
territory,  that  part  of  Missouri  territory  lyinff  south  of  the 
Cherokee  line,  also  so  much  of  the  state  of  LoniBiaiift  as  it 
now  included  in  the  Louiaiaoa  Distript. 
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17.  Kentacky  Conferenoe  shall  include  the  state  of 
Kentucky,  except  so  much  of  the  sidd  state  as  lies  west  of 
the  Tennessee  Rirer. 

18.  Tennessee  Conference  shall  include  West  Tennessee, 
and  that  part  of  Kentucky  lying  west  of  Tennessee  River 
and  North  Alabama. 

10.  Holston  Conference  shall  include  East  Tennessee, 
and  that  part  of  the  state  of  Georgia  now  embraced  in  the 
Newtown  District,  and  also  what  is  now  included  in  the 
Tugaloo  and  Pickens  Circuits,  and  those  parts  of  South 
Carolina  and  Virginia  which  are  included  in  the  Ashville 
and  Abingdon  Districts. 

20.  Mississippi  Conference  shall  include  all  the  state  of 
Mississippi,  except  what  is  embraced  in  the  range  of  coun- 
ties on  the  east  boundary  of  the  state,  viz.,  Jackson, 
Greene,  Wayne,  Clark,  Lauderdale,^  Kemper,  Noxaber, 
Louads,  and  Monroe,  and  that  part  of  the  state  of  Louisiana 
iK)i  included  in  the  Arkansas  Conference. 

21 «  Alabama  Conference  shall  include  South  Alabama, 
and  that  part  of  the  Mississippi  not  included  in  the  Mis- 
ttssippi  Conference  and  West  Florida. 

22.  Georgia  Conference  shall  include  the  state  of  Geoma, 
except  what  is  embraced  in  the  Holston  Conference,  l^t 
and  Middle  Florida. 

23.  South  Carolina  Conference  shall  include  the  state 
of  South  Carolina,  except  so  much  as  is  included  in  the 
Tugaloo,  Greenville,  aiyi  Pickens  Circuits,  and  that  part  of 
North  Carolina  now  included  in  the  Wilmington  and  Lin- 
colnton  Districts. 

24.  North  Carolina  Conference  shall  be  bounded  on  the 
east  by  the  Atlantic  Ocean,  on  the  north  by  Albemarle 
Sound,  Roanoke  and  Staunton  Rivers,  on  the  west  by  the 
top  of  the  Blue  Ridge,  including  the  counties  of  Wilks  and 
Iredell,  on  the  south  by  the  south  lines  of  Iredell,  Rowan, 
Davidson,  Randolph,  and  Chatham,  thence  by  Cape  Fear 
River,  except  those  appointments  now  included  in  the  Wil- 
mington and  lincolnton  Districts. 

2i.  Vii^ia  Conference  shall  be  bounded  on  the  east 
by  Chesapeake  Bay  and  the  Atlantic  Ocean,  on  the  south  by 
Albemarle  Sound,  Roanoke  and  Staunton  Rivers,  on  the 
west  by  the  Blue  Ridge,  on  the  north  by  the  Rappahannock 
River,  except  Fredericksburg  and  Port  Royal. 

26.  BalUmore  Conference  shall  include  the  remaining 
part  of  Virginia,  Holston,  Ohio,  Pittsbuig,  and  Philadelphia 
Ckmferenoes,  the  western  shore  of  Maryland,  except  a 
small  portion  included  m  the  Pittsburgh  Conference,  and 
tliat  port  of  Pennsylvania  lying  eost  of  the  AUegfaany 
Mountains  and  west  of  Susquehannah  River,  including 
Northumberland  District. 

27.  Philadelphia  Conference  shall  include  the  Eastern 
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Shore  of  Maryland  and  Virginia,  the  state  of  Delaware, 
aDd  all  that  part  of  Pennsylvania  lying  between  Snsqoe- 
hannah  and  Delaware  Rivers,  except  so  much  as  is  included 
m  the  Baltimore,  Oneida,  and  New-Jersey  Conferences. 

28.  New-Jersey  Conference  shall  inolade  the  whole  state 
of  New-Jersey,  Staten  Island,  and  so  much  of  the  states 
of  New- York  and  Pennsylvania  as  is  now  included  in  the 
Asbury  District.

Conference.  Several  motions  were  made,  and  after  havii^ 
been  debated  were  withdrawn.  A  motion  to  afiSrm  the 
decision  was  lost,  and  a  motion  to  re-consider  carried,  when 
a  moti<m  was  made  by  E.  Robinson,  that  the  decision  of 
the  Mississippi  Conference,  in  the  case  of  Jonas  Westerland, 
by  which  he  was  expelled  from  the  Church,  be  affimwd. 
Carried.

tion recommending  a  visit  to  Africa  was  adopted.    The 
preamble  to  the  report  was  then  amended  and  adopted. 
A  motion  to  reconsider  the  fourth  resolution  was  voted  and 
carried,  and  the  word  "two"  was  stricken  out,  and  the 
word   "three"   again  inserted.     The   whole   report,   as 
amended,  was  then  adopted,  as  follows : —

After  a  minute  and  particular  examination  of  the  labours  Episooiwey. 
and  administration  of  our  government  by  the  episcopacy, 
your  committee  find  nothing  to  condemn,  but  much  to 
approve.  Their  labours  during  the  last  four  years  have 
been  both  arduous  and  difficult,  and  their  attention  to  duty 
such  as  merits  the  decided  approbation  of  your  conomittee. 

Tour  committee  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  follow- 
ing resolutions : — 

Besolved,  1.  That  it  is  a  violation  of  a  rule  of  discipline  for  a 
bishop  to  continue  a  preacher  in  a  station  or  circuit  for  more 
than  two  years,  notwithstanding  the  station  may  be  divided 
into  two  or  more  stations  or  circuits. 

Besolved,  2.  That  it  is  inconsistent  with  the  genius  of 
Methodism  to  continue  a  preacher  for»many  years  in  suc- 
cession m  the  same  part  of  the  work,  and,  therefore,  the 
bishops  are  advised  not  to  continue  any  preacher  for  nutny 
years  in  succession  in  the  same  city,  town,  or  district. 

Besolved,  3.  Tliat  it  is  expedient  at  this  time  to  strength- 
en the  episcopacy,  by  electmg  and  ordaining  three  addi- 
ticmal  bishops. ' 

Tour  committee  have  had  under  consideration  the  reso- 
hitions  of  the  managers  of  the  Missionary  Society  of  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  submitting  the  memorial  of 
the  official  members  of  our  Church  in  Western  Africa,  in 
which  they  ask  the  appointment  of  a  bishop  to  reside  in 
that  country,  and  reconmiend  the  adoption  of  the  foUowing 
resolutions,  viz. : — 

Resolved,  1.  That  it  is  inexpedient,  at  present,  to  appomt 
a  bishop  for  Western  Africa. 

Heaohed,  2.  That  it  be  recommended  to  our  episcopacy 
to  select  one  of  their  number  to  visit  our  work  in  Western 
Afiica,  m  the  course  of  the  ensuhhjr  four  years,  if  they  judge 
proper  and  convenient :  and  in  ^e  event  of  such  visitation 
to  Africa,  the  Treasurer  of  the  Missionary  Society  of  the 
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liir^       Methodist  Episcopal  Church  is  hereby  rathcmied  to  pty 
the  expenses  of  sach  yisitatioa.

The  Committee  on  Revisal  who  were  dlreoted  to  report  to 
the  secretary  such  amendments  as  the  conference  had  adopt- 
ed, as  recommended  in  their  former  reports,  do  now  report 
as  follows : — 

CHAPTER  I,  SBCTION  IZ. 

The  ninth  answer  to  question  one  shall  be  so  am^aded 
as  to  read  thus : — 

9.  To  take  an  exact  account  of  the  members  in  society 
in  their  respective  circuits  and  stations,  keeping  the  names 
of  all  local  elders,  deacons,  and  preachers  properly  distm- 
guished,  and  deliver  in  such  accounts  to  the  annual  confer- 
ence, that  their  number  may  be  printed  in  the  Minutes. 

CHAPTBR  I,  SBOnON   XV. 

The  seventh  answer  is  amended  so  as  to  read,  after  the 
words,  «  as  his  other  duties  will  allow,"  "  the  course  of  in- 
struction shall  not  only  embrace  the  nature  of  experimental 
religion,  but  also  the  nature,  design,  privileges,  and  obligsp 
tions  of  their  baptism." 

*'  8.  To  appomt  a  suitable  leader  for  each  class,  who  shall 
instruct  them  in  his  absence,  and  recommend  tor  the  preach- 
er such  among  them  as  he  may  think  suitable  to  be  received 
among  us  on  trial.  The  preacher  shall  leave  his  successor 
a  correct  account  of  each  class  thus  formed,  with  the  name 
of  its  leader." 

'<  9.  To  preach  expressly  on  education.  <  But  I  have  no 
gift  for  this.'  Pray  earnestly  for  the  gift,  and  use  every 
other  means  to  obtain  it." 

OHAPTBB  I,  SBOTIOK  XX. 

Question  1.  What  du-eotions  shall  be  given  conoeming 
local  preachers  ? 

Answer  1.  The  quarterly  meeting  conference  shall  take 
cognizance  of  all  local  preachers  in  the  circuit  or  station, 
and  shall  inquire  into  the  gift  to  labours  and  usefulness  of 
each  preacher  by  nsune. 

2.  The  quarterly  conference  shall  have  authority  to 
license  proper  persons  to  preach,  and  renew  their  lieenBe 
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atmually,  whenever,  in  the  judgment  of  said  conference,         *5^ni 
their  gifts,  grace,  and  usefulness  will  warrant  such  renewal ;    ,JSttw  on  lu- 
to  recommend  suitable  candidal  to  the  annual  conference    "^  oontnu- 
for  deacon's  or  elder's  orders  in  the  local  connexion  for 
admission  on  trial  in  the  travelling  connexion,  and  to  try, 
suspend,  expel,  or.  acquit  any  local  preacher  in  the  circuit 
or  station  against  whom  charges  may  be  brought ;  provided 
that  no  person  shall  be  licensed  to  preach  without  the 
recommendation  of  the  society  of  which  he  is  a  member,  or  ^ 

of  a  leader's  i^eeting.  Nor  shall  any  one  be  licensed  to 
preach,  or  recommended  to  the  annual  conference  to  travel, 
or  for  ordination,  without  first  being  examined  in  the  quar- 
terly conference  on  the  subject  of  doctrines  and  discipline. 

8.  A  licensed  local  preacher  shall  be  eligible  to  the 
office  of  a  deacon,  after  he  has  preached  four  years  from 
the  time  he  received  a  regular  license,  and  has  obtained  a 
testimonial  from  the  quarterly  conference,  after  proper  ex- 
amination, signed  by  the  president,  and  countersigned  by 
the  secretary  ;  and  after  his  character  has  passed  in  exam- 
ination before,  and  he  has  obtained  the  approbation  of  the 
annual  conference. 

4.  A  local  deacon  shall  be  eligible  to  the  office  of  elder 
after  he  has  preached  four  years  from  the  time  he  was  or- 
dained a  deacon,  and  has  obtained  a  recommendation  from 
the  quarterly  conference  of  which  he  is  member  certifying 
his  qualifications  in  doctrine,  discipline,  talents,  and  useful- 
ness, signed  by  the  president  and  countersigned  by  the 
secretary.  He  shall,  if  he  cannot  attend,  send  to  the  an- 
nual conference  such  recommendation,  and  a  note  certify- 
mg  his  belief  in  the  doctrine  and  discipline  of  our  Church, 
the  whole  being  examined  by  the  annual  conference,  and  if 
approved  he  may  be  ordained :  provided,  nevertheless, 
that  no  slaveholder  shall  be  eligible  to  the  office  of  an  elder 
or  deacon  where  the  law  will  admit  of  emancipation,  and 
permit  the  liberated  slave  to  enjoy  freedom. 

6.  Every  local  elder,  deacon,  and  preacher  shall  have  hb 
name  recorded  on  the  journal  of  the  quarterly  conference  of 
which  he  is  a  member,  and  also  enrolled  on  a  class  paper, 
and  meet  in  class  if  the  distance  of  his  place  of  residence 
from  any  class  be  not  too  gr^at ;  or  in  neglect  thereof,  the 
quarterly  conference,  if  they  judge  it  proper,  may  deprive 
him  of  his  ministerial  office. 

Whenever  any  elder,  deacon,  or  preacher  shall  remove 
from  one  circuit  or  station  to  another,  he  shall  procure 
from  the  presiding  elder  of  the  district,  or  from  the  preacher 
having  charge,  a  certificate  of  his  official  standing  in  the 
Church  at  the  time  of  hid  removal,  without  which  he  shall 
sot  be  received  as  a  local  preacher  in  other  places. 

No  elder,  deacon,  or  preacher  among  us  shall  distil  or 
vend  spirituous  iiquors  without  forfeiting  his  official  standmg.

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icaysfi.  Question  2.  What  shall  be  done  when  a  local  elder 

^Sttee  OTi^^  deacon,  or  preacher  is  reported  to  be  guHty  of  some  crime 
Tteai  oontinu-  expressly  forbidden  in  the  word  of  God,  sufficient  to  ex- 
clude a  person  from  the  kingdom  of  grace  and  glory  ? 

Antwer  1.  The  preacher  having  char^  shall  call  a 
committee,  consisting  of  three  or  more  lociQ  preachers,  be- 
fore whom  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  accused  to  appear, 
and  by  whom  he  shall  be  acquitted,  or  if  found  guilty, 
suspended  until  the  next  quarterly  conference ;  and  the 
preacher  in  charge  shall  cause  exact  minutes  of  the  charges, 
testimony,  and  examination,  together  with  ^he  decision  of 
the  committee,  to  be  laid  before  the  quarterly  conference, 
where  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  accused  to  appear ;  and 
the  president  shall,  at  the  commencement  of  the  trial,  ap- 
point a  secretary,  who  shall  take  down  regular  minutes, 
and  when  read  and  approved  shall  be  signed  by  the  presi- 
dent, and  also  by  the  members  of  the  conference  who  are 
present,  or  a  majority  of  them.  And  m  case  of  condemna- 
tion, the  local  preacher,  deacon,  or  elder  shall  be  allowed 
to  appeal  to  the  next  annual  conference,  provided  that  he 
signify  to  the  said  quarterly  conference  his  determination  to 
appeal,  in  which,  case  the  said  president  shall  lay  the  min- 
utes of  the  trial  above  mentioned  before  the  said  annual 
conference  at  which  the  local  preacher,  deacon,  or  elder,  so 
appealing,  may  appear;  and  the  said  annual  conference 
shall  judge  and  finfuly  determine  from  the  minutes  of  the 
said  trial  so  laid  before  them. 

2.  When  a  local  elder  or  deacon  shall  be  expelled,  the 
presiding  elder  shall  require  of  liim  the  credentials  of  his 
ordination,  to  be  filed  with  the  papers  of  the  annual  con- 
.  ference  within  the  limits  of  which  the  expulsion  has  taken 
place ;  and  should  he  at  any  future  time  produce  to  the 
annual  conference  a  certificate  of  his  restoration,  signed  by 
the  president,  and  countersigned  by  the  secretary  of  the 
quarterly  conference,  his  credentials  may  be  restored  to  him. 

Question  3.  What  shall  be  done  in  case  of  improper 
tempers,  words,  or  actions  ? 

Answer,  The  person  so  offending  shall  be  reprehended  by 
the  preacher  having  charge.  Should  a  second  transgres- 
sion take  place,  one,  two,  or  three  faithful  friends  are  to  be 
taken  as  witnesses.  If  he  be  not  then  cured,  he  shall  be 
tried  at  the  next  quarterly  conference,  and  if  found  guilty 
and  impenitent  he  shall  be  expelled  from  the  Church. 

CHAPTER  II,  SECTION  VI. 

The  answer  shall  be  so  amended  as  to  read^ — 
Answer,  By  all  means.     This  is  no  time  to  give  encour- 
agement to  superfluity  of  apparel ;  therefore,  receive  none 
into  the  Church  till  they  have  left  off  superfluous  ornaments.

Give  no  tickets  to 
any  that  wear  high  heads,  enormous  Ixmnets,  ruffles,  or 
rings. 

CHAPTBB  n,  SECTION  U. 

Answers  one  and  two  are  so  amended  as  to  read  thus : — 

Amwer  1.  ^M  none  be  received  mto  the  Church  until 
they  are  recommended  by  a  leader  with  whom  thev  have 
met  at  least  six  months  on  trial,  and  have  been  baptized. 

Answer  2.  Let  none  be  admitted  on  trial  except  they  are 
well  recommended  by  one  you  know,  or  until  they  have  met 
twice  or  thrice  in  a  class. 

In  the  same  section  the  answer  to  the  fourth  question  is 
so  amended  as  to  read  thus : — 

Answer,  The  official  minister  or  preacher  shall,  at  every 
quarterly  meeting,  read  the  names  of  those  that  are  receiv- 
ed into  the  Church,  and  also  those  that  are  excluded  there- 
from. 

In  the  same  section  the  second  answer  to  question  five  is 
so  amended  as  to  read  thus : — 

2.  If  they  do  not  amend,  let  him  who  has  the  charge  of 
the  circuit  or  station  bring  their  case  before  the  society  or  a 
select  number,  before  whom  they  shall  have  been  cited  to 
appear ;  and  if  they  be  found  guilty  of  wilful  neglect,  by 
the  decision  of  a  majority  of  uie  members  before  whom 
their  case  is  brought,  let  them  be  laid  aside ;  and  let  the 
preacher  show  that  they  are  excluded  for  a  breach  of  our 
rules,  and  not  for  unmoral  conduct. 

CHAPTER  11,  SECTION  V. 

The  following  were  ordered  to  be  stricken  out  of  second 
and  third  answer  to  question  two. 

2.  Let  him  declare  whoever  does  this  will  be  put  back 
on  trial. 

3.  When  any  such  is  put  back  on  trial,  let  a  suitable  ex- 
hortation be  subjoined.  And  the  figure  4  which  follows  be 
changed  to  figure  2.  And  also  ue  words  with  which 
the  section  closes  be  stricken  out,  viz. : — 

"  And  even  m  a  doubtful  case  the  member  shall  be  put 
back  on  trial." 

CHAPTER  I,  SECTION  XVIH, 

Is  amended  by  adding  at  its  close  as  follows : — 

And  after  such  form  of  trial  and  expulsion,  the  person  so 
expeUed  shall  have  no  privileges  of  society  or  sacraments 
m  our  Church  without  confession,  contrition,  and  proper 
trial. 
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A  preacher  on  trial  who  may  be  accused  of  ciime  shall 
be  acooontable  to  the  quarterly  conference  of  the  circuit  on 
which  he  travels.  The  prending  elder  shall  call  a  commit- 
tee of  three  locid  preachers,  who  may  suspend  him,  and 
the  quarterly  conference  may  expel  him.  Nevertheless,  he 
shall  have  a  right  to  an  appeal  to  the  next  annual  conference. 

When  any  travelling  elder  or  deacon  is  deprived  of  his 
credentials  by  expulsion  or  otherwise,  they  shall  be  filed 
with  the  papers  of  the  annual  conference  of  which  he  was 
a  member.  And  should  he  at  any  future  time  give  satis- 
factory evidence  to  said  conference  of  hb  amendment,  and 
procure  a  certificate  of  the  quaiterly  conference  of  the  cir- 
ciut  or  station  where  he  resides,  or  of  an  annual  conference, 
who  may  have  admitted  him  on  trial,  recommending  to  the  an^ 
nual  conference  of  which  he  was  a  member  formerly  the  resto- 
raitionof  his  credentials,  the  said  conference  may  restore  them. 

On  motion,  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Chartered 
Fund  was  called  up  and  read,  and  on  motion 

Eesolved,  That  we  now  fill  the  vacancies  m  the  Board  of 
Trustees. 

The  conference  accordingly  proceeded  to  act  on  Hie 
nomhiations  of  the  Board,  and  elected  Philip  Eisenbrey  to 
fill  the  place  of  the  Rev.  Thomas  F.  Sargeant,  deceased; 
Michael  S.  Johns  to  supply  the  place  of  Joseph  L.  Inglb, 
deceased ;  and  John  F.  Walker  to  supply  the  place 'erf'  Wil- 
liam Lowber,  resigned. 

On  motion,  the  report  was  then  adopted,  one  hundred 
in  favour  and  one  against.  Several  members  of  confer- 
ence present  did  not  vote. 

The  conmuttee  respectfully  recommend  to  the  General

Besolffed,  Ac,  2,  two-thirds  concurring,  That  the  Trus- 
tees of  the  Chartered  Fund  of  the  M.  E.  Church  be,  and 
they  are  hereby,  directed  to  apply  to  the  legislature  of  Penn- 
sylvania for  an  amendment  to  the  charter  of  said  corpora- 
tion, so  as  to  strike  out  the  whole  of  the  fifth  article  m  the 
original  charter,  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof,  "  that  it  shaD 
and  may  be  lawful  for  the  said  trustees,  or  a  majority  of 
them  at  any  time  when  they  shall  deem  it  expedient,  to  sell 
and  convey  any  real  estate  which  now  b,  or  hereafter  may 
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beoome  vested  in  said  oorporatioii,  and  to  aell  and  transfer 
any  personal  estate  of  which  the  said  corporation  is  or  may 
hereafter  become  possessed,  and  that  they  invest  the  moneys 
arising  from  such  sale  or  sales  in  such  manner  and  way  as 
they  shall  consider  most  beneficial  for  the  said  corporation. 

That  in  view  of  the  small  amount  of  capital 
of  the  Chartered  Fund,  and  of  the  importance  of  increasing 
it,  the  Qeneral  and  annual  conferences  be  recommended  to 
adopt  immediate  and  efficient  measures  for  its  enlargement.

Bewlved,  That  a  copy  of  the  thurd  resolution  in  the  above 
report  be  sent  by  the  secretary  to  each  annual  conference, 
to  be  entered  upon  its  journal. 

On  motion,  the  report  on  the  allowance  of  preachers  was 
called  up  and  read. 

On  motion,  the  second  resolutJcm  was  laid  on  the  table. 

On  motion,  the  third  and  fourth  resolutions  were  read 
and  adopted. 

A  motion  was  then  made  and  carried  to  take  up  the  re- 
sdntion.

The  annual  allowance  of  the 
married  travelling,  supernumerary,  and  superannuated 
preaches  and  biwopa  shall  be  two  hundred  dollars  and 
their  travelling  expenses.  2.  The  annual  allowance  of  the 
unmarried  travelling,  supernumerary,  and  superannuated 
preachers  and  bishops  shall  be  one  hundred  dollars  and 
their  travellmff  expenses. 

They  would  also  reeommead  thai  nde  third,  same  sec- 
tion, be  amended  by  addiijg  "  or  -bishop,*'  after  the  word 
preacher ;  that  rule  six,  same  section,  be  amended  by  add- 
ing "  and  the  In^ops"  after  the  word  preachers;  and  that  rule 
seven,  same  section,  be  amended  by  adding  "and  the 
bishops*'  alter  the  word  preachers ;  and  that  the  sixth  par- 
agraph of  same  section,  page  one  hundred  and  seventy- 
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eight,  be  amended  by  adding  at  its  conclusion  the  UXkmrn^ 
words :  <*  and  to  apportion  his  entire  claim  among  the  dif- 
ferent circuits  and  stations  in  the  district,  according  to  their 
several  ability." 

Tour  committee  would  also  recommend  the  fdlowing  as 
a  new  rule,  to  be  added  after  the  sixth  rule,  part  seemid, 
section  five : — 

"  Each  annual  conference  in  which  a  bishop  or  bbhops 
may  reside  shall  annually  appoint  a  committee  of  three  or 
more,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  estimate  the  annual  amount 
to  furnish  a  house,  fuel,  and  table  expenses  for 


said  bishop  or  bishops,  and  that  they  be  auuorized  to 
draw  on  the  funds  of  the  Book  Concern  fen*  said  amount"* 

Your  committee  would  further  report  that  the  following 
may  be  added  at  the  close  of  part  second,  section  one, 
pa^e  one  hundred  and  fifty-eight,  to  wit :  "  their  widows 
and  orphans." 

On  motion  of  John  Early,  the  resolution  ofifered  by 
William  Winans,  and  laid  over  yesterday,  was  called  up 
and  read.  Orange  Scott  addressed  the  conference  in  a 
speech  of  considerable  length,  and  William  Winans  made  a 
few  remarks  in  explanation. 

Conference  then  adjourned  until  tiiree  o'clock  P.  M. 

Wednesday  Afternoon. 

Conference  met  according  to  adjournment^  Bishop  Bob- 
erts  in  the  chair. 

On  motion,  the  resolution  under  discussion  at  the  time  of 
adjournment  in  the  forenoon  was  called  up.

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Haj  3«w  were  proposed  and  adopted,  and  the  several  resolutions,  as 
^SSoera  ^^  amended,  were  adopted,  all  of  which  the  report  will  show. 
tinuS"  **^  The  twentytthird  article  in  the  report,  relating  to,  and 
authorizing  and  directing  our  Book  Agents  to  obtain  an 
act  of  incorporation  for  our  Book  Concenl,  was,  on  motion, 
referred  to  a  select  committee  of  three  to  examine  and 
report  thereon.  The  concluding  article  was  then  read  and 
adopted.  The  whole  report,  as  amended  and  adopted,  is 
as  follows.  (The  resolutions  are  appended,  and  the  report 
will  be  found  among  the  conference  papers.) 

In  view  of  the  several  subjects  already  mentioned,  and 
of  others  which  we  have  found  too  numerous  to  be  coa- 
venientiy  placed  in  the  body  of  this  report,  your  committee 
recommend  for  adoption  by  this  conference  the  following 
resolutions : — 

Beeolved,  by  the  delegates  of  the  several  annual  con- 
ferences in  General  Conference  assembled,  1.  That  the  firafe 
and  second  divisions  in  the  eighth. section  of  the  Discipline, 
part  second,  be  stricken  out,  and  the  following  paragraphs 
inserted  in  their  place : — 

1st.  The  principal  establishment  of  the  Book  Concern 
shall  be  m  the  city  of  New- York ;  and  there  shall  be  such 
other  establishments  as  the  General  Conf^-ence  nuty  deem 
expedient. 

2d.  There  shall  be  one  editor  and  an  assistant  appointed 
to  superintend  all  the  editorial  busmess  of  the  Book  Con- 
cern m  New-Tork,  includii^  the  Christian  Advocate  and 
Journal,  Magazine,  and  Review,  and  all  other  works  pub- 
lished at  that  establishment. 

That  in  the  third  division  of  the  eifi;fath 
section  m  the  Discipline,  part  one,  the  woi^  ''  editors  be 
atricken  out,  and  the  word  "editor"  be  inserted  in  ita 
place. 

3.  That  the  sixth  division  of  the  eighth  section,  part  one, 
be  stricken  out  of  the  Discipline,  and  that  the  following  be 
substituted,  ui  its  place : — 

6.  There  shall  be  an  establishment  of  the  Book  Concern 
in  the  citv  of  Cmcinnati,  under  the  superintendence  of  an 
agent  and  an  assistant,  who  shall  so  manage  the  business 
in  the  western  country  as  to  codperate  with  the  aeenta  at 
New-York.  They  shall  have  authority  to  publish  any 
book  in  our  catalogue  when,  m  their  judgment  and  that 
of  the  Book  Committee,  it  shall  be  advantageous  to  the 
interests  of  the  Church,  provided  that  they  shall  not  pub- 
lish type  editions  of  such  books  as  are  stereotyped  in  New- 
York.  And  there  shall  be  an  editor  and  an  assistant,  who 
shall  have  charge  of  the  Western  Christian  Advocate,  and 
all  the  editorial  business  of  this  establishment,  and  who^ 
together  with  the  agent  and  assistant  agent,  shall  be  choseo 
from  among  the  travelling  preachers,  and,  by  virtue  of  their 
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appomtment,  shall  be  members  of  the  Ohio  Amioal  Con-        Mj^m 
ference.     The  Book  Committee  for  the  establishment  shall  ^^^^  ^^  b<^^ 
consist  of  seven  members,  including  the  editors,  to  be  chosen    anSST  **" 
annually  by  the  Ohio  Annual  Comerence,  and  whose  duties 
shall  be  the  same  as  those  of  the  Book  Committee  at  New- 
York.     And  the  proceeds  of  this  establishment,  with  the 
exception  of  what  may  be  necessary  to  conduct  the  business, 
shall  be  paid  annually  to  Uie  agents  at  New-York,  to  be 
added  to  the  profits  arising  from  that  Concern,  and  ap- 
propriated for  the  same  purposes.     In  case  of  removal,  by 
death,  resignation,  or  otherwise,  of  the  agents  or  editors,  or 
any  of  them,  the  Ohio  Annual   Conference  shall  have 
authority  to  appoint  a  successor  until  the  ensuing  General 
Conference. 

4.  That  the  Book  Committee  in  New- York  shall  consist 
of  all  the  preachers  stationed,  for  the  time  being,  in  that  city 
by  the  New- York  Annual  Conference,  including  the  editors, 
the  resident  corresponding  secretary  of  the  Missionary 
Society,  and  the  presiding  elder  of  the  district;  and  that 
the  fifth  division  in  the  eighth  section  of  part  one  of  tJ^ 
Discipline  shall  be  so  amended  as  to  read  in  conformity 
with  this  resolution. 

5.  That  the  agents  at  Cincinnati  be  authorized,  with 
the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Book  Committee,  to  procure 
ffround,  and  erect  a  suitable  building  ioft  a  printbff-office, 
Dook-room,  and  bindery ;  and  for  diis  end  they  snail  be 
allowed  to  appropriate  such  moneys  in  their  hands  as  can  be 
spared,  together  .with  any  donadons  that  may  be  made  to 
the  Concern  in  the  West  for  that  purpose. 

6.  That  the  Depository  established  at  New-Orleans  be 
discontinued ;  and  that  the  sev^^th  division  of  the  eighth 
section  in  the  Discipline,  part  one,  be.  stricken  from  the 
book. 

7.  That  the  discount  on  the  prices  of  our  books,  and  the 

Ceral  terms  of  sale,  shall  be  continued  as  they  have  beea 
ingthe  last  four  years. 

8.  That  the  Christian  Advocate  and  Journal  shall  be 
circulated  as  formerly  among  the  travellmg  preachers,  wha 
are  expected  to  act  as  agents  for  it. 

9.  That  the  Methodist  Magazine  and  Quarterly  Review 
be  continued;  and  that  the  editors  shall  be  authorized, 
with  the  advice  of  the  Book  Committee,  to  employ  suitable 
persons,  at  a  fair  compensation,  for  the  purpose  of  supply* 
ing  proper  materials,  and  giving  the  work  an  elevated 
character. 

10.  That  in  addition  to  the  Christian  Advocate  and 
Journal  and  Western  Christian  Advocate,  there  shall  be  a 
similar  paper  established  in  the  following  places,  viz., 
Charleston,  Richmond,  and  Nashville,  to  be  ccmducted 
under  the  direction  and  patronage  of  this  conference; 
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Mmj%».       provided,  that  before  any  snoli  paper  shall  be  commenced 
'coDMra  ^^  three  thousand  subBcribers  shall  be  obtained,  or  subscrip- 
tinaed.  tions  amounting  to  six  thousand  dollars.    And  the  annuu 

conference  witUn  whose  bounds  such  paper  shall  be  estab- 
lished shall  appoint  from  their  own  members  a  publishing 
committee,  consisting  of  three,  whose  duties  shall  be  amilar 
to  thoee  of  the  Book  Committee  of  New-York  and  Cin- 
cinnati, so  far  as  they  may  be  appHoable  to  those  establish- 
ments. 

11.  That  the  editors  for  the  papers  at  Charlestcm  and 
Nashville  shall  be  elected  by  this  conference,  and  that  the 
Virginia  Conference  be,  and  hereby  is  authorized  to  elect 
an  editor  for  the  paper  at  Bichmond  until  the  next  General 
Conference.  And  in  case  of  vacancy,  by  death,  reognation, 
or  otherwise,  m  either  of  the  establishments,  the  annual 
conference,  where  it  is  located,  shall  have  authority  to  fill 
such  vacancy,  as  above  provided.

16.  That  a  certam  claim  against  the  estate  of  our  late 
brother  Askins,  of  the  Illinois  Conference,  in  favour  of  the 
Book  Concern,  m  consequence  of  the  loss  of  some  of  the 
books  for  which  he  was  charged,  and  the  poverty  of  his 
orphan  chQdren,  be  relinquished,  and  the  debt  foi^ven.

New- York,  which  they  never  received,  and  being  unable    tinned. 

to  lose  that  amount,  or  to  make  further  payment,  be  exon- 
erated from  his  ob%ation  to  pay  it. 

18.  That  a  claim  against  the  old  Book  Committee  of  the 
Missouri  Conference  be  referred  to  the  Book  Agents  at 
Cincinnati,  who  shall  have  authority,  if  they  deem  it  expe- 
dient,  to  remit  any  or  the  whole  amount. 

19.  That  the, claim  of  the  Book  Concern  agamst  the  Rev. 
Kenneth  Murcheson  for  books  which  were  never  applied  to 
his  use,  be  referred  to  the  Book  Agents  at  New- York,  who 
shall  have  authority  to  release  him  from  payment. 

20.  That  the  chum  of  the  Book  Concern  against  Rev. 
Oliver  Beale,  being  of  many  years'  standing,  and  consisting 
in  part  of  mterest,  be  referred  to  the  Book  Agents  at  New- 
York,  who  are  authorized  to  remit  the  amount,  or  any  part 
of  it>  if  they  judge  propjer. 

21. -That  James  Quinn  be  exonerated  from  the  pay- 
ment of  $68,  which  were  lost  in  the  old  connexion  busi- 
ness, and  which  has  been  recommended  by  both  the  Book 
Committee  at  Cincinnati  and  the  Ohio  Annual  Conference. 

22.  That  the  Book  Agents  at  Cincinnati  be  mstructed 
and  authorized  to  settle  with  T.  L.  Douglass,  and  allow 
him  a  credit  for  old  books  lost  or  taken  out  of  bozes  for- 
warded to  him,  as  the  papers  and  vouchers  m  his  posses- 
sion will  show. 

23.  That  for  the  purpose  of  securing  the  property  be- 
longing to  the  Book  Concern  more  firmly  to  the  General 
Coherence  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  the  Agents 
at  New-York  and  Cincinnati  be  authorized  and  dhrected  to 
obtam,  if  practicable,  an  act  of  incorporation,  and  to  take 
such  other  steps  as  may  be  deemed  advisable  for  the  ac- 
complishment of  this  object. 

24.  That  our  friends  in  numerous  places,  who  have 
manifested  so  deep  an  interest,  and  displayed  so  much  lib- 
erality in  favour  of  the  Book  Concern,  are  entitled  to  the 
thanks  of  this  conference  ;  and  that  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  presiding  elders  and  preachers  in  charge  throughout 
the  Union,  where  it  has  not  already  beod  done,  to  bring  the 
subject  of  the  late  disaster  and  loss  which  this  institution 
has  sustained  fully  before  our  people,  giving  them  an  op- 
portunity to  do  as  others  have  done,  m  order  to  its  re^s-

On  motion,  the  report  of  the  Judiciary  Committee  to 
whom  the  appeals  of  William  Heathy  Samuel  Hdms,  aad 
Samuel  Julien  were  referred,  was  called  up. 

The  report  was  read,  several-amendments  proposed*  and 
considerable  time  spent  in  debate  on  the  business.  The  re- 
port was  finally  amended  and  adopted  as  follows,  to  wit : — 
Roportof  jQdi-  The  Judiciary  Committee  to  whom  were  referred  the 
uTiS^'^  communications  of  W.  Heath,  S.  Helms,  and  S.  Julien,  (the 
first  of  the  Missouri  Annual  Conference,  the  second  of  the 
Kentucky,  and  the  last  of  the  Indiana  Conference,)  con- 
plaining  of  injustice  done  them  by  their  several  oon- 
ferences,  in  locating  them  without  their  consent,  report* 
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that  they  have  examined  these  eommunicadons  in  connexion 
with  the  Discipline  of  the  Choroh,  and  have  come  to  the 
following  conclusions,  viz. : — 

1.  That  the  Diseipline  does  not  prohibit  an  ammal  con- 
ference from  locating  one  of  its  members  without  bis  consent. 

2.  That  there  is  no  provisioQin  the  Discipline  authorizing 
a  person  so  located  to  appeal  to  the  General  Conference, 
nor  for  any  process  by  which  to  oondnct  an  appeal  in  such 
a  case ;  and  that  the  brethren  concerned  have,  therefore,  no 
i^^  ground  to  claim  a  privilege  for  which  the  Discipline 
under  whose  regulations  they  entered  the  itinerant  field 
has  made  no  provision. 

8.  Your  committee  believe,  moreover,  that  when  it  is 
rendered  evident  to  the  satisfaction  of  an  annual  conference, 
that  one  of  its  members  habitually  neglects  those  duties 
which  he  engages,  on  entering  the  itinerancy,  to  perform, 
while  in  the  estimation  of  the  conference  he  is  able  to  per- 
form them,  or  otherwise  conducts  himself  in  a  manner 
which,  though  not  absolutely  criminal  in  itself,  nevertheless 
renders  him  unacceptable  to  the  people,  and  destroys  his 
usefulness  among  them,  he  ought  to  be  located,  and  that 
provision  ought  to  be  made  in  the  Discipline  for  that  pur- 
pose. They  therefore  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  fol- 
lowmg,  to  be  inserted  as  a  fourth  question,  and  its  answer, 
immediately  after  the  answer  to  the  third  question  of  the 
eighteenth  section  of  chapter  one  of  the  Discipline  on  fifty- 
fourth  page. 

Question  4.  What  shaU  be  done  with  a  member  of  an 
anniud  conference  who  conducts  himself  in  a  manner  whidi 
renders  him  unacceptable  to  the  people  as  a  travelling 
preacher  ? 

Answer.  When  ^my  member  of  an  annual  conference 
shall  be  charged  with  having  so  conducted  himself  as  to 
render  him  unacceptable  to  the  people  as  a  travelling 
preacher,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  conference  to  which 
he  belongs  to  investigate  the  case,  and  if  it  appear  that  the 
complaint  is  well  founded,  and  he  does  not  give  the  conference 
satisfaction  that  he  will  amend,  or  voluntarily  retire,  they 
may  locate  him  without  his  consent,  provided  that  he  shaU 
be  at  Uberty  to  defend  himself  before  the  conference  in 
person,  or  by  his  representative ;  and  if  he  be  located  in 
his  absence  without  having-  been  previously  notified  of  an 
intention  then  to  proceed  against  him,  he  may  apply  to  the 
conference  at  its  next  session,  to  be  heard  in  his  defence, 
in  which  case  they  shall  reconsider  the  matter  for  that 
purpose.

The  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Missions  presented 
and  read  a  report,  which  was  adopted,  to  wit : — 

The  Mission  Committee  b^  leaye  to  report  farther,  that 
they  have  had  an  mterview  with  brother  Foontam  £.  Pitts, 
respecting  the  state  of  things  in  South  America.  From  the 
information  received  from  him,  as  weU  as  from  other 
sources,  it  appears  that  there  are  most  encouraging  open- 
ings for  missionary  labour  in  that  country,  and  t^t  brother 
Pitts  has  succeeded  in  securing  the  confidence  and  protec- 
tion of  the  government  of  Buenos  Ayres,  as  weU  as  estab- 
lishing a  misuon  at  Rio  de  Janeiro,  in  the  Braailian  repub- 
lic. At  Buenos  Ayres  there  are,  it  seems,  not  less  than  ten 
thousand  Protestants  but  partially  supplied  with  the  means 
of  mce,  and  that  here  a  Methodist  society  has  been  formed, 
and  a  house  of  worship  commenced.  At  the  Leopold  set- 
tlement there  is  a  Dutch  colony,  consisting  of  about  seven 
thousand  colonists,  to  whom  the  Gospel  should  be  sent 
At  this  place  and  Rio  Janeiro  there  are  about  two  thousand 
who  understand  the  English  language,  now  supplied  by  a 
missionary  from  us,  brother  Justin  Spaulding,  and  that 
there  are  about  two  thousand  at  Montevideo.  These  fisLcts 
induce  us  to  believe  that  a  promi^ng  field  for  labour  is 
opened  in  South  America,  therefore, 

Resolved,  That  the  bishops  be  and  are  hereby  requested 
to  select  two  additional  mis»onaries  or  more  for  South 
America,  to  labour  at  such  places  as  the  bishop  or  bishops 
appointing  them  may  direct
